The General Assembly of North Carolina convened at 12:00 noon today in the State Legislative 
Building in Raleigh. Counting from the first Assembly elected under the Constitution of 1776, this is the 
142nd. (The official count of 141 apparently omits some of the sessions listed in John Cheney's North 
Carolina Government 1585-1979.) Legislators were elected annually from 1777 to 1836. Biennial 
elections have been the rule since 1838 except for a brief return to annual elections between 1868 and 
1870. The General Assembly has convened at the seat of government in Raleigh since 1794. Before 
then, it met at various times in New Bern, Halifax, Hillsborough, Fayetteville, Tarborough, and Smithfield. 

With this issue of the Daily Bulletin, the Institute of Government begins its 60th year of daily 
legislative reporting. 

The Institute, founded in 1931, is a unit of the University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill. It is 
devoted to teaching, research and consultation for and about North Carolina state and local government. 

The Daily Bulletin is published each legislative day. It is designed to help members and staff of the 
General Assembly, state and local government officials, and members of the news media understand and 
z follow the progress of pending legislation. Each issue comprises two parts. The first part lists bills 
| e introduced today, digests all anendments, committee substitutes, and conference reports adopted today 

and reports all calendar action on the floor of the Senate and House of Representatives. The second part 
digests all bills introduced today. From time to time we also report the election of officers, appointment of 
committees, adoption of rules, and other official acts of either chamber. 

The calendar action report identifies bills by number and short title. Bills that were ratified or defeated 
today are flagged. The dates of previous changes to the bill by amendment or committee substitute are 
given. The calendar action report is generated by the General Assembly's computerized Bill Status 
System maintained by the Institute and the Legislative Automated Systems Division. 

The Daily Bulletin is distributed each day to members and staff of the General Assembly, the chief 
administrative officer and the legislative liaison officer of each state agency, county and city governments, 
and public libraries. 

The Institute of Government's Legislative Reporting Service also publishes the Daily Summary, the 
Weekly Bulletin, and the Weekly Status Report. The Daily Summary reports all bill introductions by title 
only and includes each day's calendar action report. It does not include bill digests and is available only 
by fax or electronic mail. The Weekly Bulletin compiles all bill digests and other information from the 
previous week's Daily Bulletin issues into a single document. The Weekly Status Report includes several 
reports on the current status of bills and resolutions compiled by the General Assembly's Bill Status 
System. 

Public officials may subscribe to Legislative Reporting Service publications for nominal fees that 
cover the cost of postage or electronic distribution. Commercial subscriptions are available to private 
citizens.

BILL DIGESTS 
SENATE BILLS 


S 1.1995 SENATE RULES. SENATE RESOLUTION ADOPTING THE PERMANENT RULES OF THE 
SENATE FOR THE REGULAR SESSIONS OF THE 1995 GENERAL ASSEMBLY. Adopts 1995 Senate 
Rules identical to 1993 rules except as noted below. 

Order of Business. Amends Rule 9 to provide that the Presiding Officer (normally, the Lieutenant 
Governor), while in the chamber, may call any member to preside (adds underlined phrase).

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Committees. Reduces the number of Senate committees from 21 to 14. Committees will be: 
Agriculture/Environment/Natural Resources; Appropriations (with six subcommittees, not including a 
capital improvements subcommittee); Base Budget; Children & Human Resources; Commerce; 
Education/Higher Education; Finance; Judiciary |/Constitution; Judiciary II/Election Laws; Local 
Government & Regional Affairs; Pensions & Retirement/Insurance/State Personnel; Rules; Transportation; 
and Ways & Means. Deletes portion of Rule 34 that required committee membership to reflect the political 
party composition of the Senate, and makes the President Pro Tem. an ex officio member of each 
committee (now, may attend all meetings but has no vote). 

Handling of Bills. Establishes the following bill filing deadlines: (1) local bills, April 12; (2) public bills 
other than commemorative resolutions, May 3. Establishes crossover bill deadline of May 11. Amends 
Rule 43 to provide that bills are referred to committee by the Chairman of the Rules Committee (was, the 
Principal Clerk). 

Amends Rule 46 to change the majority required for adoption of a minority report to a majority of the 
full Senate membership (was, simple majority). Amends Rule 47 to change majority required for recall of 
bill from committee to three-fifths of the membership (was, two-thirds of those present and voting). 

Amends Rule 57.1 to provide that the question of germaneness of an amendment is in order at any 
time before final action.

Sets time for Governor's address as 
12 noon, Thursday, February 9.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 1.1995 HOUSE RULES. HOUSE RESOLUTION ADOPTING THE INTERIM RULES OF THE 
REGULAR SESSIONS OF THE NORTH CAROLINA HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 1995 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY. Adopts 1995 rules based on 1993 rules with the modifications described below. 

Order of Business. Rule 1 is amended to set the normal convening hour at 1:30 p.m. (was, 2:00 p.m.) 
and to prohibit Friday sessions during January and February, 1995. Provides that the Speaker must 
adjourn the House no later than 10:00 p.m. on Monday or 9:00 p.m. on other days, but permits motions to 
extend the session. Prohibits sessions on Sunday. Amends Rule 5 to set public bills and resolutions on 
the consent calendar as the fifth order of business. 

Conduct of Debate. Amends Rule 10 to limit the time that each member may speak to 20 minutes 
(was, 30) on the main question for the first speech and 10 minutes (was, 15) for the second speech. 
Revises Rule 12 to prohibit food or beverages on the floor of the House during the first two hours of the 
daily session (was, prohibited at any time but the rule was routinely suspended). 

Motions. Amends Rule 19 to add the chair of the Rules Committee and the majority leader to those 
who may call the previous question. Amends Rule 20 to require that a legible copy of any motion, bill or 
amendment on which a roll call vote was taken must be filed in the Legislative Library along with the 
printout of the vote. Revises Rule 24.1A to permit any member asking to be excused from voting to make 
a brief oral statement of the reasons and to file with the clerk a concise written statement of the reasons 
(adds the underlined words). 

Committees. Amends Rule 26 to make the majority leader and the Speaker pro tem. ex officio voting 
members of all committees and permanent subcommittees. Provides that in determining whether a 
quorum of a committee is present of a committee of which the majority leader and Speaker pro tem. are 
only ex officio members, the majority leader or Speaker pro tem. shall not be counted in determining the 
number needed for a quorum, but if actually present shall be counted as one of five members present 
needed to constitute a quorum. 
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Revises the list of permanent committees and subcommittees set out in Rule 27 to delete the 
committees on Children, Youth and Families; Constitutional Amendments and Referenda; Courts and 
Justice; Judiciary III; and Environment. Restructures the Health and Human Services to abolish its 
permanent subcommittees and to rename it Health and Environment. Creates two new committees: Ways 
and Means, and Welfare Reform & Human Resources, the latter with two permanent subcommittees on 
Aging and Families. 

Handling of Bills. Establishes deadlines for bill introductions as follows: (1) study commission bills, 
Feb. 22; (2) agency bills, March 8; (3) local bills, March 29; (4) public bills containing no appropriations or 
tax law changes, April 5; (5) public bills containing appropriations but not tax law changes, May 4; (6) 
public bills containing tax law changes, May 11; (7) resolutions, other than those honoring deceased 
persons or adjourning the General Assembly, May 11. Provides that any bill that is eligible for introduction 
only because it contains appropriations tax law changes shall not be eligible for further consideration if the 
appropriation or tax provisions are deleted by amendment. 

Adds a paragraph to Rule 31.1 providing that no member may introduce more than 10 public bills. 
The limit does not apply to local bills, bills recommended by study commissions, joint resolutions, or house 
resolutions. A member may assign his or her unused quota to another member. 

Adds a new paragraph to Rule 31.1 providing that except as may be permitted by majority vote, no 
bill (other than the Current Operations Appropriations Act or the Capital Improvements Act) may contain 
“more than one subject." This new provision also applies to measures ratifying federal constitutional 
amendments (a category excepted from other limitations on introduction imposed by Rule 31.1). 

Revises the method of calendaring bills reported by committee. Amends Rule 36(a) to provide that 
bills reported by committee (other than those to be placed on the consent calendar) shall be calendared 
for action by the Chair of the Rules Committee (or in his or her absence, by the Speaker). Now, bills are 
calendared in strict bill number order, House bills first, unless a special calendaring motion is made and 
adopted. Provides that public notice of calendaring a bill must be given either orally in the House or in 
writing to the principal clerk no later than 1 hour after adjournment or by 3:30 p.m. on the previous 
legislative day. Establishes a daily consent calendar. The consent calendar is to include bills receiving a 
favorable report with a unanimous vote in committee and that are designated for the consent calendar by 
the committee chair. Bills on the consent calendar will be calendared for the second legislative day after 
being reported to the floor. Any member may ask that a bill be removed from the consent calendar no later 
than one hour before the House convenes. Floor amendments may not be offered for consent calendar 
bills, and the sponsor of the bill is allowed two minutes of debate to explain it. 

Revises Rule 39 concerning motions to discharge a bill from committee. Makes the procedure 
applicable to Senate bills in House committees as well as to House bills (now, applies only to House bills). 
Allows a discharge motion only upon petition signed by a majority of the members (now, only the bills’ 
introducer or his or her designee may move to discharge, and the motion must receive a majority vote). 

Amends Rule 43 to provide that the rule that amendments must be germane does not apply to 
amendments to appropriations or revenue bills, and that the House may not refuse to accept a Senate 
amendment or committee substitute to a House bill on grounds of non-germaneness if the Senate adopts 
a similar rule. 

Amends Rule 44 to provide that the Speaker may appoint new conferees if the House fails to adopt a 
conference report (now, the rule prohibits appointment of new conferees). 

Legislative Officers and Employees. Amends Rule 45 to provide that the Sergeant-at-Arms may 
assign additional duties to the Reading Clerk to be performed when the House in is not in session. 

Seat assignments. Rewrites Rule 61 concerning the procedure for assigning seats on the floor of the 
House to account for changes in majority party control.

SENATE BILLS 


S 3. VETO-1. TO PROVIDE FOR A REFERENDUM TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION TO PROVIDE 
FOR A GUBERNATORIAL VETO. Provides for a statewide referendum at a general election on 
November 7, 1995, on constitutional amendments granting veto power to the Governor, and sets out 
proposed constitutional amendments. Proposed amendment to Section 22 of Article || of the Constitution 
of North Carolina requires that a bill proposing a new or revised state constitution or an amendment to the 
Constitution or calling a convention, must be submitted to a vote of the people. Requires that the following 
be read three times in each house and be signed by the presiding officers of both houses: amendments 
to the U.S. Constitution; appointments by the General Assembly; joint resolutions; and bills revising state 
senate or house redistricting or congressional redistricting. Makes all other bills subject to the governor's 
veto, which may be overridden by a three-fifths vote in both houses. Provides that bills not returned by the 
governor within 10 days after presented to him shall be law as if signed by the governor, unless the 
General Assembly shall have adjourned sine die or for more than 30 days. In those circumstances the bill 
becomes law unless, within 30 days after such adjournment, it is returned by the governor with objections 
and veto message. When the General Assembly has adjourned sine die or for more than 30 days, the 
governor shall reconvene that session for reconsideration of the bill, and if the governor does not 
reconvene the session, the bill becomes law on the fortieth day after such adjournment. Proposed new 
subsection (11) in Section 5 of Article III of the Constitution of North Carolina provides that at such a 
reconvened session, the General Assembly may consider only such bills as were returned by the 
governor for reconsideration. If the date of reconvening the session occurs after the expiration of the 
terms of office of members, then members serving for the reconvened session shall be the members for 
the succeeding term. If voted on favorably in the general election, the amendments become effective 
January 1, 1996.

S 4. REQUIRE ALTERNATIVE PUNISHMENTS. AN ACT TO REPEAL THE LAW PROVIDING THAT A 
DEFENDANT MAY CHOOSE IMPRISONMENT RATHER THAN PROBATION OR AN ALTERNATIVE 
PUNISHMENT AND TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION TO PROVIDE THAT PROBATION, 
RESTITUTION, COMMUNITY SERVICE, WORK PROGRAMS, AND OTHER RESTRAINTS ON 
LIBERTY ARE PUNISHMENTS THAT MAY BE IMPOSED ON A PERSON CONVICTED OF A CRIMINAL 
OFFENSE. Repeals GS 15A-1341(c) which authorizes any person on probation with a suspended 
sentence or deferred prosecution to serve his sentence or be tried in lieu of remaining on probation. 
Proposes an amendment to Section 1, Article XI of the North Carolina Constitution to add suspension of a 
jail or prison term with or without conditions, restitution, community service, restraints on liberty and work 
programs to the list of punishments recognized under the laws of the state, subject to a referendum at 
November 7, 1995 general election. Changes to be effective January 1, 1996 if approved by a majority of 
votes cast on the question and to apply to criminal offenses occurring on or after that date.

S 5. SCHOOL GOVERNANCE CHANGES. AN ACT TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION TO CHANGE 
THE COMPOSITION OF THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION AND MAKE THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION AN APPOINTEE OF THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION, AND TO MAKE 
CORRESPONDING CHANGES. Subject to a referendum at November 7, 1995 general election, amends 
Article IX, section 4(1) of the state Constitution to change the composition of the State Board of Education 
by replacing the eleven members appointed by the Governor with nine members appointed by the 
Governor, eight appointed by the General Assembly (four recommended by the President pro tempore 
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and four by the Speaker). Eight of Governor's appointments are to be from educational districts and one 
at large and the Governor is to designate a member of the Board as chair for a two-year term. Terms of 
members, term limitations and provisions for appointments to fill vacancies to be established by staute. 
Amends Article IX, section 4(2) to provide that the Superintendent of Public Instruction is appointed by the 
State Board of Education and amends Article III, section 7(1) to remove the Superintendent from the list of 
executive branch elected officers. Makes corresponding changes in statutes, amending GS 115C-10 to 
provide for four-year staggered terms for board members, a two-term limit with vacancies to be filled by 
the appointing authority. Amends GS 115C-11 to provide that the board appoints and sets salary of 
Superintendent. Amends GS 120-123 to add Board of Education to list of boards upon which legislators 
may not serve. Provides for change in filing date in the event that change in status of Superintendent as 
elective office is not precleared by the filing deadline and for results of election to be vacated if the act is 
not precleared prior to the election of the Superintendent in 1996. Constitutional amendments effective if 
approved by the voters, provisions regarding appointments of Board members are effective July 1, 1997 
but appointments may be made prior to July 1, 1996 for terms beginning on that date. Provisions 
regarding Superintendent effective January 1, 1997 or, if later, when they are precleared, but if they are 
precleared before that date, the office of the person then in office is terminated as of that date.

S 6. VICTIMS RIGHTS AMENDMENT. TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF NORTH CAROLINA TO 
ESTABLISH RIGHTS FOR VICTIMS OF CRIME. Provides victims of crime with constitutional rights to be 
informed of and present at public hearings and heard at sentencing or other times deemed appropriate by 
the court, to the extent those rights do not interfere with the rights of the accused. Failure by a court to 
recognize a victim's rights would not create a claim for money damages for the victim or constitute 
grounds to set aside or void the court’s disposition. These amendments will be submitted to the voters at 
a special election on November 7, 1995.

S 7. LOCAL OPTION HOMESTEAD INCREASE. TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF NORTH 
CAROLINA TO AUTHORIZE THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY TO ENACT LEGISLATION ALLOWING EACH 
COUNTY TO (i) INCREASE THE AMOUNT OF THE PROPERTY TAX HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION FOR 
LOW-INCOME ELDERLY AND DISABLED INDIVIDUALS IN THAT COUNTY AND (ii) RAISE THE 
DEFINITION OF “LOW INCOME” SO THAT MORE ELDERLY AND DISABLED INDIVIDUALS CAN 
QUALIFY FOR THE EXEMPTION. 

Proposes an amendment to art. V, sec. 2, NC Const. to authorize the General Assembly to enact a 
statute allowing each county to increase both the portion of the value of residential property owned by the 
low-income elderly and disabled to be excluded from taxation and the maximum income threshold to 
qualify for the exclusion. [Now, the amount of the exclusion is $15,000 and the income threshold is 
$11,000 state-wide.] Amendment to be voted on at November 1996 general election. If amendment 
passes, enacts new GS 105-277.1 authorizing each county to increase the amount of the exclusion and 
the income threshold and amends GS 105-309(f) to require the notice on the tax abstract to contain the 
correct dollar amounts if the county adopts amounts different from the state-wide amounts. Amends GS 
105-328 (regarding taxation of property in municipalities located in more than one county) to provide that 
its equalization provisions do not apply to assessments of property that differ in any of the counties in 
which the municipality is located because of a local option adjustment in the homestead exclusion under 
GS 105-277.1(a1). Statutory amendments to become effective in January 1997 listing period for 1997 
taxes.

S 8. INTANGIBLES REPEAL/HOLD HARMLESS. TO REPEAL THE INTANGIBLES TAX AND TO 
REIMBURSE LOCAL GOVERNMENTS FOR THEIR RESULTING REVENUE LOSS.. Effective for tax 
years beginning on or after January 1, 1995, repeals intangibles tax (as levied in GS Chapter 105, Article 
7), and amends GS 105-275 to exempt from local taxation those categories of intangible personal property 
that had been subject to the state intangibles tax. Amends GS 105-275.2 to replace the repealed tax with 
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an annual distribution to counties and municipalities of $95,331,927; makes no provision for growth in this 
amount. The replacement moneys are to be allocated among the 100 counties in proportion to the 
amounts allocated to each county under the repealed taxes in August 1994; the moneys are then divided 
among the county government and each city and town in the county in proportion to the ad valorem taxes 
levied by each such government in the preceding fiscal year. Amends GS 105-501, concerning 
distribution of the 1986 one-half percent local sales tax, to provide that the proceeds shall be used, before 
distribution to local governments, to pay the costs of the Ad Valorem Tax Division of the Department of 
Revenue, the property tax training program at the Institute of Government, and the Local Government 
Commission. (These costs are now paid from intangibles tax proceeds.)

S 9. EXPAND HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION. TO EXPAND THE PROPERTY TAX HOMESTEAD 
EXEMPTION FOR LOW-INCOME ELDERLY AND DISABLED INDIVIDUALS.. 

Amends GS 105-277.1 to increase the amount of the value of residential property owned by low- 
income elderly and disabled persons excluded from taxation from $15,000 to $20,000 and raise the 
maximum income level to qualify for the exclusion from $11,000 a year to $15,000, and makes conforming 
amendment to GS 105-309(f) (notice of the exclusion on the tax abstract). Effective for the January 1996 
listing period for 1996 taxes.

HUNDRED DOLLARS. Adds new GS 105-134.6(b)(11), as title indicates. Effective for taxable years 
beginning on or after January 1, 1995.

S 11. RAISE STANDARD DEDUCTION. TO INCREASE THE INCOME TAX STANDARD DEDUCTION 
BY TWENTY PERCENT. Amends GS 105-134.6(c)(3) and (4), as title indicates. Effective for taxable 
years beginning on or after January 1, 1995.

S 12. REDUCE CORPORATE INCOME TAX. TO REDUCE THE CORPORATE INCOME TAX FROM 
SEVEN AND THREE-FOURTHS PERCENT TO SEVEN PERCENT OVER A THREE-YEAR PERIOD. 
Rewrites GS 105-130.3 to set the state income tax on every C Corporation at 7.5% for 1995, 7.25% for 
1996, and 7% for years beginning after 1996. Rewrites GS 115C-546.1 to change the percentage used in 
computing the amount of corporate income tax credited to the Public School Building Capital Fund from 
2/31 to 1/15 (for period 10/1/95 to 9/30/96), to 2/29 (for period 10/1/96 to 9/30/97), and to 1/14 (for periods 
after 9//30/97). The amendment to Ch. 105 is effective for taxable years beginning on or after January 1, 
1995. The amendment to Ch. 115C is effective October 1, 1995, and applies to remittances made on or 
after that date.

S 13. UNEMPLOYMENT TAX CUT. TO FURTHER REDUCE EMPLOYERS' UNEMPLOYMENT 
INSURANCE TAXES. 

Amends GS 96-9(a)(5) to add new subdivision c providing that until Jan. 1, 1995, the taxable wage 
base shall be the greater of the federally required tax base or the product resulting from multiplying the 
average yearly insured wage by 60% rounded to the nearest $100, but that after Jan. 1, 1995, the taxable 
wage base shall be the greater of the federally required tax base or the product resulting from multiplying 
the average yearly insured wage by 50% rounded to the nearest $100. Effective Jan. 1, 2000, amends 
GS 96(a)(5)c to remove the 60% multiplier from the statute. Adds new GS 96-9(b)(3)d3 to provide that, 
beginning Jan. 1, 1995, if the employer's account has a credit balance, the employer's contribution rate is 
determined in accordance with the rate set in an Experience Rating Formula table. The contribution of an 
employer whose rate is set according to the table is reduced by 50% in any year in which the balance in 
the Unemployment Insurance Fund equals or exceeds $800,000,000. The Experience Rating Formula 
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table is set out in the bill. Effective Jan. 1, 1998, repeals GS 96-9(b)(3)d2 and the Experience Rating 
Formula table set forth therein.

S 14. CONTRIBUTION LIMITS. TO STRENGTHEN THE LAW LIMITING CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS. 
Amends GS 163-278.13 to reduce maximum campaign contribution to $1000.00, including contributions 
from immediate family members. Extends limitation to apply collectively to all contributions by executive 
committees of the same political party within the state. Applies to all contributions made, accepted, or 
solicited and all primaries and elections conducted on or after January 1, 1996.

S 15. STREAMLINE STATE EDUCATION AGENCY. TO CLARIFY THE STATUTES SOAS TO 
STREAMLINE THE OPERATIONS OF THE STATE EDUCATION AGENCY. Adds new GS 143A-39 
through -42, which (1) create a Department of Public Education, headed by the State Board of Education 
(hereafter, Board) appointed as prescribed in Art. IV, Sec. 4(1) of the Constitution. Provides that except 
as otherwise provided in the Constitution or in the Article, all powers, duties, and functions vested by law 
in the Board are transferred by a Type | transfer to the Department of Public Education. Transfers the 
office of the Superintendent of Public Instruction and the Department of Public Instruction to the 
Department of Public Education, and provides that the Superintendent of Public Instruction shall be the 
Secretary and Chief Administrative officer of the State Board of Education. 

Amends GS 115C-19 to delete provision that Superintendent of Public Instruction “shall administer 
the policies adopted by the State Board of Education.” Rewrites GS 115C-21(a), to provide that 
Superintendent’s organization and establishment of a Department of Public Instruction is “subject to the 
approval of the State Board of Education”: delete reference to Superintendent's authority to administer 
funds and enter into contracts for operations of the Department; provide that appointments of 
administrative and supervisory personnel to the staff of the Department are subject to approval of the 
State Board of Education, which shall have authority to terminate such appointments for cause under GS 
Ch. 126; refer to the Superintendent as the chief administrative officer of the State Board of Education 
(previously, “constitutional head of the public school system”) and to make the Superintendent's direction 
of matters relating to the supervision and administration of the public school system subject to the policies 
and direction of the State Board; delete from Superintendent's responsibilities the creation of a special 
fund to manage funds received as grants and direction and control of matters relating to provision of staff 
services and support to the State Board. Amends GS 115C-21(b) to make the Superintendent's 
administration of instructional policies subject to the direction of the Board and to delete Superintendent's 
duty to administer funds appropriated for operations of the State Board and for aid to local school units. 

Adds new Article 4 to GS Ch. 115C (GS 115C-27 through -29), establishing the Office of the 
Controller, to be appointed by the Board and to serve at the will of the Board. Makes controller 
responsible for supervising and managing the fiscal affairs of the Board and specifies what the fiscal 
affairs include. Designates the controller as the executive administrator of the Board in the supervision 
and management of the fiscal affairs of the Board and specifies the controller's duties, under the direction 
of the Board. 

Amends GS 115C-12 (Powers and Duties of the Board) to delete statement that the Board shall 


establish policy for the system of free public schools, and to add Board's duty to appoint controller. Makes 
numerous conforming amendments. Effective July 1, 1995.

S 16. ST. BOARD REPORT ON SCHOOL SYSTEM. DIRECTING THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION 
TO RECOMMEND CHANGES IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOL SYSTEM. Requires the State Board of 
Education to examine the structure and functions of the public school system and report on its findings, 
including any recommended changes, to the General Assembly in a preliminary report prior to May 1, 
1995 and final report prior to March 1, 1996. Further requires Board to examine and develop plan for 
reorganizing the Dept. of Public Instruction that results in a budget and employee position decrease of at

Transfers funds 
appropriated for 1994-95 to Office of State Budget and Management, School Technology Reserve, to 
State Board of Education, School Technology Reserve, to be spent as follows: (1) All but $500,000 is to 
be allocated to local school administrative units, to be used to develop and then implement school 
technology plan. Provides that 10% of funds to be allocated on a per county basis (and then divided 
among units within county on basis of average daily membership) and 90% of funds to be allocated on 
basis of average daily membership. (2) Directs that $450,000 in interest earnings on Reserve to be used 
by School Technology Comm'n to develop and provide to each school administrative unit computer 
software for school technology planning assistance. (3) Directs that $100,000 in interest earnings on 
Reserve be used by School Technology Comm'n to develop staff training models for school administrative 
units, with funds to be made available through incentive grant process.

S 24. REFOCUS SCHOOL TESTING ON BASICS. TO REFOCUS THE SCHOOL TESTING PROGRAM 
ON THE BASICS. Amends GS 115C-174.10 to clarify that purposes of the statewide testing program 
include improving instructional delivery and ensuring accountability to the public at the state, local, and 
school levels. Rewrites GS 115C-174.11 to require State Board of Education to adopt a system of annual 
testing (now, end of course and end of grade tests) for grades three through twelve, and specifies that the 
tests are to measure progress toward reading, communications skills, and mathematics for grades three 
through eight, and toward competencies designated by the State Board for grades nine through twelve. 
Provides that if State Board finds that additional testing in grades three through twelve is desirable to allow 
comparisons with national indicators, that testing shall be conducted with the smallest size sample of 
students necessary to assure valid comparisons. Rewrites 115C-174.12 to require State Board to review 
tests being administered through state and local testing programs and to select tests it believes are 
necessary to provide best measures of achievement; to require State Board to establish policies and 
guidelines for minimizing the time students spend taking tests administered through state and local testing 
programs; and to authorize the State Board to appoint an Advisory Council on testing to assist in carrying 
out its responsibilities. Deletes provision making Superintendent of Public Instruction responsible for 
providing necessary staff services to the Commission on Testing. Repeals GS 143A-48, which 
transferred the Textbook Commission (created under GS 115C-87) to the Department of Public 
Instruction.

The amount is to begin at $15,000 and is to be 
adjusted after each horizontal adjustment or reappraisal by the average percentage increase or decrease 
in the appraised value of real property in the county resulting from the adjustment or reappraisal In 
addition, provides that the income eligibility limit, now $11,000, is to be adjusted each year after January 1, 
1996, by the same percentage by which the federal government increased benefits under Titles I] and XVI 
of the Social Security Act in the preceding year. 

.Limits on size of state government. Amends GS 143-10.2, which limits increases in the total number 
of permanent state employees, to include employees in the Department of Transportation in the limit. 
Adds new GS 143-10.2A, to limit state’s general fund operating budget each year to no more than seven 
percent of the state’s projected personal income for that year Excludes increases in Medicaid, prison 
operation, and costs of providing health insurance for teachers and state employees from the limit. 

Rainy day fund. Amends GS 143-15.2 and 143-15.3 to increase maximum size of state’s Savings 
Reserve Account to eight percent (now, five percent) of the amount appropriated in the preceding year. 

“Truth in taxation”. Amends GS 120-36.7 to require each bill introduced in General Assembly 
proposing issuance of State general obligation bonds to include a fiscal note estimating the debt service 
on the bonds over their life. Amends GS 159-50, concerning local government general obligation bonds, 
to require the notice of intent to apply to the Local Government Commission, to include information on the 
property tax rate necessary to produce revenue equal to the projected debt service on the bonds. 
Amends GS 160A-20 to require a public hearing on any certificates of participation issued under that 
section, and to require that the notice of the hearing include information on the property tax rate necessary 
to produce revenue equal to the projected debt service on the certificates. Amends GS 105-286 to require 
a county, when it has completed a reappraisal or horizontal adjustment of real property, to publish notice 
of the “revenue-neutral property tax rate” for the reappraisal or readjustment.

CONVICTED OF CERTAIN CRIMINAL SEXUAL OFFENSES. Adds new Article 27A to GS Ch. 14 (GS 
14-208.5 through 14-208.12), establishing the Sexual Offender Registration Program. Defines a 
“reportable conviction” for purposes of the Article to include first or second degree rape; first or second 
degree sexual offense; attempted rape or sexual offense; intercourse and sexual offense with certain 
victims; incest between near relatives; incest between uncle and niece, nephew and aunt; employing or 
permitting minor to assist in offenses against public morality and decency; first, second, or third degree 
sexual exploitation of a minor; promoting prostitution of a minor; participating in prostitution of a minor; 
taking indecent liberties with children; a second conviction for indecent exposure; and a conviction in 
another state of an offense which, if committed in NC, would have been a sex offense as set out above. 
Requires a person who has a reportable conviction to register with the sheriff of the county where the 
person resides or intends to reside for more than ten days. Requires Division of Criminal Statistics in 
Dep't of Justice to provide registration forms, which shall include, among other things, the registrant's 
name, alias, date of birth, description, social security number, home address; the type of offense for which 
the person was convicted and the date and sentence imposed; a current photograph; and other 
information required by the Division, including fingerprints or other corroborative information. The sheriff 
must send a copy of each registration to the Division. Specifies pre-release notification responsibilities of 
penal institution from which someone required to register is about to be released or of the court that 
sentences such a person who is not incarcerated. Requires registrants to give notice of change of 
address and to return to sheriffs dep’t annually an address verification form sent by the sheriffs dep't. 
Makes failure to register when required to do so a Class | felony for a first offense and a Class H felony for 


a subsequent offense. Requires Division to include the registration information in the Police soogylgesontah 
Network under GS 114-10.1.

H 3. TAXPAYER PROTECTION ACT-1 (=S66). TO PROVIDE GOVERNMENTAL ACCOUNTABILITY 
AND PROTECTION TO THE TAXPAYERS BY LIMITING INCREASES IN THE GENERAL FUND 
BUDGET, REFORMING THE BUDGET PROCESS, ESTABLISHING AN EMERGENCY RESERVE 
TRUST FUND, AND PROHIBITING UNFUNDED STATE MANDATES. Adds new GS 143-2.2 to provide 
that in preparing budget for fiscal year, Governor shall not propose expenditures from General Fund for 
ensuing fiscal period in excess of projected General Fund expenditure limit established under GS 143-2.1 
and imposes similar restriction on General Assembly in making appropriations. Adds new GS 143-2.1 to 
define General Fund expenditure limit as the previous fiscal year's General Fund expenditure limit 
increased by percentage rate that equals fiscal growth factor (defined as average of the sum of inflation 
and population change for each of the preceding three years; if either inflation or population change for 
preceding three years is negative, then that change is counted as zero). No money may be drawn from 
state treasury if withdrawal will result in state expenditure in excess of General Fund expenditure limit. All 
General Fund revenue collected in excess of General Fund expenditure limit to be credited to Emergency 
Reserve Trust Fund (ERTF) at end of each fiscal year. Requires that State Controller must reserve one- 
fourth of any credit balance remaining in General Fund at each of each fiscal year to ERTF. Controller 
must reserve lesser of (1) one-fourth of any General Fund credit balance, or (2) 1.5% of replacement 
value of all state buildings supported from General Fund at end of fiscal year to Repairs and Renovations 
Reserve Account (RRRA) set out in GS 143-15.3A. General Assembly may appropriate that part of 
unanticipated General Fund credit balance not expected to be reserved to ERTF or RRRA only for capital 
improvements or other nonrecurring expenditures within General Fund expenditure limit. Adds new GS 
143-2.4 to establish in Office of State Treasurer a noninterest-bearing fund known as Emergency Reserve 
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Trust Fund. Fund to include funds reserved by State Controller as described above and to include revenue 
collected in excess of General Fund expenditure limit. Specifies when Governor may make transfers from 
this fund to pay appropriations for fiscal year. Provides that General Assembly may make appropriations 
from this fund only by affirmative vote of two-thirds of members of each house. If total of funds in this fund 
exceeds amount equal to 5% of total General Fund appropriations for prior fiscal year, the excess over 5% 
must be reserved to provide tax relief. Adds new GS 143-2.5 to provide that General Assembly may, by 
affirmative vote of two-thirds of members of each house, make appropriations for nonrecurring expenses 
in excess of General Fund expenditure limit for period not to exceed 12 months beginning on effective 
date of appropriations. Adds new GS 143-2.6 to provide that no county or local gov't unit shall be bound 
by any general law enacted after Dec. 31, 1994, requiring it to spend funds unless (1) funds have been 
appropriated by General Assembly that have been estimated at time of enactment to be sufficient to fund 
expenditure, or (2) expenditure is required to comply with federal law requirement or is required for 
eligibility for federal entitlement, which federal requirement specifically contemplates actions by county or 
local units for compliance. Provides that no county or local gov't unit shall be bound by local act enacted 
after Dec. 31, 1994 requiring expenditure of funds unless local act has been approved by county or unit 
affected by act.

H 5. PUBLIC ASSISTANCE RESPONSIBILITY. TO ESTABLISH THE PUBLIC ASSISTANCE 
PERSONAL AND FAMILY RESPONSIBILITY ACT OF 1995. Adds new GS 108A-26.5 requiring the Dep't 
of Human Resources (DHR) to ensure that no public assistance recipient parent who gives birth to an out- 
of-wedlock child receives any AFDC or Food Stamp benefits for the parent or child unless (1) the birth was 
a result of rape or incest, (2) the recipient subsequently marries an individual who acknowledges paternity 
or assumes financial responsibility for the child, or (3) the child subsequently is adopted and remains 
otherwise eligible for benefits, in which case the child shall be provided benefits. The parent denied 
benefits under the section remains eligible for WIC and Medicaid for the parent and child. Requires that 
savings resulting from denials under the section be passed to the counties as block grants for services, 
but not cash assistance, to parents and children whose benefits have been denied. Provides that 
custodial parent of dependent out-of-wedlock child is ineligible for counties’ services (except WIC and 
Medicaid) unless the parent has a high school diploma or is actively participating in an educational 
program, unless the requirement to do so is waived by the county director of social services. 

Adds new GS 108A-26.6 requiring DHR to ensure that laws relating to paternity establishment are 
enforced in relation to child whose parent applies for public assistance, unless DHR determines that the 
child was born as a result of rape or incest and that efforts to establish paternity would result in physical 
danger to the parent or child. Provides that parent who refuses to cooperate with paternity establishment 
shall receive only Medicaid and WIC benefits for the parent and child, and that a custodial parent who 
identifies the other parent is eligible for all noncash benefits under the new section described above. 
Requires DHR and the Administrative Office of the Courts (AOC) to ensure that local agencies make 
every attempt to have noncustodial parents pay child support. Provides for the modification of child 
support orders based on a parent's inability to pay due to unemployment, and requires that the modified 
order require the parent to perform community service. Provides that parent who fails to perform such 
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court-ordered service or to fulfill court-ordered child support obligation shall lose privileges associated with 
drivers licenses, occupational licenses, hunting licenses and permits, and fishing licenses and permits. 
The act adds new GS 110-135.1, applicable only to IV-D cases requiring child support from noncustodial 
fathers of dependent children as defined in GS 108A-24, setting out the same provisions and procedures 
for implementing them. 

Adds new GS 108A-26.7 requiring DHR (1) to ensure that no increases in benefits shall be provided 
to a recipient family for additional dependent child born while the family is receiving assistance; and (2) to 
take specific steps to ensure that recipient families comply with laws regarding compulsory school 
attendance, immunizations, and appropriate health care, including reducing benefits for failures to comply. 
The act adds new GS 108A-26.8, setting out notification requirements regarding the new provisions, and 
makes conforming changes to GS 110-131 regarding disclosure of information about a nonsupporting 
parent. 

Effective July 1, 1996, and applicable to benefits provided on or after that date; provided, if a federal 
waiver is required, DHR must pursue it diligently, and the act becomes effective on the first day of the 
second calendar month after the waiver is accepted and applies to benefits provided on or after that date.

FLEXIBILITY TO LOCAL BOARDS OF EDUCATION, TO ENSURE THAT LOCAL BOARDS OF 
EDUCATION ARE HELD ACCOUNTABLE FOR THE USE OF THAT FLEXIBILITY, AND TO ASSESS 
THE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN EXPENDITURES FOR THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS AND STUDENT 
PERFORMANCE. Combines funding allotments in the Public School Fund into the following categories: 
Administrative Allotment--Central Office; Classroom Teachers; Exceptional Children; Remediation; Staff 
Development and Noninstructional Support Personnel. Permits local boards of education to use 
noninstructional support personnel funds for kindergarten through grade three teacher positions to reduce 
class size, and encourages use of instructional support personnel funds for teacher positions. Amends 
GS 115C-238.6(a) to authorize State Board of Education to grant waivers of class size, other than 
kindergarten class size, the use of noninstructional support personnel funds for teacher positions to 
reduce class size in grades four and five, and purposes for which funds for school health coordinators 
may be used. Prohibits waiver for funds for teachers to be used for administrator, instructional support 
personnel or noninstructional support personnel positions. Requires the Board to provide an analysis to 
the Director of the Budget relating each request for funds to anticipated improvements in student 
performance.

Provides that the Department of Public Instruction is a principal 
department of state government under the direction of the SBE and that the SBE is to adopt and 
administer all policies, rules, and standards necessary for the operation of the department. Amends

program, responsibilities with respect to removal of local school superintendents, revocations of 
superintendent certifications, providing training to professional review committees, adoption of rules 
regarding reports of truancy, administration of school safety grants, provision of loans to counties under 
the State Literary Fund and administration of the scholarship loan fund for prospective teachers and the 
computer loan revolving fund.

(except if General Assembly passes substantially similar law and majority of petitioners’ committee is 
satisfied, then it is not submitted to the voters).

H 19. 1995 WELFARE REFORM. TO ESTABLISH THE 1995 NORTH CAROLINA WELFARE REFORM 
ACT. Adds new GS 108A-26.10 through 108A-26.16, the 1995 North Carolina Welfare Reform Act. 
Requires the Dep’t of Human Resources (DHR) to ensure that every family receiving assistance 
participate in forming and, formally consent to, an agreement with the State and the local social services 
agency (acting for the State), specifying all services and benefits to be provided to facilitate the family’s 
move to self-sufficiency. Requires DHR to ensure that the agreements are enforced and that services and 
programs provided for in the agreements are provided by the appropriate state or local agency. Provides 
that benefits shall be terminated if recipient has not signed agreement within 12 weeks of applying for 
assistance, unless extended for up to four additional weeks. After an agreement has been in effect for 
three months, benefits shall be terminated upon a determination that the recipient has willfully failed to 
comply with its terms. Sets out specifics that each agreement must include regarding each of the 
following: 

1. Limited benefits for minor parents. AFDC and housing benefits are not available for minor unmarried 
parents who are not living with their parents or guardians unless there is concern that abuse to them or 
their children will result from living with parent or guardian; specified services must be included; and 
unemancipated minors may receive AFDC checks directly only in specified narrow circumstances. 

2. Family cap limits/birth control counseling and availability. No additional benefits payable for child 
conceived while family is receiving assistance (except in cases of rape or incest or medically verifiable 
failure of a birth control device); dependent infant remains eligible for all assistance for which it is eligible; 
parent and teenage children shall be advised regarding birth control and prevention of sexually transmitted 
diseases and appropriate birth control shall be available at no charge to the family; and the Dep't of 
Environment, Health, and Natural Resources shall cooperate in implementation of these provisions. 

3. Overall benefit limits. Agreement must specify how long any benefit shall be available, not to exceed 
four years, except county and state may authorize extension up to one year and benefits for any 
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dependent child shall not be terminated after four or five years if the child’s parent fails to become able to 
care for the child in that period. 

4. Paternity establishment. Requires DHR and Administrative Office of the Courts (AOC) to strengthen 
and streamline process for paternity establishment and establish a legal presumption favoring 
garnishment of wages for child support after set number of payments have been very late or missed. 
Requires DHR to deny additional AFDC benefits to recipient mother who gives birth to out-of-wedlock 
child and has not cooperated in paternity establishment within three months of child’s birth. 

5. Education. All agreements must require all minors to obtain a high school diploma or its equivalent 
and may contain provision for education for an adult. 

6. Work/training. Agreement must specify that all nonexempt family members shall work or be in a 
work-training program, and must specify that child day care and transportation shall be provided. When 
work is unavailable and the recipient is not exempt, he or she must work in public community service at 
least 14 hours per week without compensation, subject to availability of needed child day care. 

7. Exemptions from work/jobs requirement. Those exempt include persons under age 16; age 16 or 17 
and a full-time student; age 18 and due to complete high school before age 19; ill or disabled; age 60 or 
older; required to travel more than two hours round-trip for a normal work or training day; needed in home 
to care for someone ill or disabled; working more than 30 hours per week; more than three months 
pregnant; and a parent caring for a child under three months of age. 

8. Removal of work disincentives. Requires DHR to raise the vehicle exemption from $1,500 to $7,500; 
to raise the AFDC and Food Stamp resource eligibility limit to $3,000 (excluding home and vehicle); to 
remove disincentives in the AFDC-Unemployed Parent program; and to increase earnings disregards. 

9. Additional work incentives. Allows Individual Development Accounts through which recipients may 
save toward purchase of a home, acquisition of health or disability insurance, obtaining education or 
training, or developing a small business; increases transitional Medicaid and child care from 12 to 18 
months. 

10. General sanctions for noncompliance. Provides that General Assembly shall set and DHR shall 
ensure that sanctions are applied fairly and that local agencies be given reasonable latitude and flexibility. 
11. Fraud prevention initiatives. Requires DHR to take advantage of all federal fraud prevention 
programs and dollars; provides for use of income tax intercept for claims classified as Food Stamp 
Inadvertent Household Errors; prohibits issuance of Food Stamps to separate related family subunits living 
in one residence unless specific findings are made; and states that General Assembly shall determine 
how best to ensure that disabled children’s SSI benefits are not abused. 

Specifies systemic changes needed to effect welfare reform. Requires DHR (1) to ensure the 
reduction of duplication and inefficiencies in the application and other processes, (2) to encourage local 
agencies’ move toward case management system of service delivery, (3) to institute phase one of N.C. 
CAN to effect technology utilization and streamlining, and (4) to institute electronic benefits transfer. 

Requires state auditor to conduct a performance audit of all programs related to administration or 
delivery of benefits and services to public assistance recipients, and specifies areas to be covered by the 
audit. Requires General Assembly to establish a task force to provide ongoing program evaluation as 
welfare reform progresses. Requires all state agencies that provide programs or services to public 
assistance recipients to cooperate with goals of welfare reform and to report compliance to the 1995 
General Assembly by April 15, 1996. 

Makes conforming amendments to GS 110-131, regarding parent's cooperation in regard to paternity 
establishment, and to GS 105A-2(1)r., regarding tax intercept for Food Stamp program violations. 

Establishes a Child and Family Services Interagency Council to focus on the need to ensure 
coordination in welfare reform efforts. Reestablishes the Legislative Study Comm'n on Welfare Reform to 
continue work begun by the comm’n established by Section 47 of Ch. 24 of the 1993 Session Laws, Extra 
Session 1994. Requires DHR to apply for all waivers required by the act. Conditions effectiveness on 
obtaining any required waivers or on state appropriations sufficient to make up loss of federal funds if 
waivers are not granted. Otherwise, amendments to GS Chs. 108A and 110 become effective October 1, 
1995, any appropriations are effective July 1, 1995, and the remainder of the act is effective upon 
ratification.

H 23. REPEAL SOUTH AFRICA RESTRICTIONS. TO REPEAL THE RESTRICTIONS ON DEALINGS 
WITH SOUTH AFRICA NOW THAT THE POLICIES OF THAT COUNTRY HAVE CHANGED. Repeals 
GS 115C-49, 147-69.2(c), 153A-141, 160A-197 and chapters 446 and 1070 of the Session Laws of 1987 
for purposes indicated in title.

H 24. FOOD STAMP WORKFARE. TO REQUIRE RECIPIENTS OF FOOD STAMPS TO PARTICIPATE 
IN WORKFARE. Adds new GS 108A-52.1 requiring the Dep't of Human Resources (1) to ensure that all 
eligible Food Stamp recipients are available to work for no compensation at the discretion of and under the 
supervision of public and nonprofit agencies that DHR has designated as “employing agencies” for as long 
as they receive Food Stamps; (2) to ensure that all 100 counties participate; (3) to ensure that the number 
of hours worked per month do not exceed the number of hours produced by dividing the monthly value of 
Food Stamps received by the minimum wage; (4) to ensure that applicants and recipients are notified of 
the work requirements; and (5) to review procedures developed by county departments of social services 
to ensure that employing agencies operate fairly and in full cooperation with the county departments. The 
new section specifies that the maximum age exemption threshold is 65 years of age and that a parent with 
a child under the age of five and full-time students are exempt from the work requirement. Directs DHR to 
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apply for a federal waiver if it considers a waiver necessary in order to implement the section, and 
conditions the effectiveness of the new section on the obtaining of any necessary waiver. Subject to that 
condition, the act becomes effective October 1, 1995, and applies to Food Stamp benefits issued 
beginning the month following that date.

H 25. ELECTION LAWS REVIEW. TO ESTABLISH THE ELECTION LAWS REVIEW COMMISSION. As 
title indicates. Commission is to be composed of 18 members: six appointed by the President Pro 
Tempore, six by the Speaker, and six by the Governor. Commission is to study the election laws, policies 
and procedures of the state, specifically those relating to campaign finance regulation; the administration 
of those laws and regulations at the state and local levels; and relevant federal and state case law. The 
commission is to recommend changes in the law to clarify the present law; incorporate uncodified 
procedures, practices, and rulings of the State Board of Elections and its Executive Secretary-Director; 
conform the law to state and federal case law; ensure the efficient and effective administration of 
elections; continue the impartial, professional administration of elections; and recodify the election laws, 
as necessary. The commission is to submit a final report by the convening of the 1997 General Assembly 
and may submit an interim report to the 1996 session.

H 26. SECOND PRIMARY GIFT. TO ELIMINATE THE EXTRA CONTRIBUTION-LIMIT PERIOD FOR 
THE SECOND PRIMARY FOR CANDIDATES WHO ARE NOT ON THE BALLOT IN A SECOND 
PRIMARY. Under current law, campaign contributions to political committees and candidates may not 
exceed $4,000 per election. Under interpretations of that law, a candidate may receive contributions up to 


~ the $4,000 limit for a second primary even if the candidate is not on the ballot in that second primary. This 


bill amends GS 163-278.13 to make clear that a second primary is not an “election” with respect to a 
candidate if that candidate is not on the ballot for that election. Effective January 1, 1996 and applies to 
primaries conducted on or after that date and to contributions made, accepted, or solicited on or after that 
date.

H 27. ABSENTEE VOTING REVISION (=S 40). TO STREAMLINE, SIMPLIFY, AND MODERNIZE THE 
ABSENTEE VOTING LAWS, AND TO CONFORM TO FEDERAL LAWS ON ABSENTEE VOTING. Makes 
numerous changes in Subchapter VII (“Absentee Voting”) of Ch. 163 of the General Statutes to provide for 
no-excuse absentee voting, to simplify the operations of county boards of elections in conducting 
absentee voting, to permit a county to provide additional locations for one-stop absentee balloting and to 
change the process of one-stop balloting, to alter the method of identifying absentee ballots in order to 
protect ballot secrecy, to extend the time for receiving absentee ballots, and to make other changes. 

Provide for no-excuse absentee voting. Under current law, a voter is eligible to vote by absentee 
ballot if one of two reasons exist. First, he may vote by absentee ballot if he “expects to be absent from 
the county” all day on election day (and that expectation arises before 5:00 p.m. on the Tuesday before 
the election). Second, he may vote absentee if illness or disability prevents him from getting to the polls 
(and the illness or disability occurs before 5:00 p.m. on the day before the election). This bill changes the 
first reason to provide that the voter must have only an expectation that he will not “be present at the 
voting place to vote in person.” The voter need not expect to be absent from the county and need not 
state a reason that he expects not to be “present at the voting place to vote in person.” The deadline of 
5:00 p.m. on the Tuesday before the election is preserved for this absentee voting reason. The bill 
changes the second absentee voting reason (illness or disability) to extend the deadline for absentee 
voting by that reason to noon on election day. 

Simplify the operations of county boards of elections in conducting absentee voting. The bill attempts 
to simplify the tasks of the county board of elections in several respects. (1) The statutes have provided 
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several different ways in which absentee voting applications could be handled and absentee ballots 
disbursed when absentee voting requests other than one-stop voting requests were received, depending 
on how the request for the application was made. This bill streamlines those provisions so that county 
boards will simultaneously mail out applications and ballots, irrespective of how the request was made. As 
part of this streamlining, the provisions that a near relative could apply on behalf of the voter are 

eliminated (though a near relative could still request that an application be sent to the voter). (2) Currently, 
the application for absentee ballots is on a separate piece of paper, which is placed into a large envelope 
for mailing back to the county board of elections. Into that large envelope the voter also places a smaller 
envelope containing the ballot itself. The application requires one witness and the ballot two. This bill 

puts the application on the larger envelope, reducing the number of pieces of paper, and makes the 
witnessing by two witnesses apply to both the application and the ballot. (3) Currently, county boards of 
elections must meet on a regular schedule of frequent meetings to approve absentee ballot applications. 
This bill eliminates that schedule and replaces it with a requirement that boards meet to approve only 
those applications that have been challenged. It requires that lists of persons submitting applications must 
be posted daily to give citizens the opportunity to challenge the applicants. 

Provide additional locations for one-stop absentee balloting and change the process of one-stop 
balloting. (1) In one-stop voting, a voter comes to the county board of elections office, fills out an 
application, which is witnessed right there by a board employee, and votes by absentee ballot on the spot. 
This bill would permit a county, with the approval of the State Board of Elections, to establish additional 
sites in the county for one-stop voting. (2) This bill would also change the method by which a one-stop 
absentee voter casts a ballot. Instead of filling out the regular absentee ballot as under current law, the 
voter would vote a paper ballot or computer-counted ballot card and drop it in a box, just as the voter 
might in a precinct. The ballots so cast would then be counted on election day. 

Alter the method of identifying absentee ballots to protect ballot secrecy. Current law requires that 
absentee ballots be marked with a ballot number so that the ballot can be identified in the case of a 
challenge. The problem is that this number can allow a ballot that has not been challenged to be 
identified. This bill permits counties to mark ballots with bar codes rather than simple numbers, to reduce 
the opportunity for identifying ballots that have not be challenged. _ 

Extend the time for receiving absentee ballots. Currently, to be counted an absentee ballot must be 
received by 5:00 p.m. on the day before the election. This provision appears to be in conflict with federal 
law regarding absentee ballots cast for President. This bill provides that absentee ballots received by 7:30 
p.m. on election day will be counted. It contains provisions for guarding against double voting. 

Make other changes. The bill (1) makes changes with respect to military and overseas absentee 
voting to conform to federal law, (2) empowers the State Board of Elections to provide by rule for federal 
write-in ballots where required by federal law, (3) provides that requests for absentee voting applications 
and ballots may be received by Fax, (4) clarifies that candidates may not witness absentee bailots and 
that nursing home personnel may not witness for residents of the home, and (5) makes conforming 
changes in some local acts.

H 28. DONOR'S OCCUPATION. TO REQUIRE THAT INFORMATION TO BE REPORTED 
CONCERNING CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS SHALL INCLUDE OCCUPATION, EMPLOYER'S NAME, 
AND BUSINESS ADDRESS. Under current law, political committees and candidates must report the 
name and address of each contributor of more than $100. This bill amends GS 163-278.8 and -278.11 to 
require that the report include also the contributor’s occupation, employer's name, and business mailing 
address. Effective January 1, 1996 and applies to contributions accepted on or after that date.

163-278.13 to apply the campaign contribution limit of $4,000 per election to contributions made by 
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political parties (under current law, executive committees of political parties are exempt from the $4,000 
limit in making contributions). Effective January |, 1996 and applies to contributions made, accepted, or 
solicited on or after that date.

H 30. LABOR DAY REPORT. TO AMEND THE CAMPAIGN LAWS TO CHANGE THE SYSTEM OF

CANDIDATES FOR THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. Under current law, postprimary campaign finance 
reports are required only of losing candidates, not winning ones; winners first filing after the primary is the 
filing that immediately precedes the general election. This bill amends GS 163-278.9 to provide that for 
candidates for statewide office (except not judicial offices) and for the General Assembly, winners as well 
as losers must file postprimary reports, and sets the deadline for filing that report at 60 days after the 
primary. Effective January |, 1996 and applies to the elections on or after that date.

Effective 
January 1, 1996 and applies to contributions made, solicited, or accepted on or after that date.

H 32. TRANSFER CRIMINAL CALENDAR. AN ACT TO TRANSFER THE CALENDARING AUTHORITY 


~ FOR CRIMINAL CASES IN SUPERIOR COURT TO THE SENIOR RESIDENT SUPERIOR COURT 


JUDGE AS RECOMMENDED BY THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION COMMITTEE ON 
CRIMINAL LAW. 

Deletes first two subsections of GS 7A-49.3 which give the district attorney the authority to calendar 
cases for trial and substitutes a new subsection giving the authority to set and amend calendar to the 
senior resident superior court judge. Defines “calendaring” as the means to select the criminal cases to 
be tried or otherwise brought before the court for a particular session of court and publishing those cases 
in a particular order on a trial calendar for that session. Cases are to be tried in the order listed on the 
calendar and motions to amend the calendar must be heard by the presiding superior court judge. 
Calendaring authority may be delegated to others including a trial court administrator but may not be 
delegated to the district attorney. District attorneyor defense attorney who disagrees with a calendaring 
decision may request review of the decision by the senior resident superior court judge. Calendars must 
be published in sufficient time to provide adequate notice to all parties and the criteria for calendaring must 
ensure that the district attorney and defense attorneys have equal access to the calendaring process, and 
that the interests of the state and the defendant are treated equitably in the calendaring process. Makes 
other technical and conforming changes. 

Requests the North Carolina Supreme Court to adopt rules to implement the procedures in the act, to 
include the criteria to be used to determine when a case is ready to be tried. Directs the Admin. Office of 
the Courts to work with the Supreme Court in implementing the procedures, to determine the qualifications 
of court personnel needed to implement the procedures, and to report to the General Assembly by 
January 1, 1996 on any statutory changes or additional personnel needed for implemention. Encourages 
the General Assembly to provide necessary funding and provides that no district attorney positions in 
district attorney offices will be eliminated to implement the act. Statutory amendments in the act are 
effective July 1, 1996, and provisions dealing with implementation are effective upon ratification.

H 33. REAL ESTATE EXAM FEES. 7O CHANGE THE FEE SCHEDULE FOR REAL ESTATE LICENSE 
EXAMINATIONS AND RENEWALS. Authorizes the Real Estate Commission to engage an outside 
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agency or private firm to provide examination services and to require those taking the licensure 
examination to pay, in addition to the application fee, an unspecified amount to defray the cost of the 
outside services. Amends the previous rule to provide that persons repeating the examination may be 
required to pay a fee each time the exam is taken if an outside agency or private firm is utilized. The 
license renewal fee is increased from $25.00 to $30.00, and the Commission is authorized to increase the 
fee after July 1, 1995 by no more than $5.00 in a 12-month period and not to exceed $50.00. Applies to 
applications for renewal filed on or after ratification.

H 34. LEGISLATIVE TERM LIMITS-2. TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF NORTH CAROLINA TO 
PROVIDE FOR TERM LIMITS FOR MEMBERS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. Limits each member of 
the General Assembly to five consecutive terms of that office. Terms of office beginning before January |, 
1996 are included except the amendment does not prevent a person in office on that date from either (1) 
completing that term of office, or (2) being elected to the term of office beginning January |, 1997, if the 
person had served five, but not more than five, consecutive terms as of that date. Amendment to be 
submitted to the voters in November 1996 statewide general election and is effective retroactively to 
January 1, 1996.

S 81. UCC AMENDMENTS. TO ENACT THE REVISED ARTICLE 3 OF THE UNIFORM COMMERCIAL 
CODE AND CONFORMING AND MISCELLANEOUS AMENDMENTS TO ARTICLES 1 AND 4 OF THE 
UNIFORM COMMERCIAL CODE, AS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL STATUTES COMMISSION. 
Bill updates provisions of the Uniform Commercial Code (UCC) dealing with payment by checks and other 
paper instruments to provide essential rules for new technologies and practices in payment systems. 

Definitions. The UCC deals with negotiable instruments, of which there are two: a draft (an order 
from one person to another person to pay money to a third person), and a note (a promise by a borrower 
to pay back money he has borrowed at a time certain). An ordinary check is simply a draft drawn on a 
bank. Drafts and notes become negotiable instruments--i.e., can be passed from hand to hand almost as 
easily as cash--if they are (1) unconditional orders or promises to pay, (2) payable to bearer or to order, 
and (3) involve a fixed amount of money. A holder in due course is a person other than one of those who ( | 
originally created the instrument who possesses it lawfully and has the right to enforce it (collect on it) 
according to its terms. A person becomes a holder in due course by taking the instrument in good faith 
from a prior holder without knowledge of any defects in the instrument. 

Examples of revisions. 
Limits definition of negotiable instrument to draft payable to bearer or to order, plus any check payable on 
demand (including a money order). Replaces former requirement that negotiable instrument involve “a 
sum certain” with requirement that it involved “a fixed amount of money, with or without interest or other 
charges described in the promise or order...” Thus, it includes repayment with, for example, variable 
rates of interest that are now common. Provides that where there are multiple parties to an instrument, if 
one party satisfies (pays) it, he has a right of contribution from co-parties who sign the instrument in the 
same capacity. For example, if there are three co-makers of a note and one satisfies it when due, that 
person can collect one-third of the payment from each of the co-makers. Sets out a detailed statute of 
limitations involving the time limits for enforcement of notes and drafts--for example, an action to enforce a 
note must be started within six years after the due date, and an action to enforce a draft must be started 
within three years after dishonor (refusal to pay) the draft or ten years after the date of the draft, whichever 
comes first. Limits effect of restrictive indorsements (for example limiting payment to a particular person) 
by providing that such indorsements do not affect the right of the indorsee to enforce the instrument. A 
person paying the instrument or taking it for value or collection may disregard the condition; his rights and 
liabilities are not affected by whether the condition has been fulfilled. However, the bill preserves the 
effect of restrictive endorsements involving collection by a bank such as “for deposit” and "for collection.” 
Adds to requirements for holder in due course by requiring that there be no “apparent evidence of forgery 
or alteration or is not otherwise so irregular or incomplete as to call into question its authenticity .. .” when 
the instrument is issued or negotiated to the holder. Makes obligated bank liable for consequential 
damages if it refuses to pay a cashier’s check, teller’s check, or certified check. Effective October 1,

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S 82. ESTATE AMOUNT CHANGES. 70 INCREASE THE AMOUNT OF PROPERTY COLLECTIBLE BY 
SMALL ESTATE AFFIDAVIT WHERE THE SOLE HEIR AND/OR DEVISEE IS THE SURVIVING 
SPOUSE, TO INCREASE THE MINIMUM AMOUNT OF INTESTATE PERSONAL PROPERTY PASSING 
TO THE SURVIVING SPOUSE, AND TO INCREASE THE AMOUNT OF THE YEAR’S ALLOWANCE 
FOR A SURVIVING SPOUSE AND CHILDREN, AS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL STATUTES 
COMMISSION. Makes following changes as indicated in title: (1) Amends GS 28A-25-1(a) and GS 28A- 
25-1.1(a) to raise the amount that may be collectible by small estate affidavit to $20,000 ($10,000 or less, 
under current law) where the affiant is the surviving spouse and sole heir or devisee. (2) Amends GS 29- 
14(b) to increase from $15,000 to $30,000 the minimum amount of intestate personal property passing to 
the surviving spouse where there are surviving children or lineal descendants of children and to increase 
the amount from $25,000 to $50,000 where there are no surviving children or lineal descendants of 
children but there is a surviving parent. (3) Amends GS 30-15, -17, -26, and -29 to raise from $5,000 to 
$10,000 the one-year’s allowance of the surviving spouse and from $1,000 to $2,000 the one-year’s 
allowance of the surviving child. Effective October 1, 1995, and applicable to estates of persons dying on 
or after that date.

S 83. UNIFORM RULE AGAINST PERPETUITIES. TO ENACT THE UNIFORM STATUTORY RULE 
AGAINST PERPETUITIES, AS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL STATUTES COMMISSION. 
Designates existing provisions in GS Ch. 41 as Article 1 and adds new Article 2 (GS 41-15 through 41- 
22)--the “Uniform Statutory Rule Against Perpetuities,” which supersedes the common law rule against 
perpetuities. Preserves interests that are valid under the common law rule, which provides that “no 
interest is good unless it must vest (become certain of possession), if at all, not later than 21 years after 
some life in being at the creation of the interest.” Also provides a savings feature for future interests that 
violate the common law rule--if the interest actually does vest within 90 years, it will be valid. In 
determining whether a nonvested property interest or a power of appointment is valid, the possibility that a 
child will be born to an individual after the individual’s death is disregarded. Specifies when nonvested 
property interests or powers of appointment are created. When an interest fails under both the common- 
law rule and the 90-year savings provision, requires a court, upon petition of an interested person, to 
reform the document that attempted to create the failed interest to approximate the transferor’s intention. 
Specifies types of interests that are exempted from the rule, including all interests, powers of appointment, 
or arrangements that were not subject to the common law rule. Effective October 1, 1995, and applies to 
nonvested property interest or power of appointment that is created on or after that date; provided, if a 
court determines that an interest or power of appointment created before that date violates the common 
law rule, on petition of an interested person, the court may reform the disposition to approximate as 
closely as possible the transferor’s intention in compliance with the common law rule.

S 84. LIMIT OPTIONS IN GROSS. TO PLACE TIME LIMITS ON OPTIONS IN GROSS AND OTHER 
INTERESTS IN LAND, AS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL STATUTES COMMISSION. 
Companion bill to S 83. Adds new GS 42-29, which limits to 30 years the validity of options in gross with 
respect to an interest in land or preemptive rights in the nature of a right of first refusal in gross in land. 
Adds new GS 42-30, which requires lease to commence within 30 years of execution. Adds new GS 42- 
31, which limits the validity of nonvested easements in gross to 30 years. Adds new GS 42-32, which 
provides that possibilities of reverter, rights of reentry, and executory interests become invalid, and the 
preceding fee becomes a fee simple absolute, if those interests depend on an event affecting the use of 
land and do not in fact become possessory within 60 years. GS 42-32 does not apply to interests held by 
charities or governments if the holder of the preceding interest is another charity or government or if 
excluded by new GS 41-18(5) as set forth in S 83. Effective October 1, 1995 and applies prospectively to 
property interests or arrangements created on or after that date.

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S 85. HONORARY/PET/CEMETERY TRUSTS. TO AUTHORIZE HONORARY TRUSTS, TRUSTS FOR 
PETS, AND TRUSTS FOR CEMETERY LOTS, AS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL STATUTES 
COMMISSION. Adds new Article 14 (“Honorary Trusts; Trusts for Pets; Trusts for Cemetery Lots”) to 
GS. Ch. 36A. Honorary trusts. Provides that a trust for a noncharitable or unincorporated society or for a 
lawful noncharitable purpose may be performed by the trustee for 21 years but no longer, whether or not 
there is a beneficiary who can seek the trust's enforcement or termination and whether or not the terms of 
the trust contemplate a longer duration. Trusts for cemetery lots. Provides that a trust, contract, or other 
arrangement for care of a cemetery lot, crypt, mausoleum, etc., is valid without regard to remoteness of 
vesting, duration of the arrangement, or lack of definite beneficiaries to enforce the trust, provided the 
arrangement meets the requirements of several specified statutes. Trusts for pets. Provides that a trust 
for the care of one or more pets alive at the time of the creation of the trust is valid. Trust terminates at 
the death of the last surviving animal. Trust is to be interpreted liberally to presume against the merely 
precatory or honorary nature of the disposition to carry out the general intent of the transferor. The clerk 
of superior court may reduce the amount transferred to the trust if the clerk determines that it substantially 
exceeds the amount necessary for the intended use. Effective October 1, 1995.

PARTNERSHIP AND GRANT PROGRAM AND TO ESTABLISH A GRANTS INFORMATION NETWORK. 
Adds new Part 29 (“Community-Based Partnership and Grant Program’) to Art. 9 of Ch. 143B of the 
General Statutes, creating the program in the Department of Administration to award grants to 
partnerships composed of colleges and non-profit community-based organizations that provide education, 
training, or services designed to enrich and positively influence the lives of at-risk children and their 
families. Any UNC institution may apply (and any community college if no UNC institution is willing to 
serve) for a grant to serve as lead institution and fiscal agent in a “community-based partnership” with 
community-based organizations developing education and training programs for the staff and volunteers 
of the community-based organizations and assisting community-based organizations in their program and 
operational design and in grant proposal applications. The partnerships then grant awards to the 
community-based organizations. 

Effective July |, 1995 appropriates $1,500,000 for fiscal 1995-96 from the General Fund to the 
Department of Administration to provide grants to the partnerships and $1,125,000 for that year to provide 
funds for partnership grant awards to community-based organizations. 

Directs the Department of Administration to maintain a centralized grants information system for all 
state, federal, and other grants administered through state departments or agencies.

S 91. RESPONSIBILITY/ENCOURAGEMENT ACT. TO REMOVE DISINCENTIVES TO WORK THAT

SUFFICIENCY AND TO REQUIRE PERSONAL AND FAMILY RESPONSIBILITY. Adds new GS 108A- 
26.1-26.5 relating to public assistance recipients. Requires the Dep’t of Human Resources (DHR) to raise 
the value of an allowed motor vehicle for purposes of AFDC and Food Stamp eligibility from $1,500 to 
$4,500. Requires DHR to raise AFDC and Food Stamp resource eligibility limits to $3,000, excluding the 
value of place of residence and of the allowed motor vehicle. Requires DHR to eliminate the “100-hour 
rule” and the requirement of an specified unemployment history in AFDC-UNEMPLOYED PARENT 
program. Requires DHR to disregard all recipients’ earning for the first 3 months when determining the 
amount of AFDC and Food Stamps a recipient will receive. For the next 9 months, DHR is to disregard 
the first $200 per month, plus one-third of the remainder. Requires DHR to ensure that GS 110-131 
(compelling disclosure of information respecting the nonsupporting responsible parent of a child receiving 
public assistance) and other procedures for establishing paternity of children whose custodial parent 
applies for public assistance are enforced unless child was born as a result or rape or incest and efforts to 
establish paternity would put parent or child in physical danger. Requires DHR to ensure that any parent 
who refuses to cooperate with paternity establishment must be declared ineligible for public assistance by 
the local department of social services for as long as parent refuses to cooperate until paternity is 
established. Provides that child will continue to receive Medicaid and other benefits for dependent 
children. Requires DHR and Administrative Office of the Courts to ensure that local agencies make every 
attempt to have noncustodial parents pay child support within a reasonable time on a reasonable 
schedule. Requires DHR to ensure that increases in assistance other than general increases provided to 
all recipients are not provided to a recipient family for any addition dependent child born while the family is 
receiving assistance. Provides that an additional dependent child will receive Medicaid and other benefits 
for which he or she is eligible. Requires DHR to ensure that current work requirements for assistance be 
modified to require that eligible recipients who are in job training or education part time must work part 
time. Provides that eligible recipient who cannot find employment may continue to receive assistance only 
if recipient (1) performs documented work in uncompensated public community service or (2) recipient 
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documents that he or she has been applying for gainful employment on a regular basis. Requires 
notification of new eligibility restrictions by DHR to applicants and to the public. Effective January 1, 1996, 
amends GS 110-131 to add exception to rule that parent who refuses to cooperate in locating and 
securing support from a nonsupporting responsible parent must be declared ineligible for public 
assistance by the county department of social services as long as the parent does not cooperate; rule 
does not apply if the department determines that the child was born as a result of rape or incest and that 
efforts to establish paternity would result in physical danger to the parent or child. Requires DHR to apply 
for waiver from the federal government for these new provisions if DHR believes a waiver is necessary. 
Amendments to GS 108A are effective Oct. 1, 1995, but effective date may be postponed depending on 
status of waiver and appropriation of funds.

Veto. Provides for a statewide referendum at the general election in November 1996 on 
constitutional amendments granting veto power to the Governor and sets out proposed constitutional 
amendments. Proposed amendment to Section 22 of Article || of the Constitution of North Carolina 
requires that a bill proposing a new or revised state constitution or an amendment to the Constitution or 
calling a convention must be submitted to a vote of the people. Requires that the following be read three 
times in each house and signed by the presiding officers of both houses: amendments to the U.S. 
Constitution; appointments by the General Assembly; joint resolutions; bills revising state senate or house 
redistricting or congressional redistricting; and specified local bills. Makes all other bills subject to the 
governor's veto, which may be overridden by three-fifths vote in either house. Provides that bills not 
returned by the governor within 10 days after presented to him shall be law as if signed by the governor, 
unless the General Assembly shall have adjourned sine die or for more than 30 days. In those 
circumstances the bill becomes law unless, within 30 days after such adjournment, it is returned by the 
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governor with objections and veto message. When the General Assembly has adjourned sine die or for 
more than 30 days, the governor shall reconvene that session for reconsideration of the bill, and if the 
governor does not reconvene the session, the bill becomes law on the fortieth day after such adjournment. 
Proposed new subsection (11) in Section 5 of Article Ill of the Constitution of North Carolina provides that 
at such a reconvened session, the General Assembly may consider only such bills as were returned by 
the governor for reconsideration. If the date of reconvening the session occurs after the expiration of the 
terms of office of members, then members serving for the reconvened session shall be the newly elected 
members. If voted on favorably in the general election, the amendments become effective Jan. 1, 1997. 

Board of Transportation. Amends G.S. 143B-350(c) to reduce membership on the Board of 
Transportation from 20 to 17 by reducing number of at-large members from 6 to 3. Makes appointments 
by the Governor, subject to confirmation by majority vote in both the Senate and House of 
Representatives, unless the vacancy occurs after the General Assembly has adjourned sine die or for 
more than 10 days and has not reconvened. In those circumstances The governor appoints a 
replacement who serves until the General Assembly next adjourns sine die or for more than 10 days, 
whichever occurs first. After this time, both houses must confirm the appointment in order for the 
replacement member to continue to serve. If appointment is not confirmed, appointee vacates the office 
and may not be reappointed to fill the vacancy during the remainder of that term. Effective Jan. 1, 1997, 
but only if act’s constitutional amendments establishing veto are approved. 

Confirmation of Governor's Cabinet. Amends G.S. 143B-9 to make the Governor's appointments to 
head the principal State departments subject to confirmation by majority vote in both the Senate and the 
House of Representatives. Contains the same limitations of filling vacancies described above for Board of 
Transportation.

H 42. EDUCATION IMPROVEMENT ACT. TO IMPROVE EDUCATIONAL OPPORTUNITIES FOR 
NORTH CAROLINIANS. Adds new Article 18B (“Education Improvement Act of 1995”) to GS Ch. 116 
creating the North Carolina Education Improvement Grants and the Education Improvement Commission. 

Eligibility for education improvement grants. Provides that grants may be awarded to people who are 
in financial need and are residents of NC for UNC tuition purposes, are graduates of accredited high 
schools or holders of recognized equivalent certificates, and have not been convicted of a felony under 
GS 90-95 (controlled substances) or under Art. 3 (sale, possession, and consumption of alcoholic 
beverages) of GS Ch. 18B. A person is “in financial need” if he or she qualifies for Pell Grants under the 
federal Title |V student financial assistance or, if he or she does not so quality, meets one of the following 
criteria: (a) his or her custodial parent or guardian has one dependent child under 21 and the adjusted 
gross income of the family for the preceding tax year was less than $30,000; or (b) his or her custodial 
parent or guardian has two dependent children under 21 and the adjusted gross income of the family for 
the preceding tax year was less than $35,000; or (c) his or her custodial parent or guardian has three or 
more dependent children under 21 and the adjusted gross income of the family for the preceding tax year 
was less than $40,000. 

Payment of grants. Eligible students are to receive a grant to cover the cost of tuition and fees at any 
of the senior institutions of The University of North Carolina or a community college, or, if the student is 
attending an NC private college or junior college, the grant will pay the average of tuition and fees at the 
UNC senior institutions. The grant is to be paid directly to the college. 

Administration of the program. The bill creates the Education Improvement Commission to 
administer the program. The commission is to make determinations of eligibility. The commission is to be 
composed of 13 people as follows: three appointed by the General Assembly upon recommendation of 
the President Pro Tempore; three appointed by the General Assembly upon recommendation of the 
Speaker; three appointed by the Governor; the chairman of the UNC Board of Governors; the chairman 
of the State Board of Community Colleges; the chairman of the NC Association of Independent Colleges 
and Universities; and the chairman of the State Board of Education. The State Education Assistance 
Authority is to handle administration of the grants. 

Appropriation. Bill appropriates $10,000,000 for fiscal 1995-96 and $20,000,000 for fiscal 1996-97 
from the General Fund to the Board of Governors to administer the program. 

Effective July 1, 1995 and applies to payments made for academic years beginning with the 1995-96 
academic year.

H 48. EMPLOYEE LEASING ACT. TO REQUIRE THE LICENSURE OF EMPLOYEE LEASING FIRMS. 
Adds a new Article 23 (“Employee Leasing Act”) to Ch. 95 of the General Statutes, requiring licensure of 
employee leasing firms and defining aspects of the relationship between such firms and their clients. 
Applies to firms (or groups of firms) that assign employees to perform services for a client on an ongoing 
(not temporary) basis. Requires such firms to obtain a license from the Commissioner of Labor. The 
applicant must either (a) be a resident of NC (or organized under NC law) or, (b) if not an NC resident or 
organized under NC law, must be licensed in the state of residence if licensure is required there, not 
operate an office or sales force in NC and have fewer than 100 leased employees in NC. Applicants must 
be of good moral character and show evidence of business integrity and financial responsibility. Initial 
licensing fee is $500 for a firm and $1,000 for a group of firms; renewal fees are $250 and $1,000 
respectively. Fees collected go to the General Fund. Applications may be denied for a material 
misrepresentation in the application or upon a finding of lack of moral character or failure to show 
evidence of business integrity or financial responsibility. Licenses may be revoked for any cause which 
would have justified denial of the application if known at the time, for violation of orders under the Act, for 
conviction of a felony by a licensee or individual named in the license. Engaging in the business without a 
license subjects the violator to a fine of between $250 and $5,000. 

Specifies that the employee leasing firm and the client must enter a written contract which, among 
other things, must specify that the employee leasing firm reserves a right of direction and control over the 
leased employees, sets the rate of pay for leased employees, assumes responsibility for payment of 
payroll taxes from its own accounts and for collection and payment of withholding taxes from wages of 
leased employees, and retains authority to hire, fire, and reassign leased employees. Specifies that the 
employee leasing firm is the employer of the leased employees and as such must pay wages and collect, 
report, and pay employment taxes, must pay unemployment taxes, and insure that the leased employees 
are covered by workers’ compensation insurance.

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injury. Applies to horse shows, to training and teaching activities, to boarding horses, to riding, inspecting 
and evaluating a horse belonging to another, to shoeing horses, and to examining or administering 
medical treatment to a horse by a veterinarian. Applies to horses, ponies, mules, donkeys, and hinnies. 
Horse activity sponsors must post a sign announcing that North Carolina law provides this immunity. 
Failure to post the sign prevents the sponsor from invoking the privilege. Effective July 1, 1996 and 
applies to causes of action arising on or after that date.

S 93. LICENSE ATHLETIC TRAINERS. TO LICENSE ATHLETIC TRAINERS. Adds to GS Ch. 90 a new 
Article 31--the “Athletic Trainers Licensing Act.” Provides that on or after January 1, 1996, no person may, 
for compensation, practice as an athletic trainer without obtaining a license. Exempts from the Article (1) 
professionals such as physicians, nurses, physical therapists, and chiropractors who do not hold 
themselves out as athletic trainers; (2) ees of the Dep't of Public instruction or local boards of 
education.and (3) student-trainers working under supervision of a physician or licensed athletic trainer. 
Creates the seven-member NC Board of Athletic Trainer Examiners, including two nationally certified 
athletic trainers, two orthopedic surgeons, two members of State Board of Medical Examiners, and one 
public member. Provides for Governor to appoint public member and General Assembly the other 
members, all of whom are appointed for 3-year terms. Makes individual board members immune from 
civil liability arising from activities performed in the scope of their official duties. Specifies the board's ( ! 
general powers and duties. Requires that license applicant pass written examination administered by 
National Athletic Trainers’ Association. Requires Board to issue license to anyone who applies before 
August 1, 1996, and provides proof of employment as an athletic trainer and a current certificate from the 
national Athletic Trainers’ Association. Also grandfathers in a person who has been actively engaged as 
an athletic trainer since August 1, 1993, who continues to practice up to the time of application, pays the 
fee, meets the criteria of proof of good moral character, and applies on or before August 1, 1996. 

Provides for reciprocity with other states. Requires continuing education as a condition of license renewal. 
Sets maximum fees of $75 for licensure, $25 for license renewal, $50 for reinstatement of lapsed license, 
and “reasonable charges” for duplication services and material. Specifies grounds and sanctions for 
disciplinary action. Makes violation of the article a Class 1 misdemeanor. Requires anyone who has 
reasonable cause to suspect misconduct or incapacity of a licensee or to suspect a violation of the article 
to report facts to the Board, and gives person immunity from any criminal prosecution or civil liability 
resulting therefrom.

Applicant must be six-month NC resident, must be 21 
years old, must not suffer physical infirmity that would prevent safe handling of a handgun, must not be 
ineligible under 18 USC 922(g) or GS 14-415.1, must not have been indicted for or convicted of a felony 
and not have proceedings pending for a conviction of a forcible misdemeanor, must not have been 
convicted to a facility for abuse of alcohol or controlled substances in last three years, must not chronically 
or habitually use alcohol to the extent normal faculties are impaired, must not have been adjudicated 
incompetent (unless competency has been restored by the court more than three years ago), must not 
have been involuntarily committed to a mental institution (unless in possession of a certificate from a 
licensed NC psychiatrist that for a period of three years the applicant is no longer suffering), and must 
demonstrate proficiency in the use of handguns. Demonstration of proficiency in the use of handguns 
may come from completion of a hunter education or safety course involving actual firing of handguns and 
approved by the Wildlife Resources Commission or similar agency of another state, from completion of a 
firearm safety course involving actual firing of handguns and using instructors certified by the National 
Rifle Association or the State Bureau of Investigation, from completion of a law enforcement firearms 
safety course involving actual firing of handguns offered for security guards, investigators, special 
deputies, or any division of law enforcement or security enforcement, or from experience with a firearm 
through participation in organized shooting competition or military service. 

Application. The applicant must complete the application form supplied by the sheriff, under oath, 
must supply a set of fingerprints, must pay a fee of $20, and must supply evidence of the required 
demonstration of proficiency. The sheriff may conduct any investigation necessary and must issue or 
deny the permit within 60 days. Application may be denied only because applicant fails to meet the 
criteria set out in this act. Sheriff must state reason for denial. Sheriff must maintain a list of all persons 
issued permits and pertinent information regarding such persons. 

Renewal. Permit holder may renew his permit before expiration (or within 6 months after expiration) 
upon completing application for renewal, filing affidavit that he remains qualified, and paying fee of $15. 
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Other. Bill specifies information to be included on application form. Makes it a class 3 misdemeanor 


to give false information in the application, to possess or use a permit that has been revoked, to carry a 
concealed handgun with carrying the concealed handgun permit, to intentionally alter or counterfeit a

S 115. STATE WORKER LIABILITY TRUST FUND. TO AUTHORIZE THE CREATION OF SELF- 
INSURANCE TRUST FUNDS TO PROVIDE PROFESSIONAL LIABILITY INSURANCE COVERAGE 
FOR STATE EMPLOYEES AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO A RESERVE FUND TO PROVIDE THE 
INITIAL FUNDING IF THE TRUST IS CREATED. Under current law, the Public Officers and Employees 
Liability Insurance Comm'n is authorized to acquire professional liability insurance for officers and 
employees of state institutions and community colleges, with premiums to be paid by institution or 
community college, for coverage in excess of that provided by Article 31 (“Tort Claims Against State 
Agencies and Departments”) and Article 31A (“Defense of State Employees, Medical Contractors, and 
Local Sanitarians”) of GS Ch. 143. This bill adds authorization to provide coverage by the creation of self- 
insurance trusts (or by a combination of insurance policies and self-insurance). Provides that if the 
Comm'n decides to act as a self-insurer in this way, it may create the Liability Insurance Trust Fund 
Council, composed of not more than 11 members (with one each appointed by the Attorney General, 
State Auditor, Comm’r of Insurance, State Treasurer, and State Budget Officer, and remainder by the 
Comm'n). The Council would annually determine the amounts necessary to cover current and unreported 
claims and all administrative costs. Each state agency and community college would pay into the trust $5 
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per employee per year, and that amount may be changed by the General Assembly upon “ail 
recommendation of the Council. If the fund has at any time insufficient funds to assure that both existing ( 
and future claims will be paid, the Comm'n may borrow necessary amounts from the State Treasurer to 
replenish the fund, and repay that amount from revenues collected from the agencies and community 
colleges. Provides the mechanism for termination of the fund and for confidentiality of records. 
Appropriates from the General Fund to a Self-Insurance Trust Fund Reserve in the Office of Budget and 
Management $3 million for fiscal 1995-96 and $2 million for fiscal 1996-97 to be used to provide the initial 
funding for a self-insurance trust fund if the Comm'n elects to establish such a fund.

Adds GS 143-300.4A to allow Attorney 

General to request the Governor to authorize employment of outside counsel when conflict of interest 

exists between the State and its employee. Amends GS 143-300.6 to provide (1) payment up to the 

amount payable under the Tort Claims Act, and any additional payments due will be paid from coverage 

under GS 58-32-15, (2) Commissioner of Insurance must approve settlement if employee is represented 

by counsel other than the Attorney General, (3) cumulative liability to all claimants on account of injury and 

damage to any one person is limited to $1million and (4) plaintiffs may not recover in excess of the Tort 

Claims Act limit for acts or omission specified in the bill, which are excluded by the state’s insurance 

policy.

CREDIT, TO REDUCE THE INHERITANCE AND GIFT TAX RATES FOR CLASS B AND C 
BENEFICIARIES, TO CONFORM NORTH CAROLINA INHERITANCE AND GIFT TAX PROVISIONS 
REGARDING QUALIFIED TERMINABLE INTEREST PROPERTY, AND TO MAKE OTHER 
INHERITANCE TAX CHANGES. Reduces inheritance and gift taxes and makes two slight adjustments in 
inheritance tax statutes. Amends GS 105-4 to increase the Class A inheritance tax credit to $33,150 (now, 
$26, 150), thereby effectively exempting from inheritance taxes at least $600,000 for Class A beneficiaries 
(now, $500,000). Amends GS 105-5, Class B beneficiaries, to reduce tax on the first $5,000 to 3% (now, 
4%) and to reduce the rate on the next $5,000 to 4% (now, 5%). Amends GS 105-6, Class C 
beneficiaries, to reduce rate on the first $25,000 by replacing the current 8% brackets (first $10,000) with 
two new brackets, a 4% bracket for the first $5,000 and a 6% bracket for the second $5,000, and reducing 
from 9% to 8% the second bracket (next $15,000). Exempts from state inheritance and gift taxes property 
exempt from federal estate and gift taxes because it is considered qualified terminable interest property 
(QTIP). Amends GS 105-9, 105-29, and 105-241.1 to (1) prevent the same item of expense from being 
deducted on both an estate income tax return and an inheritance tax return, and (2) make the time limits 
for assessing inheritance tax due after a federal determination of value of the estate the same as time 
limits applicable to assessments of other state taxes following a federal determination. Rate reductions are 
effective on ratification and apply to estates of persons dying on or after January 1, 1995 and gifts made 
on or after January 1, 1995. Other provisions effective July 1, 1995.

A parent of a dependent infant or child eligible for or receiving public assistance who fails or 
refuses to provide the identity of the other parent may be cited to appear before a district court judge and 
compelled to disclose the identity under oath; a parent who fails or refuses to appear or to provide the 
identity of the other parent may be found in contempt, fined not more than $100, or imprisoned not more 
than six months, or both. The parent shall be declared ineligible for public State assistance by DSS for as 
long as the parent fails to provide the identity, except as otherwise prescribed by federal law. Effective 
December 1, 1995, and applies to determinations of eligibility made on or after that date.

Directs Comm'n to make a final report of its recommendations to the 1997 General Assembly and 
authorizes an interim report to the 1996 Session.

S 123. REPEAL INTANGIBLES TAX/MANDATES. TO REPEAL THE INTANGIBLES TAX, TO 
REIMBURSE LOCAL GOVERNMENTS FOR THEIR RESULTING LOSS, AND TO PHASE IN STATE 
FUNDING OF MANDATED LOCAL PROGRAMS AS REIMBURSEMENT IN FUTURE YEARS. 

Intangibles tax repeal. Repeals the intangibles tax (GS Ch. 105, Art. 7) and amends the Machinery 
Act to exempt from property taxes all species of intangible personal property now subject to the 
intangibles tax. 

Reimbursements. Directs Sec’y of Revenue to distribute $98,192,000 to counties and cities on or 
before August 30, 1995, to reimburse them for revenue loss due to repeal of intangibles tax. This 
distribution is to be drawn from income tax collections. In each subsequent year, the amount distributed is 
to be 103% of the amount distributed in the previous year. Reimbursements are to be allocated among 
counties in proportion to intangibles tax allocations for 1994. Distribution among counties and 
municipalities is to be in proportion to ad valorem tax levies. States the General Assembly’s intent to 
phase out reimbursements over a four-year period as state funding for selected mandated local programs 
is phased in. 

Study of state mandates to local governments. Directs Legislative Research Comm'n to study 
existing state mandates to local governments, including due process mandates that require notice of 
proposed local government actions directed by the state, entitlement mandates, personnel mandates 
relating to such matters as fringe benefits, record-keeping mandates, regulatory mandates, service level 
mandates, and tax base mandates that grant exemptions from the local tax base. Directs Comm'n to 
identify mandates that should be funded by the state, and to recommend transition schedules and 
implementing legislation for phasing in state financial responsibility for such mandates coupled with a 
commensurate phase-out of intangibles tax reimbursements. Phase-out to be complete by the 1999-2000 
fiscal year. Authorizes interim report to 1996 Regular Session and final report to 1997 General Assembly. 

Funding of agencies now supported by intangibles tax collections. Directs that agencies now funded 
from intangibles tax collections (Ad Valorem Tax Div’n of Dep’t of Revenue, Property Tax Comm'n, 
Institute of Government tax appraisal program, and Local Government Comm'n) are to be funded by 
deduction from net collections of the second 1/2% local option sales tax.

Makes it unlawful 
for a caretaker of a disabled or elder adult residing in a domestic setting to engage in culpably negligent 
conduct that proximately causes physical or mental injury, deterioration of preexisting mental or physical 
condition, or endangers the life of the adult. Specifies that unless some other law provides for a greater 
penalty, such neglect resulting in physical or mental injury or deterioration of a preexisting mental or 
physical condition is a Class E felony and such neglect causing the adult's life to be endangered is a 
Class H felony. Creates offense of exploiting a disabled or elder adult residing in a domestic setting when 
the exploitation is the result of an illegal or improper use of the disabled or elder adult or the adult's 
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resources--a Class G felony where resources in excess of $1,000 are involved, and a misdemeanor 
where resources less than $1,000 are involved. Defines relevant terms. Provides that any defense 
arising under GS 90-321(h) or 90-322(d) (dealing with right to a natural death) is fully applicable to any 
prosecution under the new section. Provisions of the section do not supersede any other statutory or 
common law offenses. The section is not to be construed to impose criminal liability on a person who 
makes a good faith effort to provide for the health and personal care of a disabled or elder adult, but 
through no fault of his or her own has been unable to provide such care. Effective July 1, 1995.

If insurer 
can demonstrate to court that defendant has engaged in a pattern of violations, the court may award treble 
damages. Effective October 1, 1995, and applies to violations occurring on or after that date.

The following digest replaces the digest published earlier. 


H 43. 1995 PERMANENT HOUSE RULES. ADOPTING THE PERMANENT RULES OF THE REGULAR 
SESSION OF THE NORTH CAROLINA HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 1995 GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY. Sets out House rules for the 1995 session, based on the1993 rules, with the modifications 
described below. 

Order of Business. Rule 1 is amended to set the normal convening hour at 1:30 p.m. (was, 2:00 p.m.) 
and to prohibit Friday sessions during January and February, 1995. Provides that the Speaker must 
adjourn the House no later than 10:00 p.m. on Monday or 9:00 p.m. on other days, but permits motions to 
extend the session. Prohibits sessions on Sunday. Amends Rule 5 to set public bills and resolutions on 
the consent calendar as the fifth order of business. 

Conduct of Debate. Amends Rule 10 to limit the time that each member may speak to 20 minutes 
(was, 30) on the main question for the first speech and 10 minutes (was, 15) for the second speech. 
Revises Rule 12 to prohibit food or beverages on the floor of the House during the first two hours of the 
daily session (was, prohibited at any time but the rule was routinely suspended). 

Motions. Amends Rule 19 to add the chair of the Rules Committee and the majority leader to those 
who may call the previous question. Amends Rule 20 to require that a legible copy of any motion, bill or 
amendment on which a roll call vote was taken must be filed in the Legislative Library along with the 
printout of the vote. Revises Rule 24.1A to permit any member asking to be excused from voting to make 


a brief oral statement of the reasons and to file with the clerk a concise written statement of the reasons 
(adds the underlined words). 
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Committees. Amends Rule 26 to make the majority leader and the Speaker pro tem. ex officio voting 
members of all committees and permanent subcommittees. Provides that in determining whether a 
quorum of a committee is present of a committee of which the majority leader and Speaker pro tem. are 
only ex officio members, the majority leader or Speaker pro tem. shall not be counted in determining the 
number needed for a quorum, but if actually present shall be counted as one of five members present 
needed to constitute a quorum. 

Revises the list of permanent committees and subcommittees set out in Rule 27 to delete the 
committees on Children, Youth and Families; Constitutional Amendments and Referenda; Courts and 
Justice; Judiciary Ill; and Environment. Restructures the Health and Human Services to abolish its 
permanent subcommittees and to rename it Health and Environment. Creates two new committees: Ways 
and Means, and Welfare Reform & Human Resources, the latter with two permanent subcommittees on 
Aging and Families. 

Handling of Bills. Establishes deadlines for bill introductions as follows: (1) study commission bills, 
Feb. 22; (2) agency bills, March 8; (3) local bills, March 29; (4) public bills containing no appropriations or 
tax law changes, April 5; (5) public bills containing appropriations but not tax law changes, May 4; (6) 
public bills containing tax law changes, May 11; (7) resolutions, other than those honoring deceased 
persons or adjourning the General Assembly, May 11. Provides that any bill that is eligible for introduction 
only because it contains appropriations tax law changes shall not be eligible for further consideration if the 
appropriation or tax provisions are deleted by amendment. 

Adds a paragraph to Rule 31.1 providing that no member may introduce more than 10 public bills. 
The limit does not apply to local bills, bills recommended by study commissions, joint resolutions, or house 
resolutions. A member may assign his or her unused quota to another member. 

Adds a new paragraph to Rule 31.1 providing that except as may be permitted by majority vote, no 
bill (other than the Current Operations Appropriations Act or the Capital Improvements Act) may contain 
"more than one subject." This new provision also applies to measures ratifying federal constitutional 
amendments (a category excepted from other limitations on introduction imposed by Rule 31.1). 

Revises the method of calendaring bills reported by committee. Amends Rule 36(a) to provide that 
bills reported by committee (other than those to be placed on the consent calendar) shall be calendared 
for action by the Chair of the Rules Committee (or in his or her absence, by the Speaker). Now, bills are 
calendared in strict bill number order, House bills first, unless a special calendaring motion is made and 
adopted. Provides that public notice of calendaring a bill must be given either orally in the House or in 
writing to the principal clerk no later than 1 hour after adjournment or by 3:30 p.m. on the previous 
legislative day. Establishes a daily consent calendar. The consent calendar is to include bills receiving a 
favorable report with a unanimous vote in committee and that are designated for the consent calendar by 
the committee chair. Bills on the consent calendar will be calendared for the second legislative day after 
being reported to the floor. Any member may ask that a bill be removed from the consent calendar no later 
than one hour before the House convenes. Floor amendments may not be offered for consent calendar 
bills, and the sponsor of the bill is allowed two minutes of debate to explain it. 

Does not include provisions comparable to former Rule 36.3 which required a fiscal note for any bill 
that could cause a net increase in the length of time for which persons are incarcerated or the number of 
persons incarcerated. 

Revises Rule 39 concerning motions to discharge a bill from committee. Makes the procedure 
applicable to Senate bills in House committees as well as to House bills (now, applies only to House bills). 
Allows a discharge motion only upon petition signed by a majority of the members (now, only the bills’ 
introducer or his or her designee may move to discharge, and the motion must receive a majority vote). 

Amends Rule 43 to provide that the rule prohibiting amendments deleting previously adopted House 
amendments does not apply to committee amendments or committee substitutes adopted before re- 
referral of the bill to Appropriations or Finance. Also amends Rule 43 to provide that the House may not 
refuse to accept a Senate amendment or committee substitute to a House bill on grounds of non- 
germaneness if the Senate adopts a similar rule. 

Amends Rule 44 to provide that the Speaker may appoint new conferees if the House fails to adopt a 
conference report (now, the rule prohibits appointment of new conferees). 

Legislative Officers and Employees. Amends Rule 45 to provide that the Sergeant-at-Arms may 
assign additional duties to the Reading Clerk to be performed when the House in is not in session. 
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Seat assignments. Rewrites Rule 61 concerning the procedure for assigning seats on the floor of the 
House to account for changes in majority party control.

Effective July 1, 1995, adds new GS 20-9(i) and 20-16(a)(12) to prohibit issuance of drivers license to 
person under 18 who is not enrolled in public or private school and (1) is not a high school graduate, (2) is 
not enrolled full time in a vocational course of study at institution in community college system, or (3) has 
not successfully completed vocational course of study at institution in community college system. Adds 
new GS 115C-276(r) to require sup’t of each school unit to notify Division of Motor Vehicles immediately of 
all students between ages of 15 and 18 who drop out of school, which occurs when the student has nine 
or more unexcused absences in preceding semester. Any absences due to suspension are unexcused 
absences.

675(a) to require that juvenile’s record of adjudication of delinquency for an offense that would be a Class 
A, B, C, D, or E felony if committed by an adult must be open for public inspection. Amends GS 7A-675(g) 
to provide that when district attorney determines that publication of the name and picture of the juvenile 
under investigation for an offense that would be a Class A, B, C, D, or E felony if committed by an adult is

S 144. RAISE INTANGIBLES TAX FILING THRESHOLD. TO INCREASE THE INTANGIBLES TAX 
MINIMUM FILING THRESHOLD TO FIVE HUNDRED DOLLARS. Amends GS 105-214 to raise minimum 


tax for which intangibles return is required to $500 (now, $15). Effective for taxable years beginning on or 
after Jan. 1, 1995.

Adds Art. 3F to GS Ch. 143 requiring Sec'y of Administration to issue rules creating state 
employees’ incentive program. If unit of state government satisfies Sec’y’s incentive committee that (1) it 
has realized a savings in purchase of supplies or equipment compared to what cost would have been 
under state contract, without lowering of service, delay, or misrepresentation, and (2) the unit has 
adequate funds remaining to pay the incentive award, incentive committee certifies the savings.

Existing law provides that the seed dealer or grower report and pay a fee on the quantity 
of seed sold. As amended, reports and fees will be required of seed sold or offered for sale. The fee of 2 
cents per container of 10 Ibs. or more remains the same.

Sec’y of Revenue to allocate 5% of tax collected to Solid 
Waste Management Trust Fund and 95% to Used Oil Collection Fund (Collection Fund). Dep't of 
Revenue to administer used oil collection program to encourage the proper disposal of used oil generated 
by do-it-yourselfers, involving use of grants from Collection Fund, technical assistance, and management 
standards and certification requirements for used oil collection centers, transporters, and recyclers. Dep't 
must report on program by March 1 annually to Environmental Review Commn, concerning tax proceeds 
collected and expended, grants, amount of used oil collected, and costs of pregram. Removes liability of 
any owner or operator of certified used oil collection center for costs of resporse actions resulting from 
release of used oil collected at center if operator does not mix used oil collected with any hazardous 
substance, does not accept used oil knowing it to contain hazardous substances, is in compliance with 
Dep't's management standards, and if the used oil is removed from premises dy certified transporter. 
Amends GS 130A-309.105 to remove misdemeanor penalty for prohibited collection, disposal, or 


mixing of used oil; substitutes administrative penalty not to exceed $5,000 per violation.

Exemrts from the section officials 
and individuals who need access to criminal justice records to conduct official court business or law 
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enforcement activities. Exempted persons include the judge, prosecutor, defendant, defendant's attorney- 
of-record or representative, and law enforcement officers. Defines criminal justice records to include 
records from arrest; court procedures before, during, and after trial; custody release information; 
corrections records; and a catch-all category: “all books, papers, cards, photographs, tapes, recordings, 
or other documentary materials, regardless of form or characteristics, which are made, maintained or kept 


_ by a public law enforcement agency as defined by GS 132-1.4." Makes conforming amendments in other 


sections of GS Ch. 132. Requires that the AOC and Dep't of Justice adopt rules to implement the act.

equipment manufacturer to the dealer's facility, (b) from one dealer to another dealer, (c) from a dealer to 

a buyer. Amends GS 20-85 to impose a $10 fee on insurers applying for a salvage certificate of title and 
the same amount on the owner of the vehicle who transferred title to the insurer if applying for a « 
reissuance of a certificate of title for the vehicle. Specifies that fees collected are to be credited to the 
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Highway Trust Fund. Amends GS 105-187.6(a) to exempt from tax a certificate of title issued as the result 
of a transfer of a motor vehicle by an insurer to a person required by GS 20-109.1 to transfer the vehicle to 
the insurer because the vehicle was a salvage vehicle.

H 123. REVISE DRUG TAX. TO REVISE THE CONTROLLED SUBSTANCE EXCISE TAX. Revises 
excise stamp tax on controlled substances to conform with U.S. Supreme Court's ruling in Montana v. 
Kurth Ranch, 114 S.Ct. 1937 (1994). In that decision, the court held Montana’s tax on illegal drugs 
unconstitutional because that tax was really an extra punishment, not a true tax, thus violating the Fifth 
Amendment's double jeopardy provision that bars multiple punishments for the same offense. Montana’s 
tax was conditioned on the commission of a crime and was imposed only after the taxpayer was arrested 
and the taxed drugs were no longer in his possession. 

Bill revises Art. 2D of GS Ch.105. Restates purpose of Art. (GS 105-113.105) as generating revenue 
for state and local law enforcement agencies and the General Fund (now, purpose is to levy tax on illegal 
possessors of drugs). Removes counterfeit controlled substances from tax requirements. Revises tax 
rates to tax low-street-value drugs--for example, anabolic steroids--at $50 per 10 dosage units if not sold 
by weight. Makes tax apply to both actual and constructive possession of drugs. Repeals GS 105- 
113.110 that now makes failure to pay tax a Class | felony; result is that failure to pay would be covered by 
general penalty provisions of GS 105-236, which criminalize only intentional conduct. Reduces civil 
penalty for failure to pay (GS 90-113-110A) from 100% of tax due to 50%. 

Effective Oct. 1, 1995; applicable to substances acquired on or after that date.

SENATE BILLS 


S 3. VETO-1. Intro. 1/26/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Rewrites the proposed veto 
amendment. Retains all features of the Senate bill and makes the following additions. Exempts from 
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gubernatorial veto any bill that applies to fewer than 15 counties unless the bill would (a) extend the 
application of a law so that it applies to more than one-half of the counties, or (b) would enact a law so 
similar in effect to another law that the result would be a law applying to more than one-half of the 
counties. However, notwithstanding the foregoing, any bill that applies to only one named unit of local 
government is exempt from veto and any bill enacting a general law classified by population or other 
criteria or that makes an appropriation is subject to veto. Adds a proviso that the Governor need not 
reconvene the General Assembly to consider vetoed legislation if he receives written requests signed by a 
majority of the members of each house that a reconvened session is unnecessary. Adds language making 
it clear that veto applies only to measures that have “passed” both houses. Changes date for referendum 
on constitutional amendment to the November, 1996, general election, and makes the veto amendment, if 
approved by the voters, effective January 1, 1997. 


S 5. SCHOOL GOVERNANCE CHANGES. Intro. 1/26/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. (1) Provides that Governor may appoint one public school employee as appointive member of 
State Board and prohibits employees of Dep’t of Public Instruction from serving on board (original bill 
removed any restrictions on the number of public school or Dep't employees who could serve); (2) 
amends GS 115C-19 to provide that Board to define duties of the Superintendent as secretary and chief 
administrative officer of Board and repeals GS 115C-21, current statute setting out powers and duties of 
Superintendent; and (3) provides for initial overlapping terms beginning July 1, 1996 with four members 
appointed by Governor and four by General Assembly (2 on recommendation of President Pro Tempore 
and 2 on recommendation of Speaker) to serve for terms ending Feb. 28, 1997 and remainder of initial 
appointive members to serve terms ending Feb. 28, 1999; subsequent terms are for four years. 


S 8. INTANGIBLES REPEAL/HOLD HARMLESS. Intro. 1/25/95. Senate action amends ist edition. 
Amendment #1 makes technical correction. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 70. PROPERTY TAX DUE DATE CHANGE. Intro. 1/31/95. House action amends 1st edition. 


Amendment #1 requires, rather than allows, governing body of taxing unit to refund interest that was paid 
for the period between Jan. 6 and Feb. 15, 1995.

ABC STORES BE AUDITED QUARTERLY. As title indicates.

S 154. RAISE REPORTABLE ACCIDENT AMOUNT. TO INCREASE THE MINIMUM PROPERTY 
DAMAGE AMOUNT FOR A REPORTABLE MOTOR VEHICLE ACCIDENT AND TO RESOLVE 
INCONSISTENCIES IN THE LAW CONCERNING ACCIDENT REPORTS. Adds new GS 20-4.01(33b) 
defining “reportable accident,” for purposes of the motor vehicle laws, as an accident involving a motor 
vehicle and resulting in either (1) death or injury of a human being, or (2) property damage of $1,000 or 
more--(now, $500) Rewrites GS 20-166.1 to (1) specify that if an accident occurs outside a city or town, 
the appropriate agency to be contacted is the State Highway Patrol or the sheriffs office or other qualified 
rural police of the county, (2) specify that a report is required whenever a motor vehicle collides with 
another motor vehicle, regardless of whether the collision constitutes a reportable accident, and (3) 
provide that violation of the section is a misdemeanor of the Class set in GS 20-176 (now, a Class 2 
misdemeanor). Makes conforming changes to GS 20-179(d)(3) and repeals GS 20-279.4 (information 
required in accident report). Rewrites GS 20-279.11 to provide that when Division of Motor Vehicles 
receives a report of a reportable accident, the Comm'rr, at the end of 20 days after receiving the report, 
must determine whether the owner or driver of an involved vehicle must file security and, if so, the 
amount. Rewrites GS 20-279.31 to provide that the Comm’r must suspend the license of a person who 
fails to report a reportable accident until the Division receives a report and for an additional period, not to

VEHICLES TO ISSUE A TEMPORARY LICENSE PLATE THAT IS VALID FOR UP TO SIXTY DAYS. 
Amends GS 20-50(b) (temporary motor vehicle registration) as title indicates. Temporary license plate 
may be valid for a period set by the Div’n of Motor Vehicles, but not less than 10 days and not more than 
60 days (now, 10 day maximum). Fee remains $3.

GROUNDS WHEN DISCHARGING THEIR OFFICIAL DUTIES. Amends GS 14-269.2(g) (exceptions to

S 158. SCHOOL SAFETY FUNDS. TO PROVIDE FUNDS FOR LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS TO ( | 
ENSURE SCHOOL SAFETY. Appropriates $10,000,000 for 1995-96 and $10,000,000 for 1996-97 from 
General Fund to State Aid to Local School Administrative Units to provide funds for hiring law enforcement 
officers to ensure safety of school children and personnel. Local school boards may apply to State School 
Board for grants to fund such safety efforts. Effective July 1, 1995. 
Intro. by Albertson and Warren.

S 159. ADOPTIONS REWRITE. TO REWRITE CHAPTER 48 OF THE GENERAL STATUTES 
RELATING TO ADOPTION AS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL STATUTES COMMISSION. This 
bill, prepared by the General Statutes Comm'n, is based substantially on a proposed Uniform Adoption Act 
drafted by the National Conference of Comm'rs on Uniform State Laws. Makes substantive changes in 
existing law as indicated below. 
Preplacement assessments. Requires a suitability study of prospective parents before child’s 
placement, except in case of adoption by step parent or close relative. Preplacement assessment to be 
prepared by employee of adoption agency, and must address list of statutorily mandated issues and any 
fact that raises specific concerns about suitability of individual as adoptive parent. Provides that county 
dep’ts of social services will not be required to prepare assessments for independent adoptions unless the 
individual seeking to adopt a child has been unable to obtain an assessment elsewhere. Authorizes dep’t 
to charge for this service. 
Information about birthparent and child. Requires any individual or agency placing a child for 
adoption to provide to the adoptive parent a written report containing reasonably available non-identifying 
information about the child, its biological parents, and other members of the child’s biological family, 
including present state of health, health histories, and social and educational backgrounds. y 
Consents. Allows fathers to consent to adoption before or after birth, and mothers to consent at (j 
anytime after birth. Provides for 21-day revocation period for child under three months old, seven days for 
older child. Requires consent of child if 12 or older, but allows court to dispense with this if not in best 
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interest of child. Requires consent of father only if (1) father married to mother awt time of birth, or (2) has 
acknowledged paternity and is obligated to support child by written agreement of court order, or has 
regularly visited and communicated with child or marries mother after child’s birth, or (3) has received child 
into his home and openly holds the child out as his biological child, or (4) is the child's adoptive father. 

Judicial procedures. Requires adoption petition to be filed no later than 30 days after child is placed, 
unless extended for good cause. After petition is filed, court must order post-placement assessment, 
which must address statutorily mandated issues and must be filed within 60 days. Eliminates interlocutory 
orders; allows final orders within six month. 

Payments to birth parents. Allows an adoptive parent to pay reasonable and actual charges for (1) 
adoption agency services, (2) medical, hospital,traveling, and similar expenses incurred by mother or child 
directly related to birth or illness of the child, (3) counseling services, (4) ordinary living expenses for 
mother during pregnancy and up to six weeks after birth, (5) legal and other administrative expenses, and 
(6) preparation of preplacement and postplacement assessments. If adoption is not completed, person 
making payments may not recover them unless birth parents accepted payments in bad faith with intent to 
prevent adoption from taking place. 

Solicitation. Allows solicitation for adoption only by birth parents or agencies or maneuvers with good 
preplacement assessments. Allows advertising of adoption services only by agencies licensed in NC. 

Effective date. Effective July 1, 1996. Petitions filed before July 1, 1996, and still pending at that 
time are to be completed in accordance with former law.

S 160. DEFENSE OF SOCIAL WORKERS. 7O REQUIRE THE STATE TO DEFEND COUNTY CHILD 
PROTECTIVE SERVICES SOCIAL WORKERS, ADULT PROTECTIVE SERVICES SOCIAL WORKERS, 
AND FOSTER CARE SOCIAL WORKERS FROM LIABILITY ARISING FROM THE PERFORMANCE OF 


THEIR OFFICIAL DUTIES. Adds new GS 143-300.11 providing for the indemnification of any current or 


former county juvenile or adult protective services social worker from liability in any civil or criminal action 
or proceeding brought against the social worker in his or her official or individual capacity, on account of 
an act done or omission made per the the provisions of Art. 44 of Ch. 7A, Art. 6 of Ch. 108A, or GS 108- 
14(12). Specifies that a social worker is to be considered an employee of the Dep't of Human Resources 
only for purposes of GS 143-300.6 and for purposes of liability coverage under GS 58-32-15. Effective 


Oct. 1, 1995 and applicable to actions arising on or after that date, but before Oct. 1, 1997.

H 124. REDECLARE WAR ON DRUGS. JOINT RESOLUTION URGING THE PRESIDENT OF THE 
UNITED STATES AND THE UNITED STATES CONGRESS TO REDECLARE THE WAR ON ILLEGAL 
DRUGS. As title indicates. Supports use, if necessary, of military force against countries where cocaine is 
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grown or produced for illegal use in the United States and other countries. Directs Secretary of State to 
transmit a copy of resolution to the President, President of the US Senate, Speaker of the US House, and 
each member of NC’s Congressional Delegation.

H 125. LOCAL HOUSING OF INMATES. TO AUTHORIZE THE SECRETARY OF CORRECTION TO 
ENTER CERTAIN CONTRACTS FOR THE HOUSING OF STATE PRISONERS IN LOCAL 
CONFINEMENT FACILITIES. Amends GS 148-37(b) to authorize the Sec’y of Correction to enter into 
contracts for the confinement of state prisoners in local or district confinement facilities for a period of not 
more than 10 years; the Sec’y can renew a contract for an additional period not exceeding 10 years if the 
contract provides that a specified number or percentage of beds in each local or district facility shall be 
leased by the State at a minimum daily rate of not less than $40.

H 126. BOARD OF GOVERNORS ELECTION. TO ESTABLISH THE PROCEDURE FOR NOMINATING 
AND ELECTING MEMBERS OF THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH 
CAROLINA. Sets out procedures for nomination and election of eight members of the Board of Governors 
of The University of North Carolina (Board). Makes it the duty of the Committee on Education of the 
House of Representatives (Committee) to conduct the process for nominating and electing persons for 
each opening in each category of seats on the Board to which the House is to elect members, and 
authorizes Committee chair to refer responsibilities to the Subcommittee on Community Colleges and 
University Affairs. Nominations will be received through February 15, 1995. Each Representative may 
nominate up to two persons. Nominations be in writing on prescribed forms and must be received in the 
office of the chair by noon on 2/15/95. Prohibits an individual from being a nominee in more than one 
category or if he or she was nominated and not elected to the Board by the Senate during the 1995 
Session. Specifies that in the 1995 Session, the House will elect (1) two members of the minority race 
category, (2) two members of the woman category, and (3) four members of the at-large category--all for 
4-year terms. Requires the Committee, on or after 2/16/95, to (1) list all nominees by category; (2) screen 
the nominees as to their qualifications, experience, opinions, and statutory suitability; (3) prepare a ballot 
that includes all legally qualified nominees; and (4) have committee members vote for their preferences in 
each category. Requires each nominee to confirm his or her willingness to serve if elected. 

Directs that the ballot list nominees in decreasing order by the number of committee votes they 
received. Specifies that the House shall hold its election no later than the beginning of the daily session 
on March 16, 1995, and requires Speaker to explain voting rules before voting begins. Sets out the 
following voting rules: no nominations received from the floor; to be elected, nominee must receive votes 
of majority of all members present and voting in the category; and each member present and voting must 


vote for as many nominees as there are positions to be filled in each category. Sets out procedures for 
the handling of run-offs and ties. Requires roll-call vote.

H 127. LANDOWNER PROTECTION ACT-2. TO LIMIT THE LIABILITY OF LANDOWNERS TO 
MEMBERS OF THE PUBLIC ENTERING THE LAND FOR EDUCATIONAL AND RECREATIONAL 
PURPOSES. Creates new GS Ch. 38A as title indicates. Limitation of liability is that a property owner who 
land who either directly or indirectly invites or permits without charge any person to use the owner's land 
for educational or recreational purposes owes the person the same duty of care that the owner owes a 
trespasser. Defines educational purpose, land, owner, recreational purpose, and charge. Charge basically 
defined as any price or fee asked for permission to enter upon land. Excludes from definition of charge the 
following: a lease, dedication, license, or easement; improvements or provision of warnings for educational 
or recreational use, or remedies for damages caused by such use; property tax abatement; and any 
contribution in-kind or cash paid to reduce or offset costs and eliminate losses from educational or 
recreational use. Profvides that insurance policies provifing coverage for areas covered by act shall be 
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rerated on anniversary dates next following act's effective date to reflect added limitation of liability. [This 
bill is similar to H 119 but differs in several important particulars.] Effective Oct. 1, 1995.

H 128. HENDERSON WHEEL LOCKS. TO PERMIT THE CITY OF HENDERSON TO USE WHEEL 
LOCKS ON CERTAIN ILLEGALLY PARKED VEHICLES. As title indicates. Henderson may create 
ordinance to use wheel locks on vehicles with three or more parking tickets delinquent for 90 days. 
Ordinance must provide for notice, locking, towing, impoundment, appeal, and a fee not to exceed $50. 


Relieves Henderson from responsibility for any damage to a locked vehicle resulting from unauthorized 
attempts to free or move the vehicle.

H 129. TAXPAYER BILL OF RIGHTS (=S 36). TO PROTECT THE TAXPAYERS OF NORTH CAROLINA

Intro. by Gamble.

H 130. VICTIM'S RIGHTS AMENDMENT. TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF NORTH CAROLINA TO 
ESTABLISH RIGHTS FOR VICTIMS OF CRIME. Proposes to add a new section to the NC Constitution 
Bill of Rights. Provides victims of crime or their lawful representatives have rights to be informed of and 
present at public hearings and heard at sentencing or before the Governor or any agency considering any 
action that could result in the release of the accused. Also grants victims and their representatives the 
right to receive restitution as established by law and the right to notification of escape, release, proposed 
parole, pardon, reprieve or commutation of the accused ‘s sentence. Authorizes General Assembly to 
provide that portion of court costs assessed against convicted defendants may be used for crime victims 
compensation. Provides that the amendment creates no cause of action against the State, local 
governments, public officials, or their agents and employees for failure to recognize these rights nor does 
any such failure constitute grounds for a defendent in a criminal case to obtain relief. These amendments 
will be submitted to the voters on May 7, 1996.

H 131. WHITEVILLE SCHOOL BOARD. TO APPOINT MEMBERS OF THE WHITEVILLE CITY BOARD 
OF EDUCATION. Appoints David Flowers, L. Calvin Duncan, LaDeen Powell, and Flossie N. Inman to 


board named in title, to serve two year terms beginning on the second Tuesday of February, 1995. 
Intro. by Hill.

H 132. CEMETERY COMMISSION LRC STUDY. TO AUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH 
COMMISSION TO STUDY THE CEMETERY COMMISSION AND THE REGULATION OF CEMETERIES 
IN THIS STATE. Permits Legislative Research Comm'n (LRC) to study Cemetery Comm'n and related 
issues, such as limitations on that comm'n’s ability to safeguard consumers’ investments in cemetery plots 
and perpetual care, the need for legislation to protect consumers when cemeteries cease operation or are 
sold, and the need for recording cemetery plats with register of deeds. Permits LRC to make an interim 
report to the 1996 Regular Session and requires a final report to the 1997 General Assembly. 


Appropriates $15,000 in 1995-96 and the same amount in 1996-97 from the General Fund to the LRC for 
this study.

H 133. COLUMBUS CO. AIRPORT AUTHORITY. TO ENABLE THE COUNTY OF COLUMBUS TO 
ESTABLISH AN AIRPORT AUTHORITY FOR THE MAINTENANCE OF AIRPORT FACILITIES IN THE 
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COUNTY. As title indicates. Sets out powers and authority of a 5-member Columbus County Airport 


Authority, to be appointed by the board of county commissioners if the commissioners elect to establish an 
airport authority.

H 134. DMV/DOT TECHNICAL CHANGES. TO MAKE TECHNICAL CHANGES TO THE MOTOR 
VEHICLE LAWS AND OTHER LAWS CONCERNING THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION. 
Makes unrelated changes in GS Chapters 20 and 136. Amends GS 20-16.2(a) to clarify that an officer 
who gives a person a breathalyzer test may also read that person his or her rights. Makes prearranged 
racing a Class 1 misdemeanor and non-prearranged racing a Class 2 misdemeanor (now, those 
punishments are reversed). Amends GS 20-183.2(b)(5) to provide that new vehicles that have never been 
titled are not subject to the emissions inspection requirement. Makes offense of obstructing highway 
drains an infraction (now, a Class 3 misdemeanor). Repeals obsolete statutes, including GS 20-118.11 


and GS 20-183.12, and GS 20-88(f). Makes other technical corrections and conforming changes.

H 135. LICENSE PHOTOS CONFIDENTIAL. TO MAKE CONFIDENTIAL ALL PHOTOGRAPHIC 
IMAGES RECORDED BY THE DIVISION OF MOTOR VEHICLES FOR DRIVERS LICENSES. Amends 
GS 20-43(a) to provide that a photographic image recorded by the Division of Motor Vehicles for a pobens 


license is confidential and shall not be released except for law enforcement purposes. 
Intro. by McLaughlin.

S 164. FOSTER PARENT RECORDS. 7O MANDATE CRIMINAL HISTORY CHECKS OF ALL FOSTER 
PARENTS IN LICENSED FAMILY FOSTER HOMES AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS. Adds GS 131D- 
10.3A requiring the Dep't of Human Resources to check for any criminal history of foster parent. Defines 
criminal history as history of crime that bears upon an individual's fitness to have responsibility for the 
safety and well-being of children, including homicide, sex offenses, assaults, kidnapping, malicious injury 
by use of incendiary device, offenses against public morality, prostitution, a crime against children, a crime 
against the family, drug violations, driving while impaired, sales of alcohol to minors, and public 
intoxication. Requires record check to be done on any person providing foster care in any licensed family 
foster home and any individual applying to provide foster care. Provides that Dep't to prohibit person from 
providing foster care based upon determination that person has criminal history. Refusal of person 
seeking to be foster parent to consent to record check and to use of fingerprints for check are grounds 
for not allowing person to be foster parent. Amends GS 114-19 to.authorize Dep't of Justice to conduct 
Criminal record checks on request of Dep’t of Human Resources. Provides that Dep’t of Justice to charge 
reasonable fee for conducting checks to be borne by Dep’t of Human Resources. Requires Dep't of 
Human Resources and Social Service Comm'n to adopt rules to implement act. 

Appropriates $271,153 for fiscal 1995-96 and $330,008 for 1996-97 from General Fund to Dep't of 
Human Resources to implement act.

Adds new GS 110-90.2 requiring mandatory criminal 
history checks of “child day care providers” defined as including any person who is employed by, seeks to 
be employed by, owns or operates, or seeks to own or operate a child day care facility or child day care 
home as provided under GS 110-86. Specifies that criminal history includes offenses related to an 
individual's fitness to have responsibility for the safety and well-being of children and directs the Dep't of 
Human Resources to complete history checks of current day care providers by Jan.1, 1996. Amends GS 
114-19 to authorize the Dep't of Justice to release criminal histories from the State Repository upon 
request from the Dep’t of Human Resources with signed consent of the day care provider. The Dep't of 
Human Resources is authorized to prohibit a provider from performing child day care if consent to check is 
withheld. Requires the Dep’t to provide written notification to both the day care provider and his or her 
employer of any disqualifying information resulting from the check. Permits the provider who disagrees 
with the Dep’t’s decision to file a civil action in district court, and specifies that no civil or criminal liability 
will attach to an employer, a child day care, or a State or local agency as a result of a criminal history 
check done in good faith. Directs the Legislative Research Commission to study and issue a report on the 
use of the records in the Central Registry on Child Abuse and Neglect for the purpose of criminal history 
checks of day care providers to the 1997 General Assembly. Appropriates $191,709 for 1995-96 and 
$297 324 for 1996-97 from General Fund to Dep't of Human Resources. Appropriations effective July 1, 
1995: record check provisions effective Jan. 1, 1996; LRC study provision effective on ratification.

five years from date of disbarment and provides that Council governs reinstatement of attorney who has 
been disbarred by court; (6) provides that attorney may be disciplined upon conviction of criminal offense 
showing unfitness to practice without awaiting outcome on appeal; (7) allows transfer of attorney to 
disability inactive status because of substance abuse; (8) provides that Council to set annual bar dues 
(now, set at $135 by statute) and authorizes imposition of late fee charge; (9) allows action to enjoin 
unauthorized practice of law to be brought in Wake County; and (10) authorizes Council to issue advisory 
opinions on what constitutes the unauthorized practice of law. Effective October 1, 1995, and applies to 
orders of disbarment entered on or after that date and disciplinary proceedings based on convictions of 


offenses committed on or after that date. Annual dues provision applies to dues for years beginning with 
1996.

THAT DESCRIBE THE SUBSTANTIVE AREAS WITH RESPECT TO A PROPOSED RULE. Amends GS

proceedings in NC Register unless permanent rule is substantially same as temporary rule previously 
published. Requires notice to include brief statement of subject matter of proposed proceedings, 
explanation of reason for proposed proceedings, and person to whom questions or comments may be 
addressed. Requires notice to be published at least 60 days before agency submits to Codifier of Rules 
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proposed text of permanent rule or a subject-matter notice for a permanent rule. Authorizes agency to 
periodically publish in NC Register agenda that describe substantive areas to which agency is 
contemplating permanent rules. Effective Jan. 1, 1996, and applies to rules adopted on or after that date 
for which publication of a notice of rule making is required.

THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA. Requires Senate Committee on Education/ Higher Education 
to choose nominees for eight open seats on the UNC Board to which the Senate is to elect members. 
Openings are in two categories: six are at-large members for four-year terms and two are for members of 
the political party to which the largest minority of members of the General Assembly belong, all for four- 
year terms. Suggestions for candidates are to be received by the committee from senators on an 
authorized form. Suggestions must be received by 5 pm on February 21, 1995. Permits a senator to 
propose as many as eight candidates. Candidate may not be nominated in more than one category. 
Requires committee to screen and vote on candidates. There may be at least twice as many candidates 
as there open seats in a category, and nominees who receive the vote of a majority of committee 
members will become nominees on the Senate ballot. 

Requires Senate election no later than the beginning of the March 1, 1995 daily session. Prescribes 
rules for election, including: nominees listed on ballot alphabetically within each category; only signed 
ballots are counted; floor nominations not permitted; to be chosen, a nominee must receive the votes of a 
majority of all members present and voting in the nominee's category; ballots not cast for all open seats in 
a category not counted for that category; ballots must be signed and open for public inspection.

Funding of agencies now supported by intangibles tax collections. Directs that agencies now funded 
from intangibles tax collections (Ad Valorem Tax Div'n of Dep’t of Revenue, Property Tax Comm'n, 
Institute of Government tax appraisal program, and Local Government Comm'n) are to be funded by 
deduction from net collections of the second 1/2% local option sales tax. 

Effective dates. Intangibles tax repeal and other provisions affecting individual taxpayers effective for 
tax years beginning on or after January 1, 1995; administrative provisions effective July 1, 1995.

DRUG-FREE WORKPLACE PROGRAM AND TO PROVIDE REQUIREMENTS FOR A DRUG-FREE 
WORKPLACE PROGRAM THAT WILL ENABLE AN EMPLOYER TO QUALIFY FOR THIS REDUCTION 
IN INSURANCE PREMIUMS. Provides employers with 5% premium discount on workers’ compensation 
insurance if they are certified as drug-free workplaces by the Industrial Commission. Adds new GS Ch. 
97, Art. 5, defining how employers can be certified as drug-free. Resulting 5% premium discount is to be 
applied to an insured’s workers’ compensation policy as of the date of certification as drug-free, and the 
discount will continue for up to four years. Certification is required annually for each year of the premium 
discount. Thereafter any premium discount under this section is to be determined from the insured’s 
experience rating plan, or, if not experience rated, determined by the Commissioner of Insurance based 
on data received from the NC Rate Bureau. Specifies what employer's drug-free workplace program must 
contain and outlines standards for acceptable substance-abuse testing. 

Amends GS 97-12 (substance abuse and its relation to compensation for injury or death under the 
Workers’ Compensation Act) to provide a presumption that if at the time of the injury the employee had 
0.1% or more by weight of blood alcohol, or if the employee had a positive confirmation of a drug, it may 
be presumed that the injury was occasioned primarily by intoxication (thus, no compensation would be 
payable). Presumption is rebuttable. Further amends GS 97-12 to provide that if an employer has reason 
to suspect that an injury was caused primarily by the employee's intoxication or drug use, the employer 
may require that the employee submit to a substance abuse test. Refusal leads to presumption that the 
injury was caused primarily by intoxication (rebuttable by clear and convincing evidence to the contrary). 
Authorizes the Industrial Commission to adopt rules to regulate substance abuse testing. 

Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Commerce for the Industrial Comm’n $10,000 for 
fiscal 1995-96 to implement this act.

H 144. REFUND FEDERAL RETIREES-2. TO PROVIDE FEDERAL RETIREES REFUNDS IN FIVE 
ANNUAL INSTALLMENTS, WITHOUT INTEREST, FOR INCOME TAX PAID ON THEIR RETIREMENT 
BENEFITS FOR TAX YEARS 1985 THROUGH 1988. Amends GS 105-151.20 to make timely for 
purposes of GS 105-267 an individual’s demand or the demand of the estate of a deceased individual for 
a refund by April 15, 1996 of state income tax paid on federal government retirement benefits for a taxable 
year beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1985 and before Jan. 1, 1989. Specifies that the amount of a refund for 
the 1988 tax year shall be reduced by the total amount of credit previously allowed the individual under 
this section. Directs the Sec’y of Revenue to pay each refund due as follows: for taxable years beginning 
in 1985 refunds are to be paid on July 1, 1995 or within 90 days after the demand for a refund is made, 
whichever is later; for taxable years beginning in 1986 refunds are to be paid in two equal installments, the 
first on July 1, 1996 and the second on July on 1, 1997; for taxable years beginning in 1987 refunds are to 
be paid on July 1, 1998; for taxable years beginning in 1988 refunds are to be paid on July 1, 1999. 
Sunset provided for Jan.1, 2001.

Authorizes procedure that places a lien against any property owner for the removal cost of debris, trash, 
ice or snow from a sidewalk abutting the owner’s property under certain conditions. Authorizes $6.00 
annual motor vehicle license tax.

Provides 
procedure for settlement of claims by the city manager.

H 161. LOCAL TELEPHONE COMPETITION. TO PROVIDE THE PUBLIC WITH ACCESS TO LOW- 
COST TELECOMMUNICATIONS SERVICE IN CHANGING COMPETITIVE ENVIRONMENT. Amends 
GS 62-2 to authorize the North Carolina Utilities Commission to allow competitive offerings of local 
exchanges and exchange access. Amends GS 62-110 to authorize the Comm'n to issue a certificate to 
persons applying to provide local exchange or exchange access services as a public utility to a territory 
regardless of whether local telephone service is already being provided in that territory. Upon petition by 
the parties, the Comm'n may determine appropriate rates for interconnection if the incumbent local 
exchange company and other telecommunications companies can not agree within 90 days of negotiation. 
The incumbent local exchange company will be the universal service provider in the area in which it 
operates on July 11, 1995, but by July 1, 1996, the Comm'n will determine the universal service provider 
and whether universal service should be funded through interconnection rates or some other method. 
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These provisions do not apply to franchised areas in the State being served by incumbent local 
exchange companies with 200,00 access lines or less. Moreover, such incumbent local exchange 
companies shall not be subject to the regulatory reform procedures outlines in amended GS 62-133.5 (as 
described below) or permitted to compete in territory outside of their franchised area for local exchange 
and access services until their franchise area is opened up to competing providers. The above provisions 
also do not apply to areas served by telephone membership corporations exempt from regulation as public 
utilities. 

Amends GS-133.5 to authorize Comm'n to approve election of price regulation of rates terms and 
conditions rather than rate of return regulation or form of alternative regulation. A local exchange 
company that elects not to file for price regulation may file an application with the Comm'n for forms of 
alternative regulation, which include but are not limited to ranges of authorized returns, categories of 
services, and price indexing. 

After notice to the affected parties and hearing, the Comm'n is authorized to determine whether 
service provided by any telecommunications provider is subject to competition and to provide for 
detariffing or deregulation of such services, or both. A local exchange company subject to price regulation 
or other alternative regulation under this bill must file tariffs for basic local exchange service, toll switched 
access and may file tariffs for other services. Any tariff filing changing the terms and condition or 
increasing the rates for an existing service or establishing the terms and conditions or rates for a new 
service will be presumed valid and become effective upon 14 days notice. A tariff filing reducing rates will 
be presumed valid and become effective upon seven days notice. 

Notwithstanding the provision of GS-140, a local exchange company may offer competitive services 
with flexible pricing arrangements to business customers. The following sections will not apply to local 
exchange companies subject to regulation under this bill: GS 62-35(c), 62-45, 62--51, 62-81, 62-111, 62- 
130-137, 62-139, 62-142 and 62-153.

H 162. UNPAID DEBTS TAXED AS INCOME. TO PROVIDE THAT DEBTS THAT REMAIN UNPAID 
ONE HUNDRED TWENTY DAYS AFTER THEY ARE DUE ARE TAXABLE AS INCOME TO THE 
DEBTOR. Adds provisions to the individual income tax and corporation income tax statutes to make 
certain debts taxable as income. Defines “debt” to include liquidated sum due a creditor, less the value of 
real or tangible personal property by which the sum due is secured, but not including sum due on home 
loans or manufactured home loans. A debt becomes taxable income when it has been reported to the 
Dep't of Revenue by the creditor, is uncontested, and is more than 120 days overdue. Before reporting a 
debt, the creditor must send a letter to the debtor's last known address advising the debtor that unless the 
debt is paid or contested within 30 days it will become taxable income to the debtor. If the debtor does not 
contest or pay within 35 days after the letter is mailed, the creditor may report the debt to the Dep't of 
Revenue. Provides for refund of taxes paid if debt is included in taxable income and later discharged. 
Coordinates new provision with Internal Revenue Code sec. 108(a). Makes conforming change in 
intangibles tax. Effective for tax years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1995.

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THE STATE BUDGET 


Governor James B. Hunt, Jr., released his recommended budget for the 1995-97 biennium today. Today's 
digest summarizes the Governor's recommendations for tax reductions, his projections of 1995-97 General Fund 
revenue availability, and his specific continuation and expansion budget recommendations in the areas of 
education, general government, and crime control and public safety. Specific General Fund recommendations in 
the areas of human resources and natural and economic resources, and transportation will be summarized in 
tomorrow's Daily Bulletin. 

Tax relief recommendations. Governor Hunt recommends a tax relief package of $500 million to be phased 
in beginning January 1, 1995. Specific tax reductions include increasing the individual income tax personal 
exemption from $2,000 to $2,500, allowing an income tax credit of $50 per child, eliminating the intangibles tax, 
modifying the homestead exemption from property taxes for low income senior citizens and disabled persons by 
increasing the valuation excluded from taxation to $18,000 (now $15,000) and raising the income eligibility 
ceiling to $15,000 (now $11,000), and lowering the corporation income tax rate from 7.75% to 7%. The 
Governor estimates that these tax changes, if enacted, would reduce the tax burden of individuals by $385 
million and taxes paid by business by $115 million. The child tax credit and repeal of the intangibles tax would 
become effective for the 1995 calendar year; the increase in personal exemption would take effect on July 1, 
1996; and the property tax reduction would take effect for 1996 taxes. 

Revenue forecast. Governor Hunt projects that General Fund revenue from existing sources will grow at a 
5.8% rate in 1995-96 and 6.7% in 1996-67. Without taking his tax relief recommendations into account, this rate 
of growth would generate additional revenue of $559.7 million in 1995-96 and $690 million in 1996-97. If the 
Governor's tax relief recommendations are enacted, 1995-96 tax revenue would increase by $343.1 million in 
1995-96 and $419.2 million in 1996-97. The revenue loss from Governor Hunt's recommended change in the 
homestead property tax exemption would be absorbed by local taxing units. 

Condition of the General Fund. Governor Hunt estimates the June 30, 1995, credit balance in the General 


Fund to be $210.9 million. Other increases and decreases in General Fund revenue availability are summarized 
in the following table.

) Overall, Governor Hunt recommends reductions in the General Fund continuation budget totaling $200.5 

) million and expansion budget items tolling $270.3 million. He proposes to set aside $98.2 million to offset the loss 
in revenue to local governments resulting from repeal of the intangibles tax, and he asks funding for capital 
projects totaling $189 million. The Governor presents proposals for spending all but $3.8 million of estimated 
revenue availability for 1995-96. 

State employee salaries. Governor Hunt recommends an across-the-board pay increase of 2% for all state 
employees in 1995-96. For public school teachers, principals, and assistant principals there would be an 
additional 2% in 1995-97 due to way the salary schedule for these employees is constructed. The Governor 
makes no recommendations with respect to other state employee pay increases in the second year of the 
biennium. 

Specifics. General Fund reductions and increases recommended by the Governor for certain departments 
are summarized in the following table.

Adds 
new article 22 to GS Ch. 53. Act provides that banks have affirmative and continuing obligation to help meet 
credit needs of local community, including credit needs of low and moderate-income neighborhoods. Requires 
banks to adopt, and to review annually, a community reinvestment statement for each community served by 
bank. Community reinvestment statement must define the community, list specific types of credit that bank is 
prepared to extend within local community and must include copy of community reinvestment notice required by 
statute. Requires banks to post community reinvestment notice stating that public may review and comment on 
community reinvestment statement. Establishes criteria to be considered by Comm’r of Banks in assessing 
community reinvestment performance of banks. Requires Comm'r to prepare written evaluation of bank’s 
performance and to rate bank’s performance in meeting credit needs of community. Requires Comm'r to submit 
to State Treasurer a list of banks that receive rating to “needs to improve” or “substantial noncompliance” in 
connection with community reinvestment performance evaluation under state or federal law, and prohibits such 
banks from receiving state or local government deposits under GS 147-69, 147-77, or 159-30. 

Amends GS 53-4 to prohibit Comm’r of Banks from certifying proposed incorporation of bank unless 
Comm’r determines that establishment of bank will meet needs of low and moderate-income neighborhoods in 
community. Amends GS 53-12 to prohibit Comm’r of Banks from approving merger or consolidation of banks 
unless each of banks has “outstanding” or “satisfactory” performance rating in connection with community 
reinvestment performance evaluation under state or federal law. Imposes similar conditions with respect to 
approval of establishment of branch banks, conversion of savings association to state bank, and reopening of 
banks. 

Adds new article 15 to GS Ch. 54B imposing similar community reinvestment requirements on savings and 
loan associations. :

H 180. ALTERNATIVE LEARNING PROGRAMS. TO /JMPLEMENT THE RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE 
ALTERNATIVE SCHOOLS COMMITTEE OF THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION. Provides that 
applications for the intervention/prevention grant program for at-risk students must include a process for 
placement and referral of students into alternative learning programs. If the proposal would create an alternative 
learning program which could include involuntary placement of students or placement of students in connection 
with suspension or expulsion, the proposal must include a placement and referral process based on a model 
developed by the State Board of Education. Amends GS 115C-238.41(c) to define “alternative learning program” 
as a program that may be designed to serve students at any level, for suspended or expelled students, for 
students whose learning styles are better served in an alternative program, to use multiple strategies for serving 
students in a standard classroom, or by providing individualized programs outside a standard classroom. 

Amends GS 115C-238.47 to require State Board of Education to provide information on improvement and 
refinement of the intervention/prevention grant program to local program administrators and teachers, to afford 
them an opportunity to comment on the evaluation system for the program, and to consider these comments 
and include them in the Board’s 1995 report to the General Assembly. Adds new GS 115C-238.50 requiring that, 
beginning with the 1995-96 school year, all alternative learning programs (regardless of how the program is 
funded or administered) be evaluated using the evaluation method developed under GS 115C-238.47. 

Requires Dep't of Public Instruction to provide coordinated assistance to alternative learning programs in 
local school administrative units. Requires that all alternative learning programs (regardless of how the program 
is funded or administered) include a placement and referral process based on a model developed by the State 
Board of Education if the program could include involuntary placement of students or placement in connection 
with suspension or expulsion. Requires Sup’t of Public Instruction to convene an Alternative Educators Planning 
Group, which is required to submit a plan relating to technical assistance and training for alternative school 
educators to the State Board of Education and the Joint Legis. Education Oversight Committee by February 1, 
1996. Requires State Board of Education to study issue of referral and placement of students into alternative 
learning programs and to develop, no later than February 1, 1996, model procedures for referral and placement. 
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Appropriates from the General Fund to State Aid for Local School Administrative Units $8 million for 1995- 
96 and $8 million for 1996-97 to implement alternative learning programs under the intervention/prevention grant 
program. Allows Dep’t of Public Instruction to use up to $200,000 of appropriation to implement provisions of law 
relating to evaluation of alternative learning programs. Effective July 1, 1995.

LICENSE AND LICENSING PROCEDURE, AND TO MAKE CONFORMING STATUTORY CHANGES. Amends 
GS Ch. 14 to add new Art. 54B providing for concealed weapon licensure and prohibiting any other rules or 
procedures. Authorizes State Bureau of Investigation to issue a four-year license to carry a concealed weapon 
(handgun, electronic weapon or device, tear gas gun, knife, or billy club) upon submission of application, license 
fee, fingerprints, and certificate of completion of firearms training or safety course. Applicant must be U.S. 
citizen, age 21 or older, not ineligible by virtue of felony conviction, not committed for abuse of controlled 
substance in preceding four years, does not chronically or habitually use alcohol or other substances to extent 
that normal faculties are impaired (presumed if committed for substance abuse), desires to carry firearm for self- 
defense, has not been adjudicated an “incapacitated person”, and has not been committed to a “mental 
institution.” SBI must notify applicant in writing if application denied, stating grounds for denial and any right to 
hearing. Exempts from licensure law enforcement officers and persons listed in GS 14-269(b). 

Sheriff of each county shall administer application requiring applicant to state under oath that applicant is in 
compliance with criteria for licensure. Sheriff shall process full set of fingerprints that SBI must forward to state 
and federal (if available) agencies to process for criminal justice information, but if legible fingerprints cannot be 
obtained after two attempts, name checks may substitute for fingerprint checks. Sheriff may submit voluntary 
report to SBI containing information sheriff believes pertinent. Bill enumerates conditions requiring suspension or 
revocation of license and lists places where concealed weapon may not be carried, not withstanding license 
(e.g., polling places, courthouse, police station, meetings of certain governing bodies). Amends GS 14-269 to 


make conforming changes. Effective December 1, 1995 and applicable to offenses committed on or after that 
date.

H 190. EDUCATION EXPENSES TAX CREDIT. TO ALLOW A REFUNDABLE INCOME TAX CREDIT TO 
PARENTS WHO EDUCATE THEIR CHILDREN OTHER THAN IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. Adds new GS 105- 
151.11A allowing resident taxpayers to claim credit against income tax for each dependent child or step-child 
between ages of five and 18 who is lawfully educated other than in public school for at least five months during 
taxable year. Amount of credit is $2,480 for each child educated at a home school operated by the taxpayer, 
and, for children educated at other than home school operated by taxpayer, the amount of tuition paid by the 
taxpayer, up to a maximum of $3,100 per child. If the credit exceeds amount of income tax owed by taxpayer 
minus other allowable credits, excess is refunded to taxpayer. In computing amount of tax against which multiple

The notice of the proposed 
text must include (1) the text; (2) short explanation of the reason for the rule; (3) a citation to the agency's 
authority to adopt rule; (4) the proposed effective date; (5) the date, time and place of public hearing; (6) 
instructions on how a public hearing may be demanded if not provided for; (7) the period of time during which 
and to whom comments may be submitted; and (8) statement of how a copy of the fiscal note can be obtained, if 
one was prepared. An agency may not publish the proposed text of a rule until at least 60 days after the date 
the notice of rule-making proceedings for the proposed rule was published in the Register. 

When an agency holds a public hearing on a proposed rule, the hearing date must be at least 15 days 
after it publishes notice off the hearing in the Register. Comments on a notice of proposed rule-making 
proceedings published in the Register must be accepted until the text of the proposed rule that results is 
published.

Establishes procedures requiring DSS or licensed child-placing agency to attempt to 
notify biological parent if biological parent has not filed consent to release of identity and adopted person has 
requested release of information concerning biological parent’s identity. If biological parent objects to release of 
information or fails to respond to notice, information may not be released. Upon petition of adopted person over 
age of 21, provides that superior court shall order release of information regarding identity of biological parent if 
court finds that agency has been unable, despite diligent efforts, to notify biological parent within six months of 
request by adopted person and failure to release identity of biological parent would have an adverse impact on 
physical, mental, and emotional health of adopted person. Establishes similar procedures regarding release of 
information regarding release of information regarding identity of sibling (over age of 18) of adopted person or of 
adopted person who is sibling of person over age of 21. Adds new GS 48-25.2 requiring Dep’t of Human 
Resources to establish registry for recording requests by adopted persons for names of biological relatives, 
including written consent or objections of biological relatives to release of identifying information and record of 
nonidentifying information that may be released under GS 48-25. Allows DHR to charge reasonable fee (not to 
exceed $300) for search of information in registry.

Amends GS 7A-650 to allow court to order the parent of a juvenile who has been adjudicated delinquent, 
undisciplined, abused, neglected, or dependent to participate in medical, psychiatric, psychological, or other 
treatment of the juvenile if court finds it in the juvenile’s best interest for parent to be directly involved in juvenile’s 
treatment. Court may order such a parent to comply with a plan of psychiatric, psychological, or other treatment or 
counseling directed toward stated purposes, if it determines that juvenile’s best interest so requires. In both 
cases, court may act at the dispositional hearing or a subsequent hearing; court is no longer required to hold a 
special hearing for these purposes. Expands court's authority to order treatment of the parent in circumstances 
other than the removal of the juvenile from juvenile’s home, but removes court’s authority to order parent to 
receive medical treatment. 

Court may order parent to pay treatment cost. Cost of treatment may be charged to county of juvenile’s residence, 
if court finds that parent is unable to pay. (Now, certain costs may be charged “to the county” if parent cannot 


pay.) Makes conforming amendments to GS 7A-254 and 7A-523(b). Effective Oct. 1, 1995; applies to petitions 
filed on or after that date.

H 254. SPEEDY TRIAL LAW. TO ADOPT A SPEEDY TRIAL LAW FOR CRIMINAL CASES IN SUPERIOR 
COURT. Enacts new GS 15A-705 to require that in superior court, except for capital offenses, all criminal trials 
shall begin within 180 days of the following: (1) date defendant is arrested or served with criminal summons; (2) 
first regularly scheduled criminal session of superior court, for which a calendar has not been published at the time 
of notice of appeal, held after defendant has given notice of appeal in a misdemeanor case for trial de novo in 
superior court; (3) when a charge is dismissed, other than under GS 15A-702 (GS 15A-702 was repealed by ch. 
688, 1989 SL), or a finding of no probable cause pursuant to GS 15A-612, and defendant is afterwards charged 
with the same offense or an offense based on the same act or transactions, then from the date defendant was 
arrested or served with a criminal summons for the original charge; (4) date a mistrial is declared; or (5) from date 
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the action occasioning the new trial becomes final when the defendant is to be tried again following an appeal or 
collateral attack. Following time periods are to be excluded in computing the 180 days: (1) from time prosecutor 
enters a dismissal with leave for the nonappearance of defendant until the prosecutor reinstates the proceedings; 
(2) while defendant is being examined to determine whether defendant is incapable of proceeding; (3) while 
defendant has been found incapable of proceeding; (4) while prosecution is deferred pursuant to GS 15A-

complex or unusual. If defendant is not brought to trial within required period, he may move for dismissal, and 
court may order dismissal with or without prejudice. If case is dismissed with prejudice, defendant may not be 
tried for same offense; if case is dismissed without prejudice, the defendant may be tried for the offense but case 
must be refiled and either the trial begun or the case otherwise disposed of within 60 days. Enacts new GS 15A- 
707 authorizing defendant to move for and court upon good cause to enter order for expedited trial. Effective Jan.

A Level 2 
license holder may drive unsupervised between 5:00 a.m. and 10:00 p.m. and to and from work, and may drive 
supervised at any time. An applicant for a Level 3 full provisional license must have held a Level 2 license for at 
least six months with no moving violations or seat belt infractions. A Level 3 licensee may drive unsupervised at 
any time. When a person between 16 and 18 moves to NC and has a drivers license from another state, DMV 
may issue to that person an appropriate graduated license, or, if the person has held and unrestricted license from 


another state for 12 months with no convictions of a traffic violation for which NC points are assessed, issue the 
person an unrestricted license.

Amends GS 50-21(a) to require a party subject to an equitable distribution 
claim to prepare and serve property inventory affidavits in compliance with rules of civil procedure concerning 
interrogatories and failure to comply with deadlines. Amends GS 50-21(d) to establish deadlines for putting 
equitable distribution cases on court calendar. Provides that party filing claim has 120 days to apply to the court 
for a scheduling and discovery conference. Directs court to set a discovery schedule, rule upon certain motions, 
and set a date for initial pretrial conference. Directs court to determine status of the case at the pretrial conference 
and enter date for completion of discovery and other relevant procedures, and set dates for final pretrial 
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conference and trial. Amends GS 50-21(e) to direct court to sanction a party who has willfully obstructed or 
unreasonably delayed equitable distribution proceedings or has attempted to do so, if the obstruction or delay has 
harmed the other party. Provides that sanction may include order to pay reasonable expenses incurred because 
of obstruction or delay, including attorney’s fees and the expenses for court-appointed experts whose services are 
necessary to ensure that the proceeding is conducted in timely manner. Effective Oct. 1, 1995, and applies to 
claims for equitable distribution filed on or after date and to pending litigation involving GS 50-21(e) (special 
sanctions).

LRC STUDY COMMITTEE ON FAMILY ISSUES. Enacts new GS 50-16.1A, -16.2A, and -16.3A to establish new 
procedures and definitions for alimony and postseparation support (which replaces alimony pendente lite). 
Definition of “alimony” same as current law except judge is allowed to make award for specified or indefinite time. 
Defines “marital”misconduct” by listing actions that constitute it, including illicit sexual behavior, abandonment, and 
excessive use of alcohol or drugs. “Postseparation support” defined as support to be paid until earliest of date 
specified in order awarding it or order awarding or denying alimony. Permits either party to divorce action to 
move for postseparation support in a verified pleading setting forth the factual basis for the relief requested. Court 
must base its award on financial needs of the parties. Dependent spouse entitled to postseparation support if 
court finds resources are not adequate to meet dependent spouse’s needs and supporting spouse has ability to 
pay. Judge may consider repeated acts of illicit sexual behavior or excessive use of alcohol or drugs by 
dependent spouse in deciding whether to make postseparation support award and the amount thereof. A 
requesting party is entitled to alimony if court finds party is dependent spouse and other party is supporting 
spouse, as defined, and award is equitable considering all relevant factors. Action for alimony may be heard on 
merits prior to entry of judament for equitable distribution. In determining amount, duration, and manner of 
payment of alimony award, court must consider economic factors and marital misconduct by either party; jury trial 
authorized on issue of marital misconduct. Amends GS 50-16.9 to provide that postseparation support order 
terminates when a dependent spouse remarries or engages in cohabitation. Repeals superseded statutes and 
makes conforming changes. Effective Oct. 1, 1995, and applies to actions filed on or after that date.

Under program, parties to equitable 
distribution cases may be required to attend a pretrial settlement conference conducted by a mediator to 
determine whether mediation helps expedite equitable distribution cases, reduces costs, and is more satisfactory 
than litigation. 

Specifies certain procedures for mediation process, mediator selection, and payment of mediation costs. 
Requires Supreme Court to adopt rules to implement act, including method for parties found by court to be unable 
to pay mediation costs to participate without cost. Court must establish standards for the qualification and conduct 
of mediators and mediator training programs. All conduct or communications made during a mediation are 
presumed to be made in compromise negotiations and are governed by Rule 408 of NC Rules of Evidence. 

Provides that mediator acting under act has judicial immunity in the same manner and to the same extent as 
a judge of the General Court of Justice. 

Permits AOC to solicit funds from private sources for the program. Requires AOC to evaluate program and 
file a report with General Assembly on or before convening of 1999 Session. Program terminates April 1, 1999.

Establishes corporate income tax credit 
equal to 15% of applicable construction or installation costs, but not to exceed $15,000 in any taxable year.

Credits may not exceed amount of the tax imposed and may be carried over for the five succeeding years 
following the current tax year. In order to qualify, an “alternative fuel” must meet the definition of such used in the 
federal Energy Policy Act of 1992. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1995.

Beginning Oct. 1, 1996, and annually thereafter, 
Dep't to report on loan program to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations. Effective July 1, 1995, 
appropriates $1,000,000 from General Fund for 1995-96 for loan program.

AUTHORIZE THE ISSUANCE OF BONDS THAT ARE SECURED BY AN INTEREST IN THE PROPERTY 
PURCHASED. 

State Facilities Energy Conservation Program. Establishes Program to more efficiently use energy resources 
and to reduce utility costs in all State facilities, including UNC system and State hospitals. Energy Div’n of Dep't of 
Commerce is to provide criteria for selection of State projects or facilities to participate in Program and to select 
those projects, in order of priority and in consultation with Dep’t of Administration; to develop procedures for 
required technical analyses of projects; and to assess energy conservation program savings, among other duties 
under act. Projects selected must undergo a technical analysis conducted by a qualified engineer. Energy Div'n 
must review all analyses; only if it approves analysis may project be implemented. Only those projects identified 


by the analysis that are economically practical and that are projected not to require more than an aggregate of six 


years for the recoupment through energy cost savings of the estimated implementation cost of the improvements 
may be implemented. Priority is to be given to projects that are projected to not require more than two years for 
cost recoupment. Specifies time limits for selecting engineers and project designers. Establishes Energy 
Technical Analysis Loan Fund as a nonreverting revolving loan fund administered by Energy Div’n, to be used for 
cost of technical analyses. Requires Energy Div'n to report quarterly to Joint Legislative Comm'n on 
Government Operations, on technical analyses conducted, estimated implementation cost of proposed projects, 
projects initiated and completed, and financings fully paid, as well as providing any other information Comm'n 
requests. Div'n is to notify Comm'n of any project having a construction cost of greater than $5,000 prior to 
executing financing documents. 

Energy Conservation Projects Finance Act. Authorizes State to incur “special indebtedness” subject to 
Finance Act's terms and conditions for the purpose of financing the cost of energy conservation projects in a 
principal amount not to exceed $30 million at any one time. Special indebtedness includes both bonded 
indebtedness and indebtedness incurred under alternative financing agreements. Alternative financing agreements 
include lease-purchase agreements, installment-purchase agreements, or any other similar installment-financing 
agreements. Not included are contracts that constitute operating leases under generally accepted accounting 
principles; contracts that involve an aggregate principal amount of $5,000 or less or contracts for a greater amount 
established by Council of State using criteria set out in act; and contracts that will be completely paid in the same 
fiscal year. Indebtedness under alternative financing agreements includes certificates of participation 
indebtedness. Security for special indebtedness is all or any part of the project financed by the indebtedness, and 
all or some portion of any existing facilities that are being improved. Lien or security interest may be created in 
any one or more or all of the projects being financed, and the estimated value of the projects subject to the lien or 
security interest need not bear any particular relationship to the principal amount of the agreement or bond issue. 
Financing Act does not limit Council of State’s right to grant multiple liens or security interests in a project to the 
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extent not otherwise limited by the terms of other special indebtedness. Special indebtedness may include 

provisions for protecting and enforcing financier’s rights and remedies. Specifies that amounts payable by State . 
under an alternative financing agreement or issue of bonded indebtedness during any biennium or fiscal year is ¢ 
limited to funds appropriated for that fiscal period by General Assembly. Forbids use of nonsubstitution clauses 

restricting State’s right to continue to provide a service or activity or to replace or provide a substitute for financed 

energy conservation projects. Specifies procedures for incurring special indebtedness under act. Allows for use 

of special corporations in connection with issuance of certificates of participation and for use of credit facilities. 

Bonds and notes and special financing agreement indebtedness are exempt from State and local taxes. Adds new 

GS 143-341(4)d2. authorizing Dep't of Administration to finance the cost of modification, rehabilitation, renovation, 

or improvement of existing State buildings or facilities and/or the acquisition of fixtures or equipment in existing 

buildings or facilities pursuant to an energy conservation project under Program through installment purchase, 

lease purchase, or similar installment financing agreements or the issuance of bonds of the State in accordance 

with Financing Act. 

Appropriation. Reallocates $1,119,652 received from the US Dep't of Energy’s Stripper Well Litigation 
(MDL378) to the Dep’t of Commerce for 1995-96 for energy conservation programs in hospitals and schools and 
for energy conservation projects for State facilities pursuant to Program. (This money was appropriated from 
Special Reserve for Oil Overcharge Funds to Dep't of Commerce for 1992-93 for energy conservation programs 
for hospitals and schools.)

H 280. PROHIBIT SALE OF SOME PYROTECHNICS. TO PROHIBIT THE SALE OF CERTAIN . 

PYROTECHNICS IN NORTH CAROLINA. GS 14-414 now contains a list of six types of pyrotechnics that are 

exempt from the general prohibition against possession, sale, or use of fireworks in North Carolina. This bill 

deletes all of them except explosive caps for toy pistols. Effective December 1, 1995; applies to offenses 

committee on or after that date.

H 281. RESIDENTIAL PROPERTY DISCLOSURE. TO CREATE THE RESIDENTIAL PROPERTY DISCLOSURE 
ACT, Enacts new GS Ch 47E to require certain disclosures in the sale or transfer of residential real property 
consisting of one to four units. Certain transactions are exempt from disclosure requirements, including transfers 
pursuant to court order, foreclosures of a deed of trust, transfers in lieu of foreclosure, transfers involving the first 
sale of a dwelling never inhabited, and transfers pursuant to estate administration. For transfers subject to 
disclosure requirements, owner must furnish the purchaser either a disclaimer to the effect that the owner makes 
no representations concerning the condition of the property or a disclosure statement in the form set forth in the 
statute. The disclosure statement must cover the following items as to which the owner has actual knowledge: (1) 
water supply and sanitary sewage disposal system; (2) damage to or abnormality of the roof, floors, foundation, 
basement, load-bearing walls, or any leak in the basement or roof; (3) plumbing, heating, electrical, or cooling 
systems; (4) infestation by wood-destroying insects; (5) violation of zoning laws or restrictive covenants; (6) 
presence of lead-based paint, asbestos, radon gas, methane gas, underground storage tank, hazardous or toxic 
material. Disclosure statement or disclaimer is to be given to purchaser no later than time of offer to purchase or 
option the property. If disclaimer or disclosure statement is delivered after the purchaser makes an offer, the 
purchaser may terminate any contract by giving notice within three days. If the owner attaches to the disclosure 
Statement a report from a pest inspector, home inspector, or similar expert, the owner is not liable for any error in 
the report provided owner was not grossly negligent in obtaining the report. A real estate broker or salesman 
acting as the owner's agent has a duty to inform the owner of his duties under the statute, but is not responsible 


for the owner's refusal to provide a disclaimer or disclosure statement. Effective Jan. 1, 1996, and applicable to 
contracts entered into on and after that date.

Loan Guarantees/Rural Health Care Facilities. Adds new GS 131A-4 to provide that NC Medical Care 
Comm'n may guarantee from 50% to 75% of the principal amount of a loan provided by Comm'n to a public or 
nonprofit agency for rural hospitals and other health care facilities in underserved areas for development, 
expansion, renovation, and equipping.

H 288. HEALTH REFORM INITIATIVES. TO ENACT HEALTH CARE REFORM INITIATIVES IN THE AREAS OF 
PRIMARY CARE, HEALTH CARE FACILITIES, DATA COLLECTION, QUALITY IMPROVEMENT, LOCAL 
HEALTH PROGRAMS, AND OTHERS, AS RECOMMENDED BY THE NORTH CAROLINA HEALTH PLANNING 
COMMISSION. Adds new GS 143-616 to create a 12-member NC Quality Improvement Comm'n. Four members 
appointed by Governor, four by Speaker, and four by President Pro Tem., certain members to have described 
experience or represent certain interests. Comm’r of Insurance, Sec’y of DEHNR, and chair of NC Health Data 
Policy Council ex officio members. Comm'n has rule-making authority and, among other duties, is to issue report 
cards to enable consumers and payers to compare the quality and value of services provided by different 
insurance carriers and health plans, hospitals, and individual providers, and to establish minimum quality 
thresholds for all health insurance carriers and health plans. Comm'n is to issue annual report by Feb. 1 to 
Governor, General Assembly, and Health Planning Comm'n. 

Effective Oct. 1, 1995, amends GS 131E-176 (certificate of need) to add definition of cardiac catheterization 
services, computed tomography scanner, delete definition of diagnostic center, redefine major medical equipment 
as that costing more than $500,000 (was $750,000), add to list of new institutional services in subsection (16) 
cardiac catheterization services, computed tomography scanner, linear accelerator, radiation therapy equipment, 
increase in number of operating rooms, and importing major medical equipment, add definition of radiation therapy 
equipment, and add definition of simulator. Effective Oct. 1, 1995, rewrites GS 131E-180 concerning HMOs 
to provide that HMO may obtain certificate of need for major medical equipment if it generally demonstrates that 
the application conforms to applicable review criteria and the equipment is required to meet the needs of the 
HMO’s members. Effective Oct. 1, 1995, amends GS 160A-20(g) (local government security interests) to 
provide that any contract entered into by a public hospital as a unit of local govenrment shall be subject to 
approval of Local Government Comm'n pursuant to GS Ch. 159. Adds new GS 153A-78.1 to authorize counties to 
consolidate social services, public health services, and mental health services and establishes procedure for 
creating a Human Resource Authority. 

Adds new GS 131G-1-2 to create NC Health Data Policy Council to establish goals and guidelines for health 
data processing, collection and analysis. Four members of council to be appointed by Speaker, four by President 
Pro Tem., and nine by Governor, members to have various required experience or represent various interests. 
Council to issue annual reports by March 15 to Governor, General Assembly and NC Health Planning Comm'n. 

Adds new GS 131G-2-2 to create in the Dep't of Insurance the NC Health Care Database. Purpose is to 
receive health care data, construct databases, analyze cost and utilization trends, and oversee dissemination of 
data to users. Individual forms, computer tapes, or other forms of data collected by the Database shall not be 
public records. 

Adds GS 131G-3-1 to create State Health Data Management Consortium. Members to be representatives of 
State Center for Health and Environmental Statistics, NC Health Care Database, Cecil G. Sheps Center, DHR 
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Facility Services, DHR Mental Health Statistics, and State Data Center of the Office of State Planning. Consortium 
to develop common datat element definition and exchange ideas about data collection. 

Effective Oct. 1, 1995, adds new GS 93B-12 to require health professional licensing boards to collect 
following information: area of medical specialty, and address of all locations where licensee practices. Adds new 
GS 90-461 to define primary care and primary care provider. Effective Jan. 1, 2000, amends GS 90-461(b) to 
define primary care providers as physicians, physician assistants, nurse practitioners, and midwives certifed to 
provide primary care in accordance with GS 90-461(a). Directs the Board of Medical Examiners and Board of 
Nursing to convene a task force to propose actions necessary in order to authorize and implement collaborative 
practice among primary care physicians and mid-level providers. Task force to report to 1996 session of 1995 
General Assembly. 

Amends GS 143-613 (medical education of primary care providers) to require Duke and Bowman Gray 
medical schools to present plans to UNC Board of Governors in 1996 and every two years thereafter. Requires 
similar plans of all private schools that train physician assistants, nurse practitioners, and nurse midwives. 
Requires UNC Board of Governors to submit similar plans for publicly funded schools that train similar health 
professionals. Board of Governors to report on these plans to Joint Legislative Education Oversight. Directs 
Bowman Gray, Duke, UNC, and ECU med schools, effective with each school’s 1997-98 fiscal year, to reallocate 
resources to emphasize programs that produce primary care providers. 

Effective Jan. 1, 2000, amends GS 143-613 to replace various medical specialties with the term “primary care 
as defined in GS 90-461.” Amends GS 143-611 to change the composition of the NC Health Planning Comm'n to 
reduce from five to four the members appointed by the Speaker and President Pro Tem., and to provide that the 
Governor shall apppoint four members. Amends GS 143-612 to add duties Comm'n is to perform, including report 
on uninsured persons, impact of changes in certificate of need statutes, and establishment of target health 
expenditures for public and private sectors. Amends.GS 120-196 to add to duties of Public Health Study Comm'n 
duty to study capacity of small counties to meet the core public health functions required by state and federal law.

H 289. HEALTH INSURANCE REFORM. TO MAKE CHANGES TO CHAPTER 58 OF THE GENERAL 
STATUTES, INSURANCE, AND TO MAKE OTHER CHANGES REGARDING INSURANCE MATTERS, AS 
RECOMMENDED BY THE NORTH CAROLINA HEALTH PLANNING COMMISSION. Adds new GS 58-3-185 
making special provision for excess or stop loss coverage. Adds new GS 58-3-173 to require that effective Jan. 1, 
1996, no insurer shall on account of the physical or mental condition of any person refuse to issue or renew any 
health benefit plan, have a higher premium rate, reduce coverages or benefits, or require evidence of individual 
insurability. Amends GS 58-50-130(a), 58-51-(80), 58-65-(e), and 58-67-85(c) to reduce existing coverage 
limitation from 12 months to 6. Amends GS 58-51-15(a)(2)b (language required to be stated concerning 
preexisting conditions) to state that preexisting conditions must be convered no later than one year after the 
effective date of coverage. Adds new GS 58-3-174 to provide that any health benefit plan may include a provision 
that the insurer shall be subrogated to the beneficiary’s rights of recovery and provides rules for subrogation. 

Adds new GS 53-3-176 regarding prenatal and children’s preventive health care. Requires that health benefit 
plans provide prenatal care services, as defined, and certain immunizations and tests for children. Amends GS 
98-50-110(1b) and 58-50-130(b) to delete gender as a basis for adjusted community ratings. Adds new GS 58-50- 
157 to provide that notwithstanding GS 58-50-125(c), the standard health plan developed shall include childhod 
immujizations and services and prenatal care required by the act. Requires that effective Jan. 1, 1997, all health 
insurers offer three standardized health insurance products to be developed by a committee appointed by Comm’'r 
of Insurance. Removes the Oct. 1, 1998, sunset date from SL 1993, Ch. 347, (act allowing reimbursement for 
services of advance practice registered nurses); provision effective Oct. 1, 1995. Amends GS 58-50-30 and 58- 
65-1 to add physician éssistant to list of health care professionals eligible to provide covered services. Effective 
July 1, 1996, adds new GS 58-3-177 to require that every insurer providing a health benefit plan in one or more 
health insurance regions of the state must provide its services and products to the entire region for every region 
served. Effective Oct. 1, 1995, adds new GS 58-3-178 to require that every insurer providing a health benefit plan 
shall contract with a eligible health care provider in the insurer's or plan’s service area for at least three years to 
provide services and receive reimbursement. Amends GS 58-3-25(c) to provide that no insurer may refuse to 
insure, or provide services for, or limit coverage of any person because of that person's race, color, age, gender, 
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national origin, language, religion, socio-economic status, health status, real or perceived disability, or anticipated 
need for services. Makes conforming amendments to GS 58-50-130(a)(5) and GS 58-51-15(b).

H 290. MALPRACTICE REFORM. TO REQUIRE CERTAIN PROCEDURES PERTAINING TO MEDICAL 
MALPRACTICE ACTIONS AS RECOMMENDED BY THE NORTH CAROLINA HEALTH PLANNING 
COMMISSION. 

Prescreening of Medical Malpractice Actions. Adds new GS 90-21.12A to be entitled “Prescreening of 
medical malpractice actions.” Requires plaintiffs attorney to certify in pleadings that a qualified expert has 
reviewed the claim and any supporting medical or other relevant data and has signed an affidavit stating that in 
that person’s opinion the claim is potentially meritorious. Provides also that defendant's answer must also include 
a certification by defendant’s attorney that in the opinion of the defendant's expert the defenses asserted in the 
defense’s answer are potentially meritorious. Plaintiff may file affidavit up to 45 days after the filing of the action 
itself if the period of limitation will expire within 10 days after the filing of the action. Defendant may file affidavit up 
to 45 days after filing of answer. Prohibits the name of the qualified expert from being included in the filings or the 
identity from being subject to discovery, except in proceedings to sanction either party’s attorney for violation of 
rules concerning verification of pleadings. Defines “qualified expert” to mean someone who is a licensed member 
of the same health care profession as the defendant, is board certified in the same or similar professional practice 
specialty, and has provided health care or treatment for conditions similar to the condition for which the plaintiff 
was treated by the defendant. Makes conforming changes by adding new GS 8-58.15 by adding section defining 
qualification of expert in malpractice actions. Defines “potentially meritorious” to mean that allegations reviewed 
are sufficient for the expert to reasonably conclude that the care or treatment was not in accordance with the 
standards of practice established under GS 90-21.12. 

Court-Ordered Alternative Dispute Resolution (ADR). Adds new GS 7A-38.1 for purpose of requiring parties 
to a medical malpractice actions to attempt resolution of the dispute by using alternative dispute resolution 
methods. Directs parties to select one of the following methods: (1) binding arbitration; (2) early neutral 
evaluation; (3) mediated settlement; (4) nonbinding arbitration; (5) summary jury trial; or (6) any other method to 
which the parties agree that is not inconsistent with this section. If the parties fail to agree, the senior resident 
superior court judge must order the parties to attempt resolution through early neutral evaluation. Authorizes the 
Supreme Court to adopt implementing rules. Provides that the selection of an arbitrator, mediator, or evaluator is 
left to the parties, but the senior resident judge must appoint the person conducting the ADR. Unless the court 
order or the parties agree otherwise, the costs of the ADR proceeding must be paid as follows: one share by the 
plaintiffs; one share by the defendants; and one share by any third-party defendant. Authorizes resident or 
presiding judge to impose a sanction for failure of a party or attorney to attend court-ordered ADR. Provides that 
communications made in ADR are governed by the evidentiary rules governing compromise negotiations. 
Provides person conducting ADR with judicial immunity of same sort and extent as that enjoyed by a judge. 
Authorizes Supreme Court to establish standards for qualifying and training of arbitrators, evaluators, and 
mediators. Clarifies that nothing in this section restricts the right to a jury trial. 

Directs the Administrative Office of the Courts to (1) study the efficiency and effectiveness of requiring parties 
to medical malpractice actions to use ADR before going to trial and whether mandatory ADR is appropriate for all 
medical malpractice cases; (2) recommend the amount of a cap on attorneys’ fees that may be awarded, such a 
cap being established on a sliding scale such that the fee is based on the amount of the award, but the percentage 
of the recovery awarded to counsel decreases as the award increases; and (3) recommend a schedule of awards 
to be presented to juries in such cases for jury guidance and consideration in setting awards for physical injuries, 
including pain and suffering. Directs the AOC to report its findings and recommendations to the General Assembly 
no later than May 1, 1996. 

Authorizes the Legislative Research Commission to study the establishment of a no-fault system for medical 
malpractice actions. Permits the Comm'n to consider whether the system should be based on the workers’ 
compensation system or be more restricted to specific types of injuries. Authorizes a report to the 1995 legislative 
session and requires a final one for the 1997 session. Directs that the final report be provided to the NC Health 
Planning Comm'n. Makes sections affecting prescreening of malpractice actions, the qualification of experts, and 
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court-ordered ADR effective Oct. 1, 1995, and applies to claims or actions arising on or after that date.

Repeals GS 66- 
58(f), requiring approval of Governor, with biennial legislative review, for new prison manufacturing and service 
activities and reports to Director of the Budget on prison enterprises operations. Places approval authority for CE 
expansion in new Correction Enterprises Board (Board). Board consists of members of State Procurement Policy 
Council (not yet in existence), Sec'y of Correction or his designee, and a private industry representative appointed 
by the Governor. Effective Jan. 1, 1996, each significant production increase, new product, or capital 
investment for CE requires Board's prior approval. Act specifies factors relating to market size and demand, 
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proportion of government market served by small and disadvantaged vendors, etc., that Board is to consider 
before granting approval. Provides that the chair of any standing legislative committee to which a bill authorizing 
the operation of a new enterprise has been assigned may request the Board to analyze the need and merit of the 
new enterprise, using specified factors. 

Governor may authorize expansions without Board's or legislature’s prior approval when necessary to comply 
with legal requirements for prison population or inmate rehabilitation. Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental 
Operations is to be informed in writing within 30 days of the emergency authorization and the legal need for it. 

Act lists 20 enterprises which Correction Enterprises may operate. Sets limits on laundry services to be 
offered, and limits maximum number of inmates and employees assigned to the woodworking and upholstery 
plants to the number working in those plants as of July 1, 1994. CE is to offer goods and services only to State 
and local governmental agencies and local political subdivisions of this or other states and to the US and its 
governmental agencies. Open market sales are permitted only for timber cut as a part of the forest management 
program and crops, livestock, poultry, and other products produced in agricultural operations. 

Requires State agencies to purchase their requirements for a product from CE if (1) CE produces it, (2) the 
product CE produces meets the applicable standards, etc. imposed on private vendors of the product, as 
determined by the State Purchasing Officer, and (3) CE has sufficient quantities of the product and can meet the 
agency’s reasonable delivery needs. State Purchasing Officer is to certify CE as a source on each State contract 
for which it produces a product meeting these criteria. CE is not to bid against private vendors. Sec’y of 
Administration, in accordance with rules adopted by Board, is to establish the prices for all products consistent 
with the prices generally paid by agencies for those products in the public market. 

An exception is made to these requirements for purchases of woodworking and upholstery requirements by 
State agencies other than Dep't of Correction and its correctional facilities. All other State agencies may, but are 
not required to, purchase their woodworking and upholstery requirements from CE. 

Amends GS 148-2(b) to make conforming changes and to provide that use of specified portion of Correction 
Enterprises Fund for other purposes within the State prison system is subject to Board’s approval.

H 308. PROMOTE POLLUTION PREVENTION. TO PROMOTE POLLUTION PREVENTION IN NORTH 
CAROLINA BY ESTABLISHING A STATE GOAL FOR REDUCTION OF RELEASES AND TRANSFERS OF 
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CERTAIN TOXIC CHEMICALS AND BY REQUIRING THE DEVELOPMENT OF POLLUTION PREVENTION 
PLANS, AS PROPOSED BY THE POLLUTION PREVENTION ADVISORY COUNCIL AND RECOMMENDED BY 
THE ENVIRONMENTAL REVIEW COMMISSION. 

State pollution prevention goal. Establishes the state goal of reducing releases and off-site transfers of those 
toxic chemicals that must be reported on Toxics Release Inventory by 50% by Jan. 1, 2005, one-half of these 
reductions being achieved through source reduction and environmentally sound recycling. Encourages those 
operating individual facilities to strive for improvement in reducing releases and transfers and directs the Dep't of 
Environment, Health, and Natural Resources (DEHNR) to provide technical assistance and to submit a report to 
the Environmental Review Comm'n by Sept. 1, of each year concerning the progress made toward achieving the 
goal. 

Pollution prevention plans. Directs certain parties to prepare a written pollution prevention plan. These 
parties include (i) anyone generating more than 100 kilograms of hazardous waste in any calendar month or 
generating more than one kilogram of acute hazardous waste in such a month; (ii) anyone required to hold a 
wastewater permit granted by the Environmental Management Comm'n (EMC) under GS 143-215.1; (iii) anyone 
required to hold an air pollution permit by the EMC under GS 143-215.108; or (iv) a significant industrial user of a 
publicly owned treatment works (as defined under federal law). The plan must be prepared and updated annually 
and must include a written report on progress being made to implement it. Provides that applicants for any permit 
required under GS 130, art. 9 (solid waste management) or GS 143, art. 21 (water and air resources), 21A (oil 
pollution and hazardous substance control), or 21B (air pollution control) must certify that a plan has been 
prepared and that it is being implemented. The plan and the progress reports must be available at the facility for 
review by employees of DEHNR and of any local government with jurisdiction over any part of the land where the 
facility is located. Any party required to prepare a plan must provide the plan or its abstract to anyone who 
requests it and do so within 60 days of the written request. Anyone may request a copy or abstract of a plan 
through DEHNR. Directs DEHNR to request the plan on the individual’s behalf. Requires party to provide plan or 
its abstract to DEHNR within 30 days. Provides that information that constitutes a trade secret need not be 
disclosed in plan. Directs DEHNR to review plans and progress reports to determine compliance with 
requirements of this section. 

State agency pollution plans. Directs each state agency to reduce releases and transfers of toxic chemicals 
in accordance with state goals and to report annually on its progress. Establishes State Pollution Prevention Task 
Force to coordinate waste reduction activities in state government, establish guidelines for incorporating program 
into state operations, and act as information exchange. Requires each departmental secretary and each state 
university chancellor to appoint a senior staff member to the Task Force. Directs Office of Waste Reduction to 
coordinate Task Force efforts. Directs Task Force to report to Governor and General Assembly by Sept. 1, 1996. 
Directs each departmental secretary and state university chancellor to establish an intradepartmental pollution 
prevention work group to review operations and identify waste reduction opportunities and to prepare a multimedia 
pollution prevention plan for approval by each secretary or chancellor. Directs responsible state agency that 
operates any facility that is comparable to an industrial facility with a Standard Industrial Classification (SIC) code 
of from 20 through 39 to report to DEHNR the amount of toxic materials generated as waste or released. Also 
directs each state agency to develop procedures to ensure that pollution prevention is incorporated into all 
contracted work. 

Incentives. Directs DEHNR and the Dep’t of Commerce to develop financial incentives for pollution 
prevention to include, among other things, a capital access fund for prevention activities and an income tax credit 
for research and development technologies. Directs two departments to report to the Environmental Review 
Comm'n by Feb. 1, 1996. Directs DEHNR to recommend and the Governor to award the Governor's Award of 
Excellence to an industry or company and a program within state government or the university system for 
outstanding achievement in this area. Directs DEHNR to develop a complementary “environmental honors 
program.” Directs DEHNR to develop a program for enforcing the program that is consistent among pollution 
prevention programs affected. Makes conforming changes to various sections of GS 130A and GS 143. 

_ Other. Requires first DEHNR progress report to be made by Sept. 1, 1997. Provides that no one is required 
to prepare a pollution prevention plan before July 1, 1997, except that no plan is required for a business with 
fewer than 100 employees before July 1, 1998. Requires state-agency pollution prevention reports to be prepared 
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no later than July 1, 1997. Authorizes state agencies to use funds from the Reserve for Repairs and Renovations 


for these projects.

State retirees retirement allowance adjustment. For teachers and state employees on the retirement rolls as 
of June 1, 1994, increases benefits by 1.2% of allowance payable on June 1, 1995, calculated so as not to be 
compounded on any other increase granted in 1995. 

State retirees cost-of-living benefits increase. Grants 2% cost-of-living benefits increase to teachers and state 
employees who retired on or before July 1, 1994. Prorates increase for members retiring in 1994-95 fiscal year. 

State employer contribution rates. Establishes state’s employer contribution rates for retirement and related 
benefits as follows: teachers and state employees, 10.96%; law enforcement officers, 15.96%; University 
Employees’ Optional Retirement Program, 9.00%; Consolidated Judicial Retirement System, 22.65%; Legislative 
Retirement System, 36.07%. (Rates remain unchanged from 1994-95 fiscal year, but portion of rates for TSERS 
members attributable to Disability Income Plan increases from 0.42% to 0.52%). 

TSERS amortization period. Authorizes Bd. of Trustees of TSERS to adopted fixed amortization period of 9 
years for purposes of System’s unfunded accrued liability. 

LGERS deferred retirement allowance. Provides that LGERS deferred retirement allowance is computed in 
accordance with service retirement provisions pertaining to members who are not law enforcement officers or 
eligible former law enforcement officers. 

LGERS benefits formula. For members retiring on or after July 1, 1995, increases the accrual rate for 
determining service retirement allowance to 1.72% of average final compensation (now, 1.71%). 

LGERS early retirement. Under current law, benefits paid to LGERS members taking early retirement are 
reduced by statutory percentages based on actuarial data. This bill changes the method to an empirically-based 
formula that reduces benefits at the rate of 5% per year for those who retire between the ages of 50 and 60 with at 
least 20 but less than 30 years of service (thus bringing LGERS into line with comparable provisions of TSERS). 

Local retirees allowance increase. For local government employees on the retirement rolls as of June 1, 
1995, increases benefits by 0.6% of allowance payable on June 1, 1995, calculated so as not to be compounded 
on any other increase granted in 1995. Prorates increase for members retiring in 1994-95 fiscal year. For local 
employees on retirement rolls as of July 1, 1993, increases benefits by 0.7% of allowance payable on July 1, 
1993. (The latter increase is a catch-up cost-of-living increase for the 1993-94 fiscal year when available funds in 
LGERS System were insufficient for full cost-of-living increase). 

Local employees cost-of-living benefits increase. Grants 2% cost-of-living benefits increase to local 
government employees who retired on or before July 1, 1994.

Provides that 
persons licensed by State Board of Cosmetic Art Examiners are exempt from chapter if they are working in 
licensed cosmetic shops or beauty schools. 

Adds specific requirements relating to surface of barber chairs and location of sinks in barbershops. 
Requires that barbershops, other places where barber services are rendered, and buildings used as barber 
schools comply with applicable building and fire codes and regulations. Deletes requirement that Board have 
given two written warnings before revoking barber’s certificate of registration or permit for barbershop or barber 
school for violation of sanitary rules and regulations or rules and regulations relating to barber schools. Requires 
that barber schools have at least two full-time instructors who must be on premises during regular business hours. 
Requires that registered barber must have held certificate as registered barber in state (or have been licensed as 
a barber in another state) for at least 3 years prior to being issued certificate as instructor. Provides that 
instructors certificate expires automatically on May 31 of each year. Provides that apprentice licenses expire 
automatically on May 31 of each year. 

Revises schedule of fees for restoration of expired certificates and permits. Adds provision exempting 
barbers who are 80 years old or older from fee for certificate of registration.

Makes following changes regarding impaired 
driving offenses: (1) Amends GS 20-179.3, regarding limited driving privileges, to (a) authorize judge, when 
granting limited driving privilege, to require defendant to drive a motor vehicle equipped with an ignition interlock 
system that must be activated before driving the vehicle, and (b) require defendant to obtain a substance abuse 
assessment before being eligible for a privilege.

(3) Amends GS 20-138.3 to make 
it unlawful for person under the age of 21 (now, 18) to drive a motor vehicle after consuming any alcohol or drugs. 
(4) Amends GS 20-16.2(a) to clarify that charging officer or arresting officer may give test and rights required by 
statute regardless of type of chemical analysis designated. (5) Adds GS 20-138.7 creating a new Class 3 
misdemeanor that prohibits person from driving a motor vehicle on a highway or public vehicular area while there 
is an alcoholic beverage other than in the unopened manufacturer's original container in the passenger area and 
while the driver has alcohol in his body. Provides that this offense is subject to implied-consent law, is an offense 
involving impaired driving, and conviction results in an automatic license revocation. Repeals provisions in GS 
18B-401 dealing with transportation of opened alcoholic beverages. (6) Amends GS 20-16.2 to (a) increase from 
10 to 30 days the length of the immediate civil license revocation if the test reveals an alcohol concentration of 
0.08 or more or if the person refuses a breathalyzer test, and (b) increase from 30 to 90 days the length of 
revocation when the person does not surrender license within 5 days of order to surrender. (7) Amends GS 15A- 
401(b) to add impaired driving offenses to those offenses for which a law enforcement officer may arrest without a 
warrant when the officer has probable cause to believe the person to be arrested committed the offense. (8) 
Amends GS 20-179 to provide that for purposes of DWI sentencing, driving with an alcohol concentration of 0.16 
(now, 0.20) or more is an aggravating factor and driving with alcohol concentration that did not exceed 0.09 (now, 
0.11) is a mitigating factor. (9) Lowers from 0.15 to 0.13 the minimum blood alcohol concentration level at which 
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court can order participation in treatment program of longer than 90 days. (10) Amends GS 75A-10 to lower blood 
alcohol limit for operating a motor boat after having consumed alcohol from 0.10 to 0.08. (11) Provision (4) 
effective on ratification. Remaining provisions effective Oct.1, 1995 and apply to offenses committed on or after 
that date.

S 301. MANAGED CARE CHANGES. RELATING TO MANAGED CARE OPERATIONS. Amends Art. 67 of GS 
Ch. 58 (Health Maintenance Organization Act)(HMO Act) and amends Art. 66 of GS Ch. 58 (Hospital, Medical and 
Dental Service Corporation Readable Insurance Certificates Act) and renames that article “Managed Care 
Operations.” 

Health Maintenance Organization Act changes. Repeais GS 58-67-10(b)(3a), and 58-67-10(b)(4), and adds 
new GS 58-67-11 to provide that the licensing provisions of the HMO Act do not apply to (1) any single service — 
HMO (defined in bill) to the extent that it solely contracts with and offers its services through one or more 
exclusive provider panels or licensed HMOs or (2) to any prepaid health service or capitation arrangement 
implemented or administered by the Dep’t of Human Resources or its representatives or to any provider of health 
care services participating in such a prepaid health service or capitation arrangement. Requires each applicant for 
an HMO license to file a description of its quality assurance, utilization review, and credentialing programs. 
Provides that an HMO license continues for the 12 months after July 1 of each year, unless suspended or revoked 
and that applications for renewal of the license must be submitted no later than March 1. Requires HMO that does 
not qualify for a renewal license before July 1 to stop doing business as of July 1 unless its license is suspended 
or revoked before July 1. Requires evidence of coverage to contain (a) grace period of not fewer than 15 days for 
payment of premiums during which time coverage to remain in effect if group is not delinquent more than twice in 
any 12-month period and (b) claims payment provision that allows period of at least 180 days during which an 
enrollee may submit claim after delivery of health care. Authorizes HMO to contract outside its service area for 
organ and tissue transplants, emergency services, or services not reasonably available in its service area. 
Rewrites GS 58-67-85, dealing with master group contracts, to specify how often and for how long open 
enrollments must be made available, when evidence of insurability may be required or exclusions for pre-existing 
conditions may be permitted, and to list required provisions that must be included master group contracts. Adds 
GS 58-67-86 to require HMO affiliated with licensed health insurance companies to provide opportunity for 
conversion to a regular health insurance policy if group enrollee moves out of HMO’s service area. Recodifies 
various sections of Article 66 of GS Chapter 58 as Part 3 of Art. 65 GS. Chapter 58. 

Managed Care Operations. Creates new GS 58-66-60 through -135 to provide uniform set of standards 
governing managed care plans. Provides that Article does not apply to prepaid health service or capitation 
arrangement implemented or administered by Dep't of Human Resources or to any provider participating in such 
prepaid health service or capitation arrangement. Defines “managed care plan” as PPO (preferred provider 
organization), URO (entity that performs utilization reviews) , or any arrangement established by a licensed 
accident and health insurer, service corporation, or HMO that uses PPOs or UROs or that offers or arranges for 
one or more products that integrate financing and management with the delivery of health care services. Specifies 
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provisions to be included in Plan’s written contract with providers; specifies provisions to be included in Plan's 
contract with intermediary, such as independent practice association, single service HMO, PPO, medical group 
that contracts subcontracts with other providers, or physical-hospital organization; requires Plan to maintain and 
document adequate arrangements to provide services to enrollees without delays and consistent with standards of 
nationally recognized accrediting body; specifies requirements for grievance procedures, quality assurance, 
credentialing, and maintaining confidentiality of medical information. Requires Plan to describe utilization review 
program and sets out limitations on those persons performing utilization reviews. Specifies provisions for PPOs 
including those dealing with limitation of benefits from nonparticipating provider, filing requirements with Comm’r of 
Insurance, misleading advertising or solicitations, allowable contracts with providers on fee-for-service basis. 
Repeals GS 58-50-50, -55, -60, and -140. Effective Jan. 1, 1996.

VACANCIES BY APPOINTMENT OF ANY LICENSED ATTORNEY WHO IS A RESIDENT OF THE DISTRICT. 
GS 7A-142 implements the Governor's constitutional authority to fill vacancies in the office of district court judge. 
The statute now requires the Governor to consider nominations submitted by the bar of the judicial district, and 
requires the bar to submit three names (or two if there are not three available candidates). This bill allows 
additional nominations “by other interested parties or organizations” and permits the bar to submit more than three 
nominations. The current law also provides that if the Governor fails to act within 60 days after the bar submits its 


nominees, the person who received the highest number of votes from the district bar shall fill the vacancy. This bill 
deletes that provisions.

Amends GS 143-341(4)d. to authorize the state to enter into lease-purchase 
agreements for acquisition of real property that create a security interest in the property to secure payment of the 
purchase price, and to authorize the Dep’t of Administration to also finance improvements by contracts creating a 
security interest in the real property. Provides that such contracts may not contain a nonsubstitution clause, that 
no deficiency judgment may be entered against the State in any action for breach of contract, and that the taxing 
power of the State may not be pledged directly or indirectly to secure moneys due under such contracts. 

Justice Academy funds. Authorizes Dep’t of Justice to use funds received in settlement of claims arising from 
damage to Blue Bell Bldg. at Justice Academy to replace the building or for other capital improvements at the 
Academy as may be approved by the governor.

S 342. INSURER FINANCIAL AMENDMENTS. TO /MPROVE INSURANCE COMPANY FINANCIAL MATTERS

transferring insurer). Requires domestic insurers to obtain approval from the Comm’r of Insurance before either 
assuming or transferring obligations under an assumption reinsurance agreement and directs that a transferring 
insurer provide notice of transfer to its policyholders (who may reject the transfer before payment of any additional 
premiums) by first-class mail. Requires foreign insurers who have contracted with a domestic insurer to assume 
responsibility for insurance policies issued to or owned by residents of NC to notify the Comm’r of such transfer. If 
the foreign insurer's state of domicile has not adopted similar assumption reinsurance agreement standards the 
transfer must have the Comm'rs prior approval. Comm’r. Effective Jan. 1, 1996. 

Disclosure of Material Transactions. Adds new Part 3 requiring domestic insurers (who have not done so 
pursuant to other applicable regulations) to file a report with the Comm’r disclosing material acquisitions and 
dispositions of assets or material nonrenewals, cancellations, or revisions of ceded reinsurance agreements.

H 392. GOVERNOR'S 1995 OPERATING BUDGET. TO MAKE BASE BUDGET APPROPRIATIONS FOR 
CURRENT OPERATIONS OF STATE DEPARTMENTS, INSTITUTIONS, AND AGENCIES, AND FOR OTHER 
PURPOSES. Makes base budget appropriations for 1995-97 biennium. Includes special provisions digested 
below. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS 

Central Administration/Management Flexibility. Requires that funds appropriated to the Dep't of Public 
Instruction for State Aid to Local Administrative Units for central office administrators, finance officers, child 
nutrition administrators, community schools coordinators, health education, and school maintenance supervisors 
be consolidated into one funding category to provide greater flexibility in the management of those funds at the 
local level. State Board of Education is required to adopt new allotment formulas. 

Alternative Schools. Provides that any or all funds appropriated to the Dep’t of Public Instruction for the 
Intervention/Prevention Grant Program for NC school children and the Dropout Prevention Program may be 
redirected to provide additional funding to the Alternative School Program according to policies developed by the 
State Board of Education. 

Public Schools Workers’ Compensation. Amends GS 115C-337(a) to provide that State is liable for workers’ 
compensation for school employees in an amount commensurate with the percent of the individual's salary that is 
paid from State funds. (Now, State is liable for workers’ compensation for employees paid from State school funds, 
whether all of their compensation for the school term is paid from State funds or it is in part supplemented by local 
funds.) 

A+ Schools. Provides that funds appropriated in act for the A+ Schools are to be allocated as a grant to the 
Kenan Charitable Trust, to be combined with its foundation funds in a 2-to-1 foundation-to-State match to 
implement A+ Schools Program in NC. 

Outcome-Based Education (OBE) Repealed. Repeals GS Ch. 115C, Art. 16, Part 5, “Outcome-Based 
Education Program.” 

Career Development. Specifies that State Board of Education is to require local school administrative units 
receiving career development funds to modify their differentiated pay plans (“plans”) for 1996-97 so that the cost of 
the plan equals (1) 1% of teacher and administrator salaries and of employer contributions for social security and 
retirement for the prior fiscal year, and (2) the amount of local funds available for differentiated pay. States intent 
that this reduction in appropriations not result in employees receiving less on a monthly basis in salary and State- 
funded bonuses during 1996-97 than they received on a monthly basis in 1995-96 so long as the employees 
qualify for bonuses under the local plan. 

Basic Education Program (BEP). $25,966,778 of funds appropriated for State Aid for Local School 
Administrative Units in 1995-96 and 1996-97 are to be used to continue implementation of the BEP. Cited funds 
are to be used to implement fully the class size reduction at the first grade level in accordance with the BEP; 
reduction is from 1:26 to 1:23 ratio. 

Funds for National Board for Professional Teaching Standards (NBPTS) Teacher Certification Program. Of 
funds appropriated by act to Dep't of Public Instruction, $714,492 for 1995-96 and $1,518,170 for 1996-97 are to 
be used to pay for (1) NBPTS participation fee and up to 3 days of approved paid leave for teachers participating 
in NBPTS program during 1995-96 and 1996-97, respectively, who meet specified requirements, and (2) an 
annual bonus of 4% of the teacher's State-paid salary for the 10-month school year for State-paid teachers who 
complete program and receive NBPTS certification and meet other requirements. Requires State Board of 
Education (Board) to study (1) incentive options for teachers who obtain NBPTS certification and the cost of those 
incentives, and (2) the impact of NBPTS certification on student performance. Board is to report preliminary 
results of this study to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee (Committee) in Dec. 1995, and is to make 
a final report on (2) to Committee in Jan. 1997. 

Differentiated Pay. Requires $19.4 million of non recurring funds appropriated in act for each year of 1995-97 
biennium for State Aid to Local School Administrative Units to be used for differentiated pay for certified public 
school employees in local school administrative units other than the career development pilot units. Requires that

$10,408,950 in non recurring funds for each fiscal year be used for differentiated pay for non certified public school 
employees in both types of units. 


COMMUNITY COLLEGES ' 

New and Expanding Industry Program Funds. Provides that State Board of Community Colleges may, with 
Director of the Budget’s approval, transfer available and uncommitted funds into cited Program, if it determines 
that there is a need to meet additional training needs over and above those currently budgeted, notwithstanding 
any contrary law. 

Tuition/Public School Students Taking Community College Courses. Specifies that high school students 
enrolled in a community college in accordance with GS 115D-20(4) and 115D-5 are exempt from tuition for 
community college courses taken in accordance with those two sections. 

Books and Equipment Appropriations/Revert after One Year. Specifies that appropriations to Dep't of 
Community Colleges for equipment and library books are made for each year of fiscal biennium, and that all 
unencumbered appropriations revert to General Fund 12 months after the close of each fiscal year for which they 
were appropriated. Encumbered balances outstanding at the year of each period are to be handled in accordance 
with existing State budget policies. Requires that Dep't be able to identify to Office of State Budget and 
Management which appropriations will revert at end of the 12 months after the close of each fiscal year. 

Maintenance of Plant Funding Deleted. Repeals GS 115D-31.2, which provides for “operation of plant” funds 
for community colleges with greater than a specified percentage of out-of-county students. 

Community Colleges Workers’ Compensation. Amends GS 115D-23 to specify that State is liable for 
workers’ compensation of an employee in the same proportion of the employees’ State wage to the total wage, 
including wages paid from non-State funds; and to specify that board of trustees of each institution is liable for 
workers’ compensation for employees whose salaries or wages are partly funded from local or special funds in the 
same proportion of their local or special wage to the total wage. (Now, State is liable for workers’ compensation of 
an employee whose wages are paid in whole or in part from State funds, regardless of the percentage of his wage 
paid from non-State funds, and local board of trustees is liable for workers’ compensation for employees whose 
salaries or wages are paid by the board entirely from local or special funds.) 


COLLEGES AND UNIVERSITIES 

Aid to Private Colleges/Legislative Tuition Grant Limitations/Grants for Armed Services Members. Specifies 
that the amount of a tuition grant awarded to a student enrolled in a degree program at a site away from the main 
campus of an approved private institution, as defined in GS 116-22(1), is to be no more than the result of the ratio 
of the cost per credit hour for off-campus instruction at that site to the cost per credit hour for regular, full-time on- 
Campus instruction, multiplied by the maximum grant award or the maximum grant award allowable under act, 
whichever is less. Provides that no Legislative Tuition Grant funds are to be expended for programs at off-campus 
sites of private institutions, as defined in GS 116-22(1), established after May 15, 1987, unless (1) the private 
institution offering the program has previously notified and secured agreement from other private institutions 
operating degree programs in the county in which the off-campus program is located or operating in adjacent 
counties, or (2) the degree program is neither available nor planned in the counties cited in (1). Defines off- 
Campus program. Specifies that any member of the armed forces as defined in GS 116-143.3(a) who is in NC 
incident to active military duty, who does not qualify as a resident for tuition purposes as defined under GS 116- 
143.1, is eligible for a Legislative Tuition Grant if enrolled as a full-time student. Grant amount may not exceed the 
cost of tuition less any tuition assistance paid by the member's employer. 

Aid to Private Colleges Procedure and Amounts. (1) Specifies that funds appropriated in act to UNC Board of 
Governors for aid to private colleges are to be disbursed in accordance with the provisions of GS 116-19, -21, and 
-22, with up to $550 being provided per full-time equivalent NC undergraduate student enrolled at a private 
institution as of Oct. 1 each year. (2) Grants up to $1,250 per academic year to each full-time NC undergraduate 
student attending an approved private institution as defined in GS 116-22, in addition to any funds appropriated 
pursuant to GS 116-19 and other financial assistance made available to NC private educational institutions or their 
students. Specifies procedures for handling funds under (1) and (2); State Education Assistance Authority 
administers tuition grants. Board of Governors may prorate grant funds if there are not sufficient funds to provide 
each eligible student with a full grant. Any remaining funds revert to General Fund. Expenditures under section 
may be used only for secular educational purposes at nonprofit institutions of higher learning. 
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Wake Forest and Duke Medical School Assistance/Funding Formula. Funds appropriated in act to UNC 
Board of Governors for continuation of financial assistance to Duke and Wake Forest medical schools are to be 
disbursed at a rate of $8,000 (Wake Forest) or $5,000 (Duke) per year for each medical student who is an NC 
resident. $1,000 (Wake Forest) or $500 (Duke) of each disbursement is to be placed by the school in a fund to be 
used to provide financial aid to needy NC students enrolled in the school. Maximum aid given to any student from 
this fund in a given year may not exceed (1) the difference in tuition and academic fees between Wake Forest 
medical school and UNC medical school (Wake Forest), or (2) $2,000 (Duke). Gives Duke medical school an 
additional $1,000 per year for each additional NC-resident medical student in excess of 30 such students in each 
of the school’s four classes. Board of Governors is to establish criteria and rules for student eligibility. Board is 
also to make needed regulations to ensure that these funds are used directly for instruction in schools’ medical 
programs and not for religious or other nonpublic purposes, and is to encourage the two schools to orient students 
towards personal health care in NC, giving special emphasis to family and community medicine. 

EPA Nonteaching Position Reductions/UNC System. The Area Health Education Centers, Agricultural 
Research Service, and Cooperative Extension Service programs are allowed to substitute equivalent amounts of 
either personnel or non personnel budgetary reductions from continuing sources in order to effectuate the 
reductions in EPA non teaching positions, in order not to disrupt program operations and delivery of services in 
health education and agricultural research and production areas. These programs are to have maximum flexibility 
in making the reductions, but must submit the substitutions as a part of the certification of the ratified 
appropriations bill so that they become identifiable and permanent. 

Transfer of Overhead Receipts to Trust Funds/UNC System. Amends GS 116-36.1(g), effective July 1, 1996, 
to include moneys received by institutions in UNC system as reimbursement of overhead and other indirect costs 
associated with contracts and grants, as part of institutional trust funds. States that this change is part of phased 
reduction in offsets of overhead receipts against General Fund appropriations for current operations of UNC 
constituent institutions; phase out of offsets will be completed in 1996-97. 


HUMAN RESOURCES 

Willie M. Confirms state commitment for provision of services to children under age of 18 who suffer 
emotional, mental, or neurological handicaps accompanied by violent or assaultive behavior in accordance with 
court mandates. Provides that funds appropriated for these services shall expended only for programs for these 
children. Continues prospective cost reimbursement system and requires process to review cases where 
recommended treatment costs exceed 150% of average annual per client expenditure. Allows state contracts to 
provide services should a local program not provide adequate services. Requires adoption of rules for provision of 
these services. 

Thomas S. Provides that funds appropriated for this purpose may be used only for provision of services to 
Thomas S. class members, but allows up to 5% of the funds to be used to serve other specified individuals, 
including adults with mental retardation who either have a history of State psychiatric hospital admission or have a 
good probability of being admitted in the future and adults on the list of prospective class members. Continues 
prospective cost reimbursement system and allows state contracts to provide services should a local program not 
provide adequate services. 

Supplemental funding for Thomas S. and Willie M. Authorizes use of funds available to the Dep't for funding 
community based services for at least 230 additional Thomas S. clients in each year of the biennium and to 
expand community-based diversion services. 

Mixed beverage tax for area mental health programs. Provides for per capita allocation of funds received by 
the dep’t from the tax on mixed beverages. 

Physician services. Allows dep’t to use funds for across-the-board salary increases and performance pay in 
contracting with private and independent universities in the same manner as is currently done with constituent 
institutions of The University of North Carolina. 

Private agency uniform cost finding requirement. Allows Div. of Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, 
and Substance Abuse Services to require private agencies providing services with two or more area programs to 
complete an agency-wide uniform cost finding. 

Nonsupplanting of mental health, developmental disabilities, and substance abuse funds. Requires dep't to 


ensure that counties do not reduce county expenditures for area authorities as a result of additional state 
appropriations. 
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Client services monitoring. Requires Div. of Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and Substance Abuse 
Services to use system for monitoring and control of client services and requires withholding of administrative 
funds until services are provided in a timely manner. 

Medicaid. Sets payment base for 26 specified medical services. Sets allocation of nonfederal costs at 85% 
state and 15% county. Sets maximum net family annual income eligibility standards for Medicaid and Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children. Allows ICF and ICF/MR work incentive allowances. Requires dispensing of 
generic drugs unless otherwise specifically ordered by prescriber. Allows waivers of service limitations, eligibility 
requirements, and payments for specified pilot programs. Allows cost containment programs. Sets coverage 
schedule for pregnant women and children. Requires monthly status report on expenditures for acute care and 
long-term care services be made to Fiscal Research Division and to the Office of State Budget and Management. 

Nonmedicaid reimbursement. Provides for reimbursement at rates no more than those of the North Carolina 
Medical Assistance Program, with some exceptions and provisions for negotiated rates for certain services. Sets 
maximum net family annual income eligibility standards for specified programs. 

Purchase transportation services for children and pregnant women on Medicaid. Provides that $300,000 of 
the funds appropriated to the Div. of Medical Assistance in each year of the biennium shall be transferred to the 
Public Transportation Div. of the Dep't of Transportation to purchase additional transportation for children and 
pregnant women on Medicaid. The funds may not be used for vehicles or for administrative costs, may only be 
used in counties that have not reduced such transportation service levels from those in place in the 1989-90 fiscal 
year, and must be used in accordance with Dep't of Transportation approved plan. Sets schedule for distribution 
of funds. 

Retrospective accounting adjustment. Provides for State supplementary payments to AFDC households 
adversely affected by retrospective accounting adjustments. 

AFDC/Women in third trimester of pregnancy adjustment. Requires provision of AFDC to women in their third 
trimester of pregnancy regardless of whether they already have children. 

Adoption subsidy. Sets maximum rates for State participation in the adoption assistance program. 

Foster care. Sets maximum rates for State participation in the foster care assistance program. 

_ Emergency assistance. Limits expenditures for the cash assistance component of the Emergency 
Assistance Program to appropriated funds. Sets limit of $300 cash assistance per family per year, to be used only 
to alleviate emergencies. 

Food stamp outreach. Requires continuation of a food stamp outreach program to provide information on 
program eligibility. 

Domiciliary care reimbursement rate. Sets maximum monthly rates at $975 for ambulatory and $1,017 or 


- semiambulatory residents. 


Senior center outreach. Requires funds used by Div. of Aging be used to test “satellite” services and start-up 
new centers. Requires endorsement of and support by board of county commissioners prior to funding new 
centers. Limits state funding to 90% or reimbursable costs. . 

Family support act. Requires Social Services Comm'n to adopt rules to result in more AFDC recipients being 
able to find work and keep working. Sets standard for amount of assistance. 

Caregiver support sharing. Of funds appropriated to Div. of Aging, $1,008,000 is to be used each year of the 
biennium for services that support family caregivers of elderly persons staying in their homes rather than being 
institutionalized. Respite care, adult day care, costs for senior companions, and related services may be 
purchased with these funds, and up to 5% may be used for technical assistance. 

Foster care reporting. Requires annual reports, starting in 1995-96, from counties receiving funds for foster 
care. 

Child protective services. Sets allocation formula for distribution of Child Protective Services funds to county 
departments of social service. 

County matching requirements for child protective services. Requires counties to match state assistance at a 
25% rate, effective July 1, 1995. Federal or county funds may be used for the required match. 

HIV foster care board payment. Sets maximum rates for State participation in HIV foster care board 
payments. 

State abortion fund eligibility criteria. Requires Social Services Commission to adopt eligibility rules to limit 
access to the State Abortion Fund to those women whose income is below the federal poverty level or who are 
eligible for Medicaid and is a victim of rape or incest, is mentally retarded, is a minor, whose mental or physical 
health could be impaired by pregnancy, or there is a fetal deformity present. Except as noted, eligibility shall not 
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be based on race, creed, color, national origin, marital status, age, or handicapping condition. Limits expenditures 
for Fund to $1,212,000 per fiscal year. 

Liability insurance. Allows provision of $1,000,000 medical liability coverage for physicians and dentists for 
licensed employees providing medical and dental services and for residents in training at Dep't of Human 
Resources institutions. 

Day care rates. Sets standards for Social Services Commission rules for monthly payments for purchase of 
child day care services for low-income children. 

Day care allocation formula. Sets allocation formula to simplify allocation of all noncategorical federal and 
State day care funds. Formula provides that one-third of the funds are to be allocated based on county 
population, one-third based on county’s share of children under 6 in families with incomes below poverty level, and 
one-third based on county’ share of working mothers with children under 6. Provides that a county's initial 
allocation shall not be less than the county’s initial allocation in 1990-91 unless the total amount to be allocated is 
less than the amount allocated that year. 

Day care matching requirement. No local match is to be required for State day care funds unless required by 
federal law. 

Child day care revolving fund. Allows financial institution contracted to operate the fund to invest the funds 
and use the principal and income for the fund. 

Early childhood education and development initiatives local partnership funding for administrative costs. 
Allows local partnerships to use up to 5% of their total allocation, or up to $100,000, whichever is greater, to fund 
staff and administrative support. 

Early childhood education and development initiatives plan. Allows participating counties to use the county's 
allocation to subsidize child care according to approved plans. Day care providers must comply with State 
licensure or registration requirements. 

Community-based alternatives participation. Requires participating county governments to make annual 
certification that aid is not being used to duplicate or supplant other programs. 

Division of Youth Services contingency for over-enrollment periods in State-operated detention centers. 
Provides for extra staffing while population of centers exceeds 120% of its capacity for 30 days or more. 

Challenge program (boot camp). Requires (1,518,176 of the $3.063,352 appropriated for two additional 
Wilderness Camps to be used to fund the Challenge Program. 

Ownership, custody, or control of vehicles purchased by the Division of Vocational Rehabilitation Services. 


Allows purchase of vehicles for transport of clients and does not require transfer of ownership to the Dep't of 
Administration. 


DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE 

Worker Training Trust Fund. Appropriates from Worker Training Trust Fund to Employment Security Comm'n 
$6,064,964 for 1995-96 and $6,064,964 for 1996-97 for local office operation. Appropriates from Special 
Employment Security Administration Fund to Employment Security Comm'n $2,000,000 for each year of biennium 
for administration of Veterans Employment Program, Employment Services Program, and Unemployment 
Insurance Program. Directs that supplemental federal funds or other additional funds shall be expended before 
funds appropriated by this provision. Makes following appropriations from Worker Training Trust Fund: $2,400,000 
for each year of biennium to Dep’t of Commerce, Div’n of Employment and Training for Employment and Training 
Grant Program; $1 million for each year of biennium to Dep’t of Labor for customized training for unemployed and 
working poor through Pre-Apprentice Div’n; $2,528,067 for each year of biennium to DHR to assist welfare 
recipients gain employment through Job Opportunities and Basic Skills Program so as to gain maximum federal 
match; $1,746,000 for each year of biennium to Dep’t of Community Colleges to continue Focused Industrial 
Training Program; $300,000 for each year of biennium to Dep't of Community Colleges for NC REAL Enterprises 
Program. 

Petroleum Overcharge Funds Allocation. Appropriates from Special Reserve for Oil Overcharge Funds 
$1,650,000 for each year of biennium to Dep't of Commerce for projects under State Energy Conservation Plan. 
Of funds received from Stripper Well Litigation, appropriates to Dep’t of Commerce $2,250,000 for each year of 
biennium for Low Income Weatherization Program. Any remaining funds in Oil Overcharge Fund may be 
expended only as authorized by General Assembly; all interest or income from deposits or investments of the 
Fund shall be credited to the Fund. Provides that funds received from Diamond Shamrock Settlement shall 
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continue to be available to Dep’t of Commerce on as-needed basis. Directs Dep't of Commerce to submit detailed 
report to General Assembly by May 15, 1996, and January 31, 1997, on use of all Petroleum Overcharge Funds. 

Utilities Regulatory Fee. Sets utilities regulatory fee at 0.1% effective July 1, 1995. 

Petroleum Overcharge attorney fees. Authorizes Attorney General to authorize payments of attorney fees 
and reasonable expenses from Special Reserve for Oil Overcharge Funds without further action by General 
Assembly, and appropriates funds for that purpose from the Fund. 

Industrial Development Fund/Local Match. Provides that local governments requesting assistance from 
Industrial Development Fund may be exempted from local matching requirements upon satisfying Dep't of 
Commerce that match would be economic hardship. 

Industrial Recruitment Competitive Fund. Of funds appropriated to Dep't of Commerce, allocates $10 million 
to continue Industrial Recruitment Competitive Fund. Specifies authorized uses of Fund. Directs Governor to adopt 
guidelines and procedures for commitment of monies from the Fund. 

Biotechnology funds for minority universities. Of funds appropriated to NC Biotechnology Center, allocates $1 
million to continue special biotechnology program initiative for historically black universities and Pembroke. 
Requires Center to report to General Assembly by March 15, 1997, on use of these funds. Requires grants to be 
distributed equally among eligible universities. 

Rural Economic Development funds. Of funds appropriated to Rural Economic Development Center, Inc., 
allocates $1,300,000 for 1995-96 for grants to support community development projects within minority 
communities. Makes any community development corporation eligible for grants. Defines such corporations as 
tax-exempt nonprofit corporations whose primary mission is economic development for low-income communities 
and neighborhoods, whose activities and decisions are locally controlled, and whose primary function is to act as 
“deal maker and packager’ of projects designed to produce positive cash flow and curb blight in target community. 
Requires Center to establish performance-based criteria for grants. Authorizes use of up to $50,000 for 
administrative expenses. Appropriates $175,000 for 1995-96 to Southeast Raleigh Community Development 
Corp., and $300,000 for 1995-96 to NC Minority Credit Union Support Center, Inc. Also allocates $25,000 each to 
opportunities industrialization centers in Wilson, Rocky Mount, Pitt-Greenville, and Lenoir-Greene-Jones. Requires 


Center to report quarterly to Legis. Comm'n on Gov. Operations on use of funds allocated under this special 
provision. 


DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES 

Immunization program funding. Of funds appropriated to DEHNR, allocates $1 million in each year of 
biennium for childhood immunization programs, which shall include outreach efforts to improve delivery of 
vaccines and continued development of automated immunization registry. Provides that these funds may not be 
used to fund additional state positions. 

State parks funds. Of funds appropriated to DEHNR, allocates $ 1 million in each year of biennium to Parks 
and Recreation Trust Fund. 

Occoneechee Mountain, Bird Island, Hammocks Beach land acquisition. Provides that Div'ns of Parks and 
Recreation may apply to NC Recreation and Natural Heritage Trust and other sources for funds to acquire 
Occoneechee Mountain, Bird Island, and additional land at Hammocks Beach notwithstanding statute that forbids 
expenditure for purpose for which General Assembly considered but rejected appropriation. 

Grassroots Science Program. Of funds appropriated to DEHNR, allocates $450,000 in each year of biennium 
for grants of $50,000 each (except as noted) to Catawba Science Center, Discovery Place, Imagination Station, 
NC Museum of Life & Science, Rocky Mount Children’s Museum, Schiele Museum of Natural History, Sci Works 
Science Center & Environmental Park of Forsyth County, Natural Science Center of Greensboro, Western NC 
Nature Center ($15,000), and Health Adventure Museum of Pack Place ($35,000). 

Funds for voluntary remedial actions. Authorizes Sec’y of EHNR to contribute during the biennium from 
Inactive Hazardous Sites Cleanup Fund up to 10% of cost, up to $50,000 per site, of implementing voluntary 
remedial action at up to three high-priority sites. 

Superfund Program funds. Authorizes DEHNR, with approval of OSBM, to use available funds to provide up 
to 10% cost share required for Superfund cleanups on National Priority List sites. 

Liability insurance premiums. Authorizes DEHNR to use lapsed salary funds to pay premiums for liability 
coverage for medical personnel “as authorized in this act.”

DEPARTMENT OF LABOR 
OSHA positions. Authorizes Dep't of Labor to use funds appropriated for OSHA to fund fully enforcement 
personnel in Compliance Bureau, if Dep't certifies to OSBM that no federal match is available. 


DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATION — 

Domestic Violence Center Funds Transferred. Directs that funds appropriated for domestic violence centers 
be distributed according to current law except that the North Carolina Coalition Against Domestic Violence shall 
receive no more than $10,000. 


OFFICE OF THE GOVERNOR 

Council of Governments Funds. Directs that $432,126 of the funds appropriated to the Office of State 
Planning (OSP) for 1995-96 and 1996-97 be used as follows: a maximum of $24,007 is allocated each fiscal year 
to each regional council of government which is directed to allocate a share of that sum to each county and 
smaller city based on OSP’ s most recent annual population estimates. } 

Home Program Matching Funds. Directs that State funds appropriated to the NC Housing Finance Agency 
(HFA) for the federal HOME Program be used to match federal funds and specifies that projects in counties 
designated as severely distressed under GS 105-130.40(c), or -151.17(c) receive first priority in the allocation of 
funds. Directs HFA to report to the General Assembly by April 1 of each year on the HOME Program's status and 
funding activities. Specifies that if federal regulations do not require State matching funds in a given year such 
funds previously appropriated for matching purposes shall not be spent and will not revert to the General Fund on 
June 30, 1996 or June 30, 1997. 


DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION 

Highway Fund Allocations by Controller. Directs DOT’s Controller to allocate sufficient funds at the beginning 
of each fiscal year from appropriations made by this Act to State Construction, State Funds to Match Federal 
Highway Aid, State Maintenance, and Ferry Operations to eliminate all overdrafts on State maintenance and 
construction projects. 

Cash Flow Highway Fund and Highway Trust Fund Appropriations. General Assembly authorizes and 
certifies anticipated revenues of the Highway Fund and Highway Trust Fund as follows: . 

HWF--$1,075.6 million for 1997-98, $1,093.1 million for 1998-99: HWTF--$775.8 million for 1997-98, $799.8 million 
for 1998-99. 

Highway Fund Limitations on Overexpenditures. Authorizes the Director of the Budget to make 
overexpenditures from Sec. 4 of this Act to State Construction Primary Construction, State Construction Urban 
Construction, Spot Safety Construction, State Construction Access and Public Service Roads, State Funds to 
Match Federal Highway Aid, State Maintenance, and Ferry Operations. Specifies that any overexpenditures or 
underexpenditures varying by more than 10% require prior consultation with the Advisory Budget Commission. 
The Director is to issue written reports covering overexpenditures or underexpenditures of more than 10% to the 
Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Committee. 

Resurfaced Roads May Be Widened. Directs that an amount not exceeding 15% of the contract 
maintenance resurfacing program funds allocated to DOT be used for widening existing narrow pavements 
scheduled for resurfacing. 

Small Urban Construction Program Discretionary Funds. Directs DOT to allocate the $14 million appropriated 
for small urban construction projects equally in each fiscal year to the 14 Highway Divisions. Directs the use of $6 
million in discretionary funds for rural or small urban highway improvements approved by the Sec’y of DOT. DOT 
is to report to the General Assembly on projects funded in each member's district before commencement. Dot is 
to issue comprehensive quarterly reports on the use of these funds to the Joint Legislative Transportation 
Oversight Committee and to Fiscal Research. 

Highway Fund Adjustments to Reflect Actual Revenue. Earmarks any unreserved credit balance in the 
Highway Fund on June 30 of each fiscal year of this biennium to support appropriations in the succeeding fiscal 
year. Authorizes the Director of Budget to use any of the balance not needed for these appropriations to establish 
reserve for access and public roads, unforeseen happenings of a state of affairs (per GS 136-44.1) and other » 
required reserves. If these reserves not established directs that any remaining balance of funds be allocated to 
the State-funded maintenance appropriations. DOT is to report monthly to the Joint Legislative Transportation 
Oversight Committee and to Fiscal Research on the use of the highway and maintenance reserve. 
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Road Funds Eligibility Modification. Specifies that DOT is to maintain the streets and highways on the State 
highway system within municipalities ineligible for funds under GS 136-41.2. Applies only to municipalities 
) incorporated between July 1, 1989 and June 30, 1993. 
DOT Exemption from General Statutes for Experimental Project Congestion Management. Authorizes DOT 
to enter into a design-build-warrant contract with Federal Highway Administration to develop a “Congestion 
| Avoidance and Reduction for Autos and Trucks (CARAT)” system of traffic management for the greater Charlotte- 
Mecklenburg urban areas. Deletes licensing requirements for DOT employees and contractors involved in this 
project. DOT is to report quarterly to the Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Comm. on efforts to enter into 
| such contracts. 
Driver Education. Amends GS 115C-215, -216 and GS 20-88.1 to transfer responsibility for driver education 
instruction from the Superintendent of Public Instruction to local bds. of education per DOT criteria and standards.

S 27. REPEAL PRISON CAP. Intro. 1/26/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. The House 
committee substitute is identical to House committee substitute for H 4, reported favorably on 2/23/95 and re- 
referred to Appropriations, with the following additions: (1) provides that private firms housing State prisoners in- 
state or out-of-state must comply with inmate disciplinary and grievance policies of NC Dep't of Correction; (2) 
requires that private confinement facilities must be designed, built, and operated in accordance with American 
Correction Ass'n Standards, must comply with applicable laws, court orders, fire safety codes, and local 
regulations, must achieve accreditation by American Correctional Ass’n within 24 months after accepting the first 


inmate, and must maintain accreditation throughout course of contract with the State; and (3) requires that

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and must hold the State harmless and provide reimbursement for all liability arising out of actions caused by 
operations and employees of the private facility. Changes title of S 27 to “AN ACT TO REPEAL THE PRISON 
POPULATION CAP, TO RAISE THE LIMIT ON PRISON CAPACITY, TO AUTHORIZE THE PAROLE OF 
NONVIOLENT INMATES, TO AUTHORIZE CERTAIN CONTRACTS FOR THE HOUSING OF STATE 
PRISONERS IN LOCAL CONFINEMENT FACILITIES, TO ALLOW FOR THE CONTRACTING OF PRIVATE 
PRISONS, TO REMOVE THE LIMIT ON PRISONERS WHO MAY BE HOUSED IN NON-STATE OWNED

H 420. SHAREHOLDER DERIVATIVE ACTIONS. TO REVISE THE LAW GOVERNING THE PROCEDURES 
FOR FILING AND MAINTAINING SHAREHOLDER DERIVATIVE SUITS. Rewrites GS 55-7-40, “Shareholders’ 
derivative actions,” and adds new GS 55-7-40.1 to -7-49 as title indicates. Rewritten GS 55-7-40 continues 
shareholders’ right to bring derivative proceedings, and continues superior court's exclusive original jurisdiction 
over shareholder derivative actions. 

Standing. Defines “shareholder” for purposes of act, and establishes as standing requirements for derivative 
actions that one must be a shareholder under specified conditions, and must fairly and adequately represent the 
interests of the corporation in enforcing the right of the corporation. 

Demand. Requires that before a shareholder commences a derivative proceeding, a written demand must 
have been made on the corporation to take suitable action, and either (1) 90 days have expired from the date the 
demand was made, or (2) prior to expiration of the 90 days, the shareholder was notified that the corporation 
rejected the demand, or (3) irreparable injury to the corporation would result by waiting for 90 days. 
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Inquiry and determination. Requires court to dismiss derivative proceeding on corporation's motion if one of 
three groups specified in act determines in good faith that maintenance of the derivative proceeding is not in the 
corporation’s best interest. Inquiry and determination can be made either by a majority vote of independent 
directors present at a board of directors meeting, if the independent directors constitute a quorum, or by a majority 
vote of a committee of two or more independent directors appointed by majority vote of independent directors 
present at a board of directors meeting, whether or not the independent directors are a quorum. As a third option, 
determination may be made by a panel of one or more independent persons appointed by the court on motion of 
the corporation. Lists factors to be used in determining directors’ independence. 

Allegation that inquiry procedure has not been followed. \f a derivative proceeding is commenced after 
corporation rejects a shareholder demand, complaint must allege facts establishing that inquiry procedure 
requirements have not been met. Prior to court’s ruling on a motion to dismiss for failure to meet this requirement, 
plaintiff is entitled to discovery only with respect to the issues presented by the motion and only if and to the extent 
that plaintiff has alleged the facts with particularity. 

Burden of proof. Corporation has burden of proving that inquiry and determination requirements have been 
met, if a majority of the board of directors does not consist of independent directors at the time the determination is 
made. Plaintiff has burden if board majority is independent at that time. If court appoints a panel to make the 
determination (third option), burden is on plaintiff to show that the requirements have not been met. 

Public corporations; foreign corporations. \|f proceeding involves action on behalf of a public corporation 
against one or more of its directors for monetary damages, act imposes additional requirements as to shareholder 
status, timing of action, and posting of security by plaintiff. If it involves a foreign corporation, matters covered by 
act are to be governed by the jurisdiction of corporation’s incorporation, except for matters that are governed by 
act’s sections on stay of proceedings, discontinuance or settlement, and payment of expenses. 

Other matters. Authorizes court to stay derivative proceeding for a period of time the court deems 
appropriate, if the corporation commences an inquiry into the allegations set forth in the demand or complaint. 
Derivative proceeding may not be discontinued or settled without court’s approval. Provides for notice to affected 
shareholders if court determines that proposed discontinuance or settlement will substantially affect their interests; 
court determines type of notice and how cost will be paid. Authorizes court to order one of the parties to pay 
other's reasonable expenses, including attorneys’ fees, depending on factors involving parties’ behavior and 
motives and outcome of proceeding. Specifies that in derivative proceedings, no shareholder is entitled to obtain 
or have access to any communication within the scope of corporation’s attorney-client privilege that could not be 
obtained by or would not be accessible to a party in an action other than on behalf of the corporation.

Prohibits use of gifts or prizes if call to 900 number, payment, or donation is required. Provides that violation is an 
unfair and deceptive trade practice and is subject to civil penalties of up to $25,000. Adds GS 14-101.15 to make it 
unlawful for those other than attorneys, persons licensed by the Private Protective Services Board, or permitted 
collection agents to solicit or require consideration for recovery of money tendered to a telephonic seller or prizes 
or awards promised by a telephonic seller. Violation is a class 1 misdemeanor; violations involving actual 
collection of money from a customer is a class H felony; violation involving collections from a customer over 65

Provides for protecting of lien holders’ interests and the 
rights of innocent tenants (under their lease or other applicable law) occupying separate units of the property who 
were not involved in the nuisance at the time the action was filed, and allows for filing of notice of lis pendens by 
plaintiff upon the filing of the action. Specifies that GS 19-7, dealing with cancellation of orders of abatement, 
does not apply to narcotic-drugs nuisance actions covered under act in which plaintiff seeks real property forfeiture 
pursuant to new GS 19-6.1. Effective December 1, 1995.

Specifies that each 
defendant participating in a program is to pay a proportionate cost for treatment.services based on the defendant's 
income and ability to pay (directs that any available defendant moneys are to be applied first to offset any victim

Board is to hire an executive director, who reports to Board and may be dismissed 
by it. Executive Director is to hire an analyst and administrative assistant and may dismiss them. Provides for an 
Executive Staff Committee to assist Board. Board is to be funded from funds appropriated by Dep't. No additional 
funds are appropriated to implement act. Members may be appointed upon act's ratification for terms to 
commence July 1, 1995. 

Duties. Board is to encourage discussion and understanding of critical global and national social and 
economic trends that will affect NC in the coming decades; examine the report of the Comm'n for a Competitive 
NC and track the eight issue areas in which Comm'n developed goals; hold public hearings and other methods of 
public participation to secure the views of citizens on priority goals for NC; and formulate and submit to a strategy 
that describes and explains a vision for NC’s economic progress over the next 20 to 30 years. Comm'n is also to 
submit to the 1997 Regular Session of the General Assembly prior to its convening specific targets and milestones 
to accomplish its mission, to recommend how the targets and milestones can be applied to increase the 
accountability of government to the people of NC, and to report periodically to the people of NC on progress 
toward meeting goals, targets, and milestones. 1997 Regular Session of General Assembly is to further define the 
mission of Board in continuing its work.

If note, bond, etc. cannot be produced, an 
affidavit of lost note (affidavit) is to be delivered to the register of deeds instead. Provides forms for certificate and 
affidavit (new GS 47-46.2 and -46.3), and guidelines for documents, recording, cancellation, etc. (new GS 47- 
37(a)(6) and amendments to GS 45-37.2). 

Specifies that no fee is to be charged for recording any documents or certifying any acknowledgments 
pursuant to new GS 45-37(a)(6), and provides that register of deeds is not required to verify or make inquiry 
concerning the authority of the person executing the certificate to do so. Makes similar amendments in GS 45- 
37(a)(5) (providing for discharge and release of deeds of trust, mortgages, etc., by exhibition to register of deeds 
of a notice of satisfaction of deed of trust, etc.) to provide for not charging fee and not verifying or making inquiry 
concerning authority of person executing notice to do so. 

Amends GS 45-37(a)(2), which provides for discharge and release of deeds of trust, mortgages, etc., by 
exhibition to register of deeds of deed of trust, etc., accompanied with bond, note, etc., to provide that it only 
applies if the endorsement of payment and satisfaction is dated on or before Dec. 31, 1995. No cancellation may 
be made pursuant to this subsection if endorsement is undated. 


GS 45-37(a)(2) amendments become effective Jan. 1, 1996. Remainder of act becomes effective July 1, 
1995.

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S 356. CONCEALED HANDGUN PERMIT-3. TO PROVIDE THAT A PERSON WHO MEETS STATUTORY 
CRITERIA MAY CARRY A CONCEALED HANDGUN IF THE PERSON HAS OBTAINED A CONCEALED 
HANDGUN PERMIT, TO AUTHORIZE CLERKS OF COURT TO ISSUE CONCEALED HANDGUN PERMITS, TO 
ESTABLISH THE CRITERIA THAT MUST BE SATISFIED TO RECEIVE THE HANDGUN, TO ESTABLISH THE 
PROCEDURE FOR THE ISSUANCE OF A CONCEALED HANDGUN PERMIT, AND TO MAKE CONFORMING 
STATUTORY CHANGES. Adds new Article 54B ("Concealed Handgun Permit") to GS Chapter 14 for purposes 
indicated in title. 

Authorization to carry a concealed handgun with a permit. Authorizes a person with a concealed handgun 
permit to carry a concealed handgun. Person must carry the permit (or a copy) and valid identification at all times 
the person is carrying the concealed handgun and display them at the request of a law enforcement officer. 
Person may not carry the concealed handgun into certain places (school grounds, courthouses, etc.) already 
prohibited by law nor may it be carried if the person is intoxicated. Person must inform clerk of superior court 
within 30 days of change of address. Concealed handgun permit is good statewide; it is automatically invalid if lost 
or destroyed; it is good for four years. 

Qualifications for concealed handgun permit. Applicant must be U.S citizen and one-month NC resident, must 
be 21 years old, must not suffer physical infirmity that would prevent safe handling of a handgun, must have 
completed a firearm safety course, must not be ineligible to own or possess a firearm, must not have been 
charged with or convicted of a crime punishable by imprisonment of a term exceeding one year, must not be a 
fugitive from justice, must not be an unlawful user of specified controlled substances, must not be incapacitated or 
lacking mental capacity, must not have been dishonorably discharged from the armed forces, must not have been 
convicted of or received a withheld judgment for a misdemeanor crime of violence in the previous three years, 
must not be an illegal alien, must not have renounced his or her citizenship, must not be free on bond pending 
trial, appeal, or sentencing for a disqualifying crime, and must not have been convicted of an impaired driving 
offense. 

Application. The applicant must complete the application form supplied by the clerk of superior court, under 
oath, must supply a set of fingerprints, must pay a fee of $50, and must supply evidence of the required 
demonstration of proficiency. The clerk may conduct any investigation necessary and must issue or deny the 
permit within 90 days. Application may be denied only because applicant fails to meet the criteria set out in this 
act and clerk must state reason for denial. Clerk must maintain a list of all persons issued permits and pertinent 
information regarding such persons. 

Renewal. Permit holder may renew permit before expiration (or within 6 months after expiration) upon 
completing application for renewal, filing affidavit that holder remains qualified, and paying fee of $25. A late fee of 
$15 is required if renewed after expiration. 

Other. Provisions made for revocation of permits by clerk on specified grounds. Makes violation of Art. a 
Class 3 misdemeanor. Bill does not apply to specified officials, including ;US military personnel in the discharge of 
their duties and law enforcement officers in the discharge of their duties.

S 357. DOT ASSIGNED VEHICLE CHANGES. TO EXEMPT THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION

ASSIGNED TO THE DEPARTMENT AND TO ALLOW ASSIGNMENTS OF VEHICLES TO THE DEPARTMENT 
TO BE REVOKED ONLY WHEN THE DEPARTMENT CONSENTS. Amends GS 143-341(8)i.7a. to specifically 
require each agency other than DOT to report quarterly to the Div'n of Motor Fleet Management on the miles 
driven during the quarter by the vehicles assigned to the agency or its employees. Div'n is to verify that each 
vehicle has been driven at the minimum allowable rate and take appropriate action if individual or agency cannot 
justify lower mileage. DOT is to submit an annual report to the Div'n on the miles driven during the year by vehicles

to review the review the reasons for the lower mileage and decide whether to terminate the assignment. Prohibits 
Motor Fleet Management from revoking the assignment of a vehicle to DOT or a DOT employee for failure to meet 
the minimum mileage requirement unless DOT consents.

S 56. ANTIQUATED LAWS REPEALED. Intro. 1/26/95. Senate action amends 1st edition by deleting provisions 
that would have (1) amended GS 1-415 and repealed GS 17-22 regarding "power of the county"; (2) amended and 
then repealed GS 15-48, relating to outlawry for felony; and (3) repealed GS 105-164.6(g), relating to use tax on 
construction vehicles and equipment brought into the state. 


S 115. STATE WORKER LIABILITY TRUST FUND. Intro. 2/1/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Makes following changes in original bill: (1) specifically provides for coverage of attorney fee costs; (2) 
provides that insurance trust account shall be interest bearing with interest returned to the account; (3) provides 
that insurance trust account is subject to audit under Art. 5A of GS Ch. 147; (4) deletes provision authorizing 
Comm'n to adopt rules concerning the negotiation, settlement, and litigation of claims, and provides that the 
Attorney General shall negotiate, settle, and litigate claims as provided in Art. 31A of GS Ch. 143; (5) adds 
provisions relating to compensation and reimbursement of members of the Council; and (6) provides that upon 
termination of any fund, the amount remaining in the fund shall be credited to the General Fund. 
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S 223. SCHOOL EMPLOYEE RECORD CHECKS. Intro. 2/16/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Provides that definition of "criminal history" also includes similar crimes under federal law and the laws of 
other states. Amends provision on fingerprinting to provide that person is to be fingerprinted by a person 
designated by the local school board or by the local sheriff or municipal police, whichever is more convenient to 
the person. Deletes provision concerning maximum fee that may be charged by local law enforcement agencies 
for fingerprinting. 


S 333. RUN HILL STATE NATURAL AREA. Intro. 3/14/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 

Adds provision that in lieu of appropriation to add area to state parks system, the area shall be added upon the 
acquisition of the land required for the area with funds approved for this purpose by the Natural Heritage Trust 
Fund Board of Trustees under GS 113-77.9. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 9. STREAMLINE CRIMINAL APPEALS. Intro. 2/26/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Changes title to AN ACT TO EXPEDITE THE POSTCONVICTION PROCESS IN NORTH CAROLINA. 
Substantially rewrites original bill so it now provides as follows. Amends GS 15A-1415 to require defendant to file 
motion for appropriate relief within 120 days of events specified in bill (now, motion may be filed without any time 
limitation); motion based on newly-discovered evidence is not subject to time limitations if filed within reasonable 
time of discovery of evidence; automatically waives attorney-client privilege if motion alleges ineffective assistance 
of prior trial or appellate counsel. Amends GS 15A-1419(a) to make clear the grounds for denial of motion for 
appropriate relief include motion filed in capital case and include as a ground for denial that the defendant failed to 
file timely a motion under GS 15A-1415. Amends GS 15A-1419(a)(1) to delete the exception from ground for 
denying motion a motion based on deprivation of right to counsel at trial or trial judge's failure to advise the 
defendant of that right. Amends GS 15A-1419(b) and adds new subsections that essentially place a greater 
burden of proof on a defendant who is seeking to prevent denial of motion for grounds set out in subsection (a). 
Recodifies GS 15-217.1 (filing petition with clerk) as GS 15A-1420(b1) and makes various amendments to GS 
15A-1420; requires that judge in capital cases must review defendant's motion and order state to file answer within 
60 days of date of order. In capital cases, hearing must be held within 60 days of filing of state's answer and may 
be continued only for good cause shown. Effective for death sentences rendered by a trial judge on or after 
October 1, 1995, rewrites GS 15-194 (time of execution of capital defendant) to provide that sentencing judge 
need not specify the time and date when execution is to be carried out. Instead, warden of state prison in Raleigh 
must immediately schedule a date of execution not less than 30 nor more than 45 days from the date of receiving 
notification of events specified in bill. Amends GS 15A-1441 to provide that review of capital cases must be given 
priority on direct appeal and in state postconviction proceedings. Adds new GS 15A-1443(d) to provide that on 
state postconviction review of motion for appropriate relief, defendant has burden of showing existence of asserted 
ground for relief and that the defendant was prejudiced thereby, and defines what prejudice means. Limits 
standards in subsections (a) and (b) to review on direct appeal. Adds new subsections to GS 7A-451 to provide 
standards, with time limitations, for appointing counsel for an indigent defendant to represent the defendant in 
preparing, filing, and litigating a motion for appropriate relief. 

Act is applicable to cases in which, on or after October 1, 1995, the direct appeal to the state appellate courts 
and later review of the decision on direct appeal have been completed or the time for such appeals has expired.

Senate committee substitute replaces ‘st 
edition. Sets amount State Board of Education must allocate to local school units at $41,450,000. Modifies 
allocation forrnula to require allocation of 10% in accordance with the low-wealth county supplemental school 
funding formula and allocation of 90% on the basis of average daily membership; provides; however, that State 
Board must ensure that total allocation to an administrative unit that qualifies for low-wealth funding is at least 
$50,000. Retains requirement that School Technology Comm'n use $450,000 to develop and provide to school 
units computer software for technology planning assistance.

COMMISSION CHILD CARE COMMITTEE TO MANDATE CRIMINAL HISTORY CHECKS OF CHILD DAY CARE 
PROVIDERS, TO STUDY THE USE OF THE CENTRAL REGISTRY ON CHILD ABUSE AND NEGLECT, AND 
TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS. Adds new GS 110-90.2 requiring mandatory criminal history checks of “child day 
care providers” defined as including any person who is employed by, seeks to be employed by, owns or operates, 
or seeks to own or operate a child day care facility or child day care home as provided under GS 110-86, religious- 
sponsored day care facilities, child day care homes registered under GS 110-106 or -106.1, and nonregistered 
child day care homes eligible for stte or federal funds. Specifies that criminal history includes offenses related to 
an individual's fitness to have responsibility for the safety and well-being of children and directs the Dep't of 
Human Resources to complete history checks of current day care providers by Jan.1, 1996. Amends GS 114-19 
to authorize the Dep't of Justice to release criminal histories from the State Repository upon request from the 
Dep't of Human Resources with signed consent of the day care provider. The Dep’t of Human Resources is 
authorized to prohibit a provider from performing child day care if consent to check is withheld. Requires the Dep't 
to provide written notification to both the day care provider and his or her employer of any disqualifying information 
resulting from the check. Permits the provider who disagrees with the Dep’t’s decision to file a civil action in 
district court, and specifies that no civil or criminal liability will attach to an employer, a child day care, or a State or 
local agency as a result of a criminal history check done in good faith. Directs the Legislative Research 
Commission to study and issue a report on the use of the records in the Central Registry on Child Abuse and 
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Neglect for the purpose of criminal history checks of day care providers to the 1997 General Assembly.

Adds proviso in GS 55B-6(a) that, 
subject to any additional conditions that an appropriate licensing board may impose in the public interest, it is 
lawful for individuals who are not licensees but who perform professional services on behalf of a professional 
corporation in another jurisdiction in which the corporation maintains an office, and who are licensed to perform 
professional services in the other jurisdiction, to be shareholders of the corporation as long as there is at least one 
shareholder who is a licensee and the corporation renders its professional services in NC only through those 
shareholders who are licensed in NC.

Directs State Treasurer, beginning July 1, 1995, and ending July 1, 2000, to credit the Fund monthly with 
15% of the interest or income received and accruing during the previous month from the General Fund. Directs 
the Sec'y of Revenue, beginning July 1, 1995, and ending July 1, 1998, to credit to the Fund monthly the net 
proceeds of State privilege license taxes. Authorizes State Treasurer to invest in obligations of the Authority and 
other specified entities. 

Adds new Part 4 to GS Chapter 53A setting out the procedure whereby a company may be certified as a 
North Carolina capital company, and providing that a person who invests cash in such a company is entitled to a 
tax credit pursuant to Article 8C of GS Chapter 105. Adds new Article 8C to GS Chapter 105 to provide a gross 
premiums tax credit as an incentive for insurance companies to invest in certified North Carolina capital 
companies, in the North Carolina Capital Access Authority, and in obligations of the North Carolina Industrial and 
Pollution Control Facilities Financing Authority. Amends GS 159D-6 and -7 to authorize the North Carolina 
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Industrial and Pollution Control Facilities Financing Authority to issue bonds upon recommendation of the Authority 
created by the act. |

agency to make substantial effort to determine the identity of and locate and secure support from a nonsupporting 
responsible parent through information made available from the State Registrar.

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neither parent nor legal guardian is available to physician or agent within a reasonable time, (2) all adults from 
whom consent must be obtained refuse to consent, or (3) the minor elects not to seek consent from appropriate 
adult. 

Permits minor to petition on her own behalf or by guardian ad litem and requires court to ensure that minor or 
guardian ad litem is given assistance in preparing and filing petition and to ensure that minor's identity is kept 
confidential. Requires court to advise minor of right to counsel and to provide counsel at minor's request. 
Provides that if minor requests, no summons or other notice may be served on her parents, guardian, or 
custodian. Requires court to rule within seven days of filing of application unless minor requests extension. 
Requires court to hear evidence relating to the emotional development, maturity, intellect, and understanding of 
minor; the nature, possible consequences, and alternatives to abortion; and other evidence court may find useful. 

Authorizes court to waive parental consent requirements on finding that (1) minor is mature and well-informed 
enough to make abortion decision on her own or (2) that it would be in minor's best interests not to require 
parental consent or (3) that minor is a victim of felonious incest under GS 14-178. Requires court to make findings 
of fact and conclusions of law, to maintain a confidential records of the evidence, and to advise the director of the 
Dep't of Social Services of any finding of incest. Prohibits requiring minor to pay court costs. 

Provides that parental consent requirements do not apply when medical emergency requires immediate 
abortion or when conditions in GS 90-21.4 relating to delay in treatment are met. 

Provides that person who intentionally performs abortion with knowledge that, or with reckless disregard as to 
whether, person on whom abortion is to be performed is unemancipated minor, and who intentionally or knowingly 
fails to conform to requirements of this act, is guilty of misdemeanor.

H 488. INDEPENDENT REDISTRICTING COMM'N. TO ESTABLISH AN INDEPENDENT REDISTRICTING 
COMMISSION TO HANDLE REDISTRICTING MATTERS. Proposes to amend North Carolina Constitution to 
provide that, after each decennial census, an Independent Redistricting Commission will revise the senate and 
representative districts and apportion Senators. and Representatives among the districts according to the following 
rules: (1) each Senator and Representative will represent, as nearly as possible, an equal number of inhabitants;

To be eligible for appointment to the Comm'n a person must be a North Carolina resident with 
academic qualifications in demographics, statistics, mathematics, or computer science. The person can not have 
held or run for elective public office in the 10 years prior to commencement of service of the Comm'n and is 
ineligible to run for elective public office for 10 years subsequent to termination of service on the Comm'n. 

Provides that the General Assembly has no jurisdiction to adopt plans for districts provided for in this act. 
Moreover, at the request of the governing board of the unit, the General Assembly may assign to the Comm'n the 
duty to adopt districting plans and redistricting plans for counties, cities, towns, special districts, and other 
governmental subdivisions.

S 396. PHYSICIAN COOPERATION ACT. TO ENCOURAGE REGULATED ARRANGEMENTS AMONG 
PHYSICIANS WHEN THE ARRANGEMENT WILL HELP CONTROL COSTS, IMPROVE ACCESS, IMPROVE 
QUALITY, OR IMPLEMENT MANDATED HEALTH CARE REFORMS. Adds to GS Ch. 90 a new Article 1E, 
"Certificate of Public Advantage." Establishes regulatory program whereby physicians and others may enter into 
"cooperative agreements" (defined in the act) and apply to the Dep't of Human Resources for a certificate of public 
advantage governing that agreement. Parties to such an agreement may conduct business pursuant to it without 
being subject to state antitrust law if a certificate has been issued or, for activities to negotiate the agreement, if an 
application for a certificate is filed in good faith. Sets out standards by which the Dep't is to review applications and 
requires Dep't to conduct public hearings on applications and to make decisions on applications within 90 days 
unless that time is extended. Requires Dep't to issue certificate at the end of review period if it finds by clear and 
convincing evidence that the likely benefits of the agreement outweigh the likely disadvantages attributable to 
reduction of competition and if the Attorney General has not stated any objection to issuance of the certificate. 
Authorizes Dep't to include appropriate operating conditions in any certificate. Requires that copies of applications 
be submitted to the Attorney General, who may object to issuance of a certificate or extend the review period. If 
the Attorney General objects, no certificate is to be issued unless the objection is withdrawn. Requires parties to a 
cooperative agreement for which a certificate is issued to file every two years with the Dep't a report of activities 
pursuant to the agreement and specifies what the report must include. Requires notice in the North Carolina 
Register that such a report has been received and a 30-day period for public comment. Makes failure to file a 
required report or to provide requested information grounds for revocation of the certificate by the Attorney 
General or the Dep't. Requires Dep't to review certificates on the basis of the biennial reports and determine 
whether they should remain in effect, be changed, or be revoked. Provides that applicant or other aggrieved 
person may obtain judicial review in superior court of decision to issue or not to issue a certificate of public 
advantage, but decision may be reversed only on court's finding that the determination of the Dep't or Attorney 
General was arbitrary or capricious. Authorizes Attorney General to bring suit in superior court in Wake County on 
behalf of the Dep't or itself to seek an order to authorize the cancellation of a certificate. Authorizes Dep't and 
Attorney General to establish and collect application filing fees not to exceed $15,000 and report filing fees not to 
exceed $2,500. Expresses General Assembly's intent that the Article conveys immunity from federal as well as

CONFISCATION OF SOME MOTOR VEHICLES USED IN IMPAIRED DRIVING OFFENSE. Adds new GS 20- 
179.5 requiring that the motor vehicle driven by a defendant arrested for impaired driving be impounded 
immediately for 30 days when the arresting officer determines that the defendant (1) has a prior conviction 
involving impaired driving, (2) was driving with an alcohol concentration of 0:16 or more, or (3) willfully refused to 
submit to a chemical analysis at the request of the charging officer. When a defendant is convicted of impaired

(1) the vehicle was owned or co-owned by defendant, or (2) the vehicle was driven by defendant with the consent 
of the owner.

Adds new GS 20-28.3 providing that the 
motor vehicle driven by defendant at the time of an impaired driving offense becomes property subject to forfeiture 
if at the sentencing hearing under GS 20-179 the judge determines that (1) defendant is the owner or co-owner of 
the vehicle or that the vehicle was driven with permission of the owner, or (2) the grossly aggravating factor 
described in GS 20-179(c)(1) with two or more prior convictions applies. Requires state to notify any holder of a 
security interest in the vehicle or any owner of record other than defendant at least 14 days before a forfeiture 
hearing.

Specifies that those requesting to inspect or examine records cannot 
be required to disclose the purpose or motive of the request. Provides that requests cannot be denied on the 
grounds that the information sought is commingled with confidential information and that the public agency must 
bear the cost of separating information to allow inspection. Creates a new GS 132-6.1 to require that prior to the 
purchase, lease or creation or other acquisition of any electronic data-processing system, the agency must first 
determine that the system will not impair or impede the ability to permit public inspection and examination and 
provision of electronic copies of records, but this provision is not to be construed as requiring retention of "obsolete 
hardware or software." Defines "electronic data-processing system", "computer hardware", "computer program" 


and "computer software" as used in the section, and provides that neither of the latter two terms include the

original data or any analysis, compilation, or manipulated form of that data produced by the use of the program or 
software. 

Requires an index be created for every database compiled or created by a public agency on or after July 1, 
1996. The index is a public record and must include at a minimum a list of the data fields, a description of the 
format or record layout, information as to the frequency with which the database is updated, a list of any data fields 
to which public access is restricted, a description of each form in which the database can be copied or reproduced 
using the agency's computer facilities, and a schedule of fees. This indexing requirement is optional prior to July 
1, 1996. 

Provides that people requesting records can obtain them in any form in which they are available and that 
requests cannot be denied because the custodian prefers to provide them in a form other than that requested. 
Certified copies may be requested. For uncertified copies, fees may not exceed actual cost, limited to out-of- 
pocket costs, including cost of paper and ink for printed copies, and the blank disk or tape for data provided in 
these forms. Cost cannot include cost of assembling the database, labor, estimated depreciation, estimated 
heating and air conditioning, prorated space rental, or other fixed but allocated costs. However a "special service 
charge" is allowed where a request requires "extensive use of information technology resources or extensive 
clerical or supervisory assistance by personnel of the agency involved," and this fee must be based on the actual 
cost of these services. Allows a requester to ask the Information Resource Management Commission to mediate 
if the requester believes the fee is unfair or unreasonable. Allows agency to require requests to be in writing and 
requires custodian to respond promptly and to provide an explanation of the basis for any denial. 

Amends GS 132-9 to include in remedy a claim by someone denied copies of public records and to require 
actions to be heard immediately and to accord subsequent proceedings priority in the courts. Repeals GS 6-19.2 
(providing for award of attorney's fees in actions to compel public records) and incorporates into 132-9 and adds 
provision allowing court to order that fees be paid personally by any public employee or official found to have 
knowingly or intentionally committed, caused, permitted, suborned, or participated in the violation.

The Senate's action of March 20, 1995, with respect to S 27 REPEAL PRISON CAP was 
taken upon the point of order that the House Committee Substitute of March 9, 1995, if enacted into law at this 
time, would violate the provision of G.S. 143-15 which states that."...neither House shall consider further or special 
appropriations until the Current Operations Appropriations Bill shall have been enacted in whole or part or 
rejected, unless the Governor shall submit and recommend an emergency appropriation bill...." The parliamentary 
status of S 27 at this time is that the House has returned the bill to the Senate for concurrence, the House 
message has been read in the Senate, and the President has ordered the bill held by the Principal Clerk pursuant 
to Rule 56.1, which provides that the Chairman of the Rules Committee may, or upon motion made and adopted 
shall, refer bills to committee.

S 430. BANK INVESTMENT AUTHORITY. TO MODIFY THE INVESTMENT AUTHORITY OF A BANK UNDER 
THE BANKING LAWS. Amends GS 53-47(a) to authorize banks to invest in the capital stock or other securities of 
other state, national or foreign banks or trust companies, industrial banks, savings banks, Morris Plan banks, 
savings and loan associations, bankers' banks, or other deposit taking entities. Investments may include the 
capital stock of clearing corporations, the capital stock or other securities of central reserve banks whose capital 
stock exceeds $1,000,000, and the capital stock of an Edge or Agreement corporation. Defines "Bankers' bank" as 
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an insured depository financial institution organized and chartered to do business exclusively with other banks and 
whose stock is owned exclusively by banks or savings institutions. Defines a "central reserve bank," as one with 
at least 50% of the capital stock owned by other banks. Limits investments in the capital stock of central reserve 
banks or banks organized under the Edge Act to 10% of paid-in capital and permanent surplus of the bank making 
the investment. 

Adds GS 53-47(b) to permit a bank to invest, without limitation, in a bank operating subsidiary or to protect 
the bank from loss. Adds GS 53-47(c) to authorize banks, upon 30 days notice to the Commissioner of Banks, to 
invest up to 75% of unimpaired capital fund in the stock or assets of other entities primarily engaged in activities 
permissible for national banks or bank holding companies under applicable laws, primarily engaged in activities of 
a financial nature or engaged in any other activity approved by the Commissioner of Banks. Adds GS 53-47(d) to 
allow the Commissioner to extend the 30-day period if additional information or time for analysis is needed. If the 
30-day notice is extended, the Bank may not proceed with the investment or activity without written approval from 
the Commissioner. Adds GS 53-47(e) to require the Commissioner to monitor the impact of investment activities of 
banks. Stocks acquired in excess of the act's limitations will be disposed of at public or private sale within six 
months after the date of acquiring the stocks or charged to the profit and loss account, unless an extension of time 
to dispose or charge off the books is granted by the Commissioner.

Adds new definitions in GS 44A-7 of "contractor" as person who contracts with owner to improve real 
property; "first tier subcontractor" as person who contracts with contractor; "second tier sub." as person who 
contracts with first tier sub.; "third tier sub." as person who contracts with second tier sub.; "obligor' as an owner, 
contractor, or subcontractor who owes money to another as a result of the other's partial or total performance of a 
contract to improve real property; "protected party" as an individual who purchases and takes record title to a 
single family dwelling unit, all or a part of which the individual or an individual to whom the individual is related 
occupies or intends to occupy as a residence. Adds new GS 44A-7.1 to provide that a waiver of a lien on real 
property in consideration for the awarding of a contract for making improvements on property is against public 
policy and unenforceable; however, a lien may be waived any time after the contract by the lienor is made. Adds 
new GS 44A-7.2 to provide that a waiver of a lien on funds prior to receipt of full payment by the waiving party is 
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against public policy and unenforceable; however, the section does not prevent a compromise of the amount of 
the claim giving rise to the lien. 

Adds new GS 44A-10.2 to provide for the recording of a notice of commencement by the owner of property to 
be improved in the register of deeds’ office before a building permit is issued, and amends GS 153A-357 and 
160A-147 to provide that building permit may not be issued until evidence is presented that notice of 
commencement has been recorded. Sets out form for notice in the statute; notice to include such information as a 
description of the property to be improved, name and address of the owner, and name and address of the 
contractor or contractors. Provides that if no notice of commencement has been filed by the owner, a lienor 
entitled to file a lien on the property may file a lienor's notice of commencement. The duration of a notice of 
commencement may not exceed three years; if no term is stated, the duration of the notice is one year. Enacts 
new GS 44A-10.3 to provide for terminating a notice of commencement and for filing a request for notice of 
termination of a notice of commencement. Adds new GS 44A-10.1 to provide that if a contractor's lien on real 
property is filed while a notice of commencement is in effect, the prioirty of the lien is determined as of the time the 
notice was recorded. If a contractor's lien is filed while no notice of commencement is in effect, the prioirty of the 
lien is determined as of the time the lien is filed. In any event, in order for a contractor's lien to have priority over 
the interest of a subsequent purchaser who is a protected party or successor in interest to a protected party, the 
contractor's lien must have been filed before the document conveying an interest in the property to the protected 
party was recorded. 

Under current GS 44A-18, the first, second, and third tier subs. each may obtain a lien on funds owed to the 
next higher level sub; i.e., a first tier sub. may obtain a lien on funds owed the contractor by the owner, a second 
tier sub. may obtain a lien on funds owed the first tier sub., and a third tier sub. may obtain a lien on funds owed 
the second tier sub. Amended GS 44A-18 retains this arrangement and adds provisions allowing all three subs to 
obtain a lien on the land of the contractor. In addition, the second and third tier subs may obtain and enforce the 
liens on funds that are available to the next higher tier sub. New GS 44A-18.1 establishes the priorities for 
subcontractors liens, and they are the same as the priority of the contractor regarding a notice of commencement 
and a protected party, as contained in GS 44A-10.1. Amends GS 44A-20 to provide that an obligor (person 
against whom a notice of lien on funds is filed) shall withhold from further payments an amount sufficient to satisfy 
the liens, and if he fails to do so shall be liable to the person filing the lien.

Grants will be awarded to the districts that submit the most comprehensive 
and feasible plans for implementation and operation of a drug treatment court. The act specifies that it does not 
confer a right or expectation of a right to treatment for a defendant or offender within the criminal justice system. 
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Requires defendants to contribute to the cost of the program based on local guidelines. Requries local and state 
evaluation of the program's effectiveness, and requires AOC to report to 1998 General Assembly. Allocates 
$800,000 from the Judicial Department reserve for court/drug treatment program created in the 1994 extra 
session.

Reincorporates other existing provisions, including 
those regarding minority businesses. Deletes June 30, 1995 sunset of single-prime option and minority business 
provisions in current law and makes technical changes.

HEALTH, SAFETY, OR WELFARE OF COUNTY CITIZENS AND THE PEACE AND DIGNITY OF THE COUNTY.

H 524. REGULATE INTENSIVE HOG OPERATIONS. TO PROTECT THE PUBLIC HEALTH BY REGULATING 
THE MANAGEMENT AND DISPOSAL OF ANIMAL WASTE BY INTENSIVE HOG OPERATIONS. Appropriates 
$1,500,000 for 1995-96 and $1,500,000 for 1996-97 from General Fund to Dep't of Environment, Health, & Natural 
Resources to establish the Animal Waste Disposal Best Management Practice Fund to provide financial 
assistance to growers implementing the best management practices required by this act, and $1,500,000 for 1995- 
96 and $1,500,000 for 1996-97 from General Fund to Dep't of Environment, Health, & Natural Resources to carry 
out the other purposes of this act. 

Adds new GS 130C, which provides minimum standards for permits for intensive hog operations using liquid 
animal waste management systems. Defines an "intensive hog operation" (IHO) as buildings used, or intended to 
be used, to feed, confine or maintain 200 or more animals. 

New GS 130C-1-5 requires all persons constructing, operating or expanding an IHO to first obtain a permit 
from the Dep't of Environment, Health, & Natural Resources (Dep't). IHOs already in existence must apply for a 
permit by July 1, 1996. 

New GS 130C-1-6 requires applications for permits to include: (1) an engineering report'and design plan 
prepared by a professional engineer registered by the State or personnel of the USDA Soil Conservation Service 


(the report must follow the criteria listed in the act and the USDA Soil Conservation Service's Field Office 


Technical Guide, Annual Waste Management Field Manual , Technical Note 716, Lining Requirements, and 
Technical Note 102, Supplementing Nutrient and Pest Management Practice standards); (2) USDA Agriculture 
Stabilization and Conservation Service aerial photos showing the location of existing and proposed animal-feeding 
operations and waste control systems and the location of neighboring property and public-use property within a 
one mile radius of the IHO; (3) Information on the amounts and location of the land areas on which waste will be 
deposited; (4) soil boring data for anaerobic lagoons, earth waste slurry storage basins, open feedlot runoff 
storage basins, and other earthen waste storage structures; (5) plans for odor control, disposal of dead animals, 
and vermin control; (6) the name, address, and description of similar facilities directly or indirectly owned, wholly or 
partly, by the applicant; and (7) prior violations within a 10 year period. 

New GS 130C-1-8 requires applicants to provide notice by publication at least weekly for two consecutive 
weeks in a form prescribed by the Dep't. The notice should include the type of facility to be constructed or 
operated, the type of waste to be generated, and the legal description of the location of all properties to be used in 
the treatment or disposal of waste. Interested persons will be given 90 days from the date of first publication to 
submit written comments to the Dep't. 

Authorizes the Dep't to conduct a site inspection or hearing after reviewing an application, if either is deemed 
to be necessary. If the Dep't desires an hearing, it is required to schedule a public hearing and notify, by certified 
mail, return receipt requested, the applicant and all persons submitting comments of the date, time and place of 
the hearing. The applicant or any interested party may appeal the Dep't grant or denial of a permit within 30 days 
pursuant to Chapter 150B. 

New GS 130C-1-10 provides that a permit should describe the minimum waste control requirements the 
animal-feeding operation must follow. The permit is good for 5 years unless revoked, suspended or modified 
because of violation of its terms or unlawful waste discharge occurs. 

New GS 130C-1-10 requires the permittee to notify the Dep't in writing prior to changes, including but not 
limited to, the following: (1) change in ownership and control of the facility; (2) a greater than 10% increase in the 
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number of animals; (3) a change in land application sites; or (4) a change in waste treatment, handling, or 
disposal. These changes require a permit modification, which might obligate the permittee to provide such 
information as required for original application. 

Authorizes the Dep't to modify, suspend, or revoke a permit for (1) violation of any term or condition of the 
permit, (2) obtaining a permit through fraud or misrepresentation, (3) a change in any conditions requiring either a 
temporary or permanent reduction or elimination of the permitted discharge; (4) failure to timely submit compliance 
assurance information to the Dep't, and (5) violation of any federal or State employment health or safety or 
environmental statute or regulation. 

New GS 130C-1-12 authorizes the Dep't to set fees for applications for new or revised permits and 
administering and compliance monitoring between $400 and $800. Failure to pay an annual administering and 
compliance monitoring fee within 30 days after being billed may result in revocation of the permit. 

New GS 130C-1-13 requires all applicants for permits and managing owners or managing operators to 
provide certification of a minimum of 4 hours of satisfactory completion of individualized training and education in 
the areas of waste management and odor control. Proof of certification must be submitted with the application 
within one year of the effective date of the permit. After July 1, 1996, managing owners and managing operators 
will also be required to provide proof of certification of satisfactory completion of annual refresher courses. 

New GS 130C-1-14 sets the following minimum requirements for the storage of waste. Requires totally roofed 
animal feeding operations in which is stored or removed as a liquid or semiliquid (confinement-feeding operations) 
to collect and store all waste produced between periods of waste disposal and to dispose of that stored waste by 
land application. Prohibits the direct discharge of waste from confinement-feeding operations into waters of the 
State and disposal on land that causes surface or groundwater pollution. Prohibits the construction of confinement 
buildings, settling basins, holding ponds, and other liquid animal waste confinement structures within 2,500 of 
adjoining property absent written and notarized consent of the owner of the adjoining property. As with all other 
consent agreements under this act, it must be recorded with the county register of deeds office. Exempts from 
these buffer distances existing structures as of the effective date of the act and those which require a liquid animal 
waste permit modification. Requires the waste management plan to address the timing of land application of 
wastes with respect to the nutrient uptake cycle of the vegetation found on the land application site and, to the 
extent practicable, to include measures to minimize off-sit obnoxious and offensive odors. 

Prohibits, absent consent, lagoons or earth waste slurry storage basins used as part of a confinement 
feeding operation to be located closer than 3,500 feet to land not owned by the operation and public-use areas 
(not including roads) if the operation has a capacity of 625,000 Ibs live animal weight. Exempts lagoons and earth 
waste slurry storage basins existing at effective date of the act. 

Prohibits hog waste lagoons from being placed in any identified flood plain or wetlands or within 250 feet of 
the waters of the State. Requires a strip of vegetation between waste lagoons and the waters of the State. 
Requires hog waste lagoons to comply with the requirements for livestock waste lagoons of the USDA Soil 
Conservation Service. 

Requires IHOs to be located at least 3/4 mile from 10 or more contiguous existing-dwelling lots or residential 
lots that are less than 2 acres without consent. Requires IHOs to be at least 1,000 feet from any primary street, 
road or highway and 500 feet from any secondary street, road or highway. Exempts existing IHOs from 
requirements. 

New GS 130C-1-15 sets forth specific waste disposal requirements. 

New GS 130C-1-16 requires permittee to submit a closure plan to Dep't in the event a permitted confined 
animal operation using a liquid waste management pian ceases operation: The plan must be prepared by the 
USDA Soil Conservation Service, a North Carolina Soil and Water Conservation District water quality technician or 
a registered professional engineer. For lagoons of 10 acres and more, the Dep't is authorized to require a bond of 
$25,000 for each acre foot above 10 acres to secure proper closure. 

New GS 130C-1-17 provides that transferees of covered facilities are subject to the terms and conditions of 
the permit. 

New GS 130C-1-18 requires the Dep't to conduct annual inspections during July or August. The Dep't is also 
authorized to conduct other inspections as reasonably necessary. Notices of violation are to be served by certified 


or registered mail and will set forth a reasonable time for compliance and a warning that failure to comply could 
result in a civil penalty or other enforcement action. 
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New GS 130C-1-19 authorizes the Dep't to assess costs of investigation, including the monitoring of wells, 
soil and surface and groundwater testing, and remediation, as well as the Dept's administrative costs to an IHO if it 
is found to be the cause of groundwater pollution. 

New GS 130C-1-20 regulates the disposal of dead animals. 

New GS 130C-1-21 authorizes the Director of the Division of Environmental Management, Dep't, to terminate 
emergencies respecting matters affecting public health without notice or hearing. 

New GS 130C-1-22 provides for civil penalties up to $5,000 per day for violations of this act. Persons who 
negligently dump, deposit or discharge a pollutant into waters of the State are guilty of a misdemeanor punishable 
by $25,000 per day for each day of the violation, if a first offense, or $50,000 per day if a second or subsequent 
offense. Persons who knowingly dump, deposit or discharge a pollutant into waters of the State are guilty of a 
Class | felony punishable by $50,000 per day for each day and/or a prison term not to exceed 2 years if a first 
offense or $50,000 per day and/or a prison term not to exceed 5 years if a second or subsequent offense. 
Persons who knowingly make a false statement in any application, record, report, plan or other document or who 
tamper with any monitoring device are guilty of a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of not more than $10,000 
and/or imprisonment not to exceed 6 months. 

New GS 130C-1-23 authorizes the Dep't to seek injunctive relief when appropriate. 

New GS 130C-1-24 permits a citizen, subject to specified restrictions, to file a civil action under this act 


against a person for violating a provision of the act or against the Dep't or its officers or employees for failure to 
perform a duty under this act.

COMMITTEE APPOINTMENTS 


House Select Committee for Personnel Review. The Speaker of the House has appointed a Select Committee 
for Personnel Review. Membership: Russell and Thompson, co-chairs; Black, Boyd-MclIntyre, Lemmond, Neely, 
Pulley, Sherrill, and Church. The committee is directed to examine witnesses and documents and other 
information concerning the application, administration, practice, or violation of the State Personnel Act (GS Ch. 
126) or other statutes or applicable law relative to the rights, duties and obligations of State employees, including 
(1) examination of allegations of abuse in personnel administration, particularly as concerns GS Ch. 126, Art. 5 
(political activities of State employees), (2) selective application of reductions in force to individuals not otherwise 
subject to dismissal for cause or by exemption from SPA, (3) review of issues and policies being considered by 
State Personnel Comm'n, Public Employees Committee, State Employees Ass'n, and Office of State Personnel, 
and (4) development of legislation to reform State Personnel Act with particular emphasis on departmental 
flexibility, equitable treatment of State employeés, downsizing personnel administration, and integration of 
personnel policies more consistent with those employed in the private sector: Directs committee to submit interim - 
report to 1995 Session and final report to 1997 Session. Vests committee with investigative powers, including 
authority to administer oaths, examine under oath, subpoena persons and documents, and request data and 
information pursuant to GS 120-19. Authorizes committee to meet in close session if requested by a witness or a 
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majority of the committee. Authorizes committee to meet during sessions of General Assembly, during recess, and 
in interim periods. Provides that committee expenses shall be paid from funds available to the House of 


Representatives for its operations. Empowers Speaker to dissolve the committee at any time before December 371, 
1996, at which time it shall terminate. 


House Select Committee on Tort Reform. The Speaker of the House has appointed a Select Committee on Tort 
Reform. Membership: Daughtry, chair; Miner, Linney, Morgan, Hill, Culpepper, Neely, Shubert, and Richardson. 
Directs the committee to examine witnesses, documents, and other information concerning application, 
administration and practice or tort law, and to review any bills introduced and referred to it by the Speaker, 
including bills that may be formulated by the committee itself. Vests the committee with investigative powers, 
authorizes it to meet between sessions, and provides for expenses to be paid form funds available to the House. 


Committee serves at the pleasure of the Speaker and terminates December 31, 1996, unless dissolved before that 
time.

TECHNICAL CHANGES TO THE STATUTE GOVERNING JOINT MUNICIPAL POWER AGENCIES. Makes 
numerous changes in Chapter 159B regarding the powers of joint municipal power agencies (of which there are 
currently two) and the joint municipal assistance agency (ElectriCities of North Carolina) increasing the authority 
and organizational flexibility of these agencies, working with and on behalf of municipalities, to respond to 
developments in the industry.

This governance may be established upon resolutions of the joint agencies and may also 
include representation by municipalities which are not members of a joint agency and nonmunicipal (University) 
entities.

Provides that the settlement agent (person 
responsible for conducting the settlement and disbursing the settlement proceeds) shall record the deed, deed of 
trust, and other loan documents required to be recorded at settlement. Settlement agent shall not disburse any of 
the closing funds prior to recording the deed, deed of trust, or other documents unless the funds are deposited in 
his trust or escrow account as collected funds, that is, funds deposited and irrevocably credited to the account, 
except the settlement agent may rely on the following forms of deposit in his account that are not collected funds: 
(1) certified check; (2) check issued by state of North Carolina, U.S., or a political subdivision of North Carolina or 
the U.S.; (3) cashier's check, teller’s check, or official bank check drawn on an insured financial institution; (4) 
check drawn on the trust account of a North Carolina licensed attorney; (5) check or checks in the aggregate not 
exceeding $10,000 drawn on the trust or escrow account of a real estate broker licensed under GS Ch. 93A; and 
(6) personal or commercial check or checks in the aggregate not exceeding $5,000 if the settlement agent has 
reasonable grounds to believe that the deposit will be irrevocably credited to his account. Requires the lender, 
purchaser, or seller, at or before closing, to deliver closing funds to the settlemenet agent either as collected funds 
or in one of the forms listed above in (1) through (6). Provides that failure to comply with statute's requirements 
does not affect the validity or enforceability of any of the closing documents, including deeds and deeds of trust. 
Provides that any party violating the statute must pay any other party who suffers loss as a result of the violation 
that party's actual damages and attorneys’ fees, plus an amount equal to $1,000 or double the amount of interest 


payable on any loan for the first 60 days after the loan closing, whichever is greater. Effective Oct. 1, 1995.

Adds new GS 153A-155 and 160A-215 to establish uniform rules for local occupancy 
taxes authorized or revised by the General Assembly after Mar. 1, 1995. For county taxes, the rate may not 
exceed the lower of 6% or the rate authorized by the General Assembly. For municipal taxes, the rate, when 
added to the rate of the county in which the municipality is located, may not exceed the lower of 6% or the 
combined rate authorized by local act; if the combined rate would exceed 6% in the absence of the statute, the 
municipality's rate is reduced to a rate that when added to the county rate does not exceed 6%. At least 2/3 of a 
tax levied at a rate of no more than 3% must be used to promote travel and tourism; any remaining proceeds must 
be used for tourism-related expenditures and costs of collecting the tax. If the rate is greater than 3%, collection 
from the additional rate may be used only to construct, operate, or market a convention or meeting facility. If the 
annual proceeds of the tax exceed $100,000, the proceeds must be remitted to a local tourism promotion agency. 
A local government that remits the proceeds to a tourism promotion agency may retain for costs of collection not to 
exceed 3% of the first $500,000 each year, plus 1% of the remainder. The penalties for failure to file a return or 
pay the tax are the same as set in GS 105-236 for failure to pay the state sales and use taxes. A governing board 
has the same authority to waive penalties that the Sec'y of Revenue has to waive penalties for state sales and use 
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taxes. Merchants’ discount for collecting occupancy taxes is the same as the discount allowed for collecting state 
sales and use taxes.

Authorizes assertion of claims and defenses in specified 
foreign currency, establishes rules for measuring the amount of the claim and for converting judgments, awards 
and distribution proceedings. Provides that prejudgment and preaward interest is determined by the substantive 
law governing the right to recovery under North Carolina conflict of laws rules. Provides procedures for enforcing 
foreign judgments and determining the dollar value of assets to be seized or restrained, and establishes rules in

Capital 
raised from sale of such notes may not be used to pay private debts of sole proprietor, partners, or stockholders. 
Advertisements for such notes must state clearly that they are not guaranteed by any governmental agency. 
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Securities Act administrator must review proposals for exemption and securities may not be exempted form 
registration without administrator's approval. Administrator may establish fee to recover cost of reviewing issuance 
proposals, not to exceed $100. Effective July 1, 1995.

COURT PROGRAM. Establishes in the Judicial Department a pilot program in at least two judicial districts to 
facilitate creation of drug treatment courts in order to reduce alcoholism and other drug dependency, reduce 
recidivism, reduce drug-related court workload, increase accountability of offenders, and promote effective 
interaction and use of resources among criminal justice personnel and community agencies. Establishes the Drug 
Treatment Court Program Fund (to be funded with an $800,000 reserve for 1994-95 that was created by the 1994 
Extra Sess. Budget Act) and directs the Director of the Administrative Office of the Courts to administer the Fund 
acting with a new State Drug Treatment Court Advisory Committee. Directs committee to develop guidelines for 
drug treatment program and to monitor programs wherever implemented. Requires each judicial district choosing 
to establish a drug treatment court or to participate in a funded pilot program to form a local drug treatment court 
management committee to develop local guidelines and procedures not in conflict with State guidelines. Specifies 
composition of the committee. Provides for grant applications to AOC Director, and directs that grants shall be 
awarded to two or more judicial districts submitting the most comprehensive and feasible plans. Grant funds may 
be used to fund local full-time or part-time director, who must be an employee of the grant recipient, an employee 
of the court, or a grant-established position under the senior resident superior court judge or chief district court 
judge. Requires each grant application to include method for evaluating pilot program's effectiveness, and requires 
AOC to develop evaluation model to compare effectiveness of all pilot programs and to report to General 
Assembly by May 1, 1998. Effective July 1, 1995; expires June 30, 1997

Changes 
from "clear and convincing" to "preponderance of the evidence” the burden on defendant for motion for appropriate 
relief and for showing actual prejudice. Rewrites subparagraph (e) delineating "fundamental miscarriage of 
justice" as follows: (1) defendant must show that more likely than not, but for the error, no reasonable fact finder 
would have found the defendant guilty; or (2) defendant establishes by clear and convincing evidence that, but for 
the error, no reasonable fact finder would have found the defendant eligible for the death penalty.

TERM "ADULT CARE." Amends GS 131D-2 to add a definition of "adult care home," replacing the definition of

the definition of "assisted living residence" within the cited section. Effective July 1, 1996, "multiunit independent 
housing with services" are also to be considered assisted living residences. Directs the Social Services Comm'n 
to adopt rules to implement state regulation of adult care homes and exempts certain services from licensure.

H 597. PROPERTY RIGHTS ACT. 7TO PROVIDE FOR THE PAYMENT OF COMPENSATION TO AN OWNER 
WHEN LAND-USE REGULATION BY A GOVERNMENTAL ENTITY CAUSES AN ECONOMIC IMPACT 
RESULTING IN ANY DIMINUTION IN THE TOTAL VALUE OF THE OWNER'S LAND. Adds new GS Ch. 40B to 
establish "North Carolina Property Rights Act." Establishes statutory right of compensation for any diminution in 
land value caused by a land-use regulation adopted by any State or local governmental entity or unit, and also 
declares that the State recognizes that land-use regulations may constitute an unconstitutional taking requiring 
compensation. Defines regulation to include any land-use regulation, rule, statute, ordinance, or dedication if it 
limits or imposes conditions upon the owner's rights to use or occupy property. Also defines regulation to include 
the denial of permits, licenses, authorizations, or other governmental permissions if the denial is without cause or if 
the denial is with cause but is based upon selective enforcement. States intention that in acquiring property rights 
through regulation under the bill, governmental entities shall follow procedures similar to those required for the 
physical appropriation of land under GS Ch. 40A (eminent domain and inverse condemnation procedures 
implementing requirements of the Taking Clause of the U.S. Constitution and Law of the Land Clause of the N.C. 
Constitution). Provides that if it "appears likely" that the adoption or enforcement of a regulation under the U.S. or 
N.C. Constitution, under N.C. statutory or common law, or under the bill, the proposed regulation shall be treated 
as an acquisition of a property interest and the governmental entity shall proceed to condemn the interest in 
accordance with GS Ch. 40A. Provides that "in appraising property rights acquired through regulation” in 
accordance with the procedures of GS Ch. 40A, "the following factors must be taken into account": (1) the 
economic impact of the regulation on the property owner; (2) the extent to which the regulation interferes with 
distinct investment-backed expectations; (3) the character of the regulation; (4) the present use of the affected and 
adjacent property; (5) the probable future use of the property; (6) the extent to which the use of the property is 
already limited by other regulations, nuisance law, and use of adjacent property; (7) the extent to which remaining 
uses of the property are economically viable; (8) any economic benefit to the property as a result of the proposed 
regulation; and (9) the existence of any liens or encumbrances on the property. Adds new GS 40B-9 to require all 
state and local governmental entities to assess each proposed regulation and proposed manner of enforcing it 
prior to adopting it and prepare a written assessment stating the following findings: (1) the specific purpose of the 
proposed regulation; (2) the probable effect of the proposed action on the use and value of the property, including 
an evaluation of the probable cost of acquisition of such interest; (3) alternatives to the proposed action that may 
lessen the effect on private property or which may involve lower probable costs to the State; (4) an estimate of the 
cost to the governmental entity including the cost of acquiring property rights; and (5) the source of payment in the 
entity's budget for the compensation. Requires a copy of each assessment to be delivered to the Governor, 
“appropriate financial authority," and the Attorney General. Requires State executive agencies that adopt or 
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administer land-use regulations to adopt rules and procedures for implementing bill by Jan. 1, 1996. Prohibits 
government from conditioning permit upon the waiver of the owner's right to compensation. Effective July 1, 1995, 
and applies to any regulation adopted on or after that date.

S 240. LET DOT DREDGE FOR LOCAL GOV'T. Intro. 2/21/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Amendment 
rewrites the bill so that DOT may perform dredging services, on cost reimbursement basis, for local gov't unit if the 
unit cannot obtain services from private company “at a reasonable cost" (was, "a cost that the unit can afford"), 
and provides that unit is considered unable to obtain services at reasonable cost if it solicits bids and does not 
receive a bid that the Dep't of Transportation engineering staff considers reasonable. 


S 259. CIVIL DAMAGES FOR CERTAIN CRIMES. Intro. 2/27/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Adds provision to be included in demand letter stating that parents or legal guardians of unemancipated 
minors who unlawfully took property can be held liable if they knew or should have known of the propensity of the 
child to commit the act and had the opportunity to control the child and made no effort to correct or restrain the 


child. Also requires statement in bold print notifying recipients of their right to contest their liability in court. Makes 
technical corrections. 


S 331. TRUCK WEIGHT TOLERANCES LIMITS. Intro. 03/08/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition to make 
technical changes and to require the N.C. Dep't of Transportation to report to the Transportation Oversight 
Committee and to the General Assembly on the effects of the tolerance granted by the bill, any abuses of this 
tolerance, and any suggested revisions to the law, on or before May 1, 1998. 


S 365. FISH WITH BOW AND ARROW. Intro. 3/10/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Amendment changes 
bill to repeal only subsection (d) of GS 113-272.2 rather than the entire section. 


S 367. CHILD DAY CARE RATES/FUNDS. Intro. 3/14/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Changes provision 


to specify that where single county payment rate is established, it must be applied to all providers of like regulatory 
or accreditation status in the county (currently reads “all providers in the county.").

H 65. US FLAG PLEDGE IN CLASSROOMS. Intro. 1/30/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Title now reads TO REQUIRE THE DISPLAY OF THE UNITED STATES FLAG IN EVERY PUBLIC SCHOOL . 
CLASSROOM, TO ENCOURAGE THE DISPLAY OF THE NORTH CAROLINA FLAG IN EVERY PUBLIC 
SCHOOL CLASSROOM, TO REQUIRE STUDENTS IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS TO RECITE THE PLEDGE OF 
ALLEGIANCE EVERY DAY, TO ENCOURAGE THE DISPLAY OF THE UNITED STATES AND NORTH 
CAROLINA FLAGS AND THE RECITATION OF THE PLEDGE OF ALLEGIANCE IN PRIVATE SCHOOLS AND 
HOME SCHOOLS, AND TO ENCOURAGE DONATIONS OF FLAGS TO BE DISPLAYED IN EVERY PUBLIC 
SCHOOL CLASSROOM. Adds GS 115C-47(29a) to require display of US flag and encourage display of NC flag in 
public school classrooms and require daily recitation of pledge of allegiance during morning hours in all grades. 
Requires that teacher shall announce that the class will stand and recite the pledge and that children not electing 
to recite the pledge shall stand in respectful silence. Adds GS 115C-556.1 (private schools), 115C-548.1 (church 
schools) and 115C-564.1 (home schools) to encourage nonpublic schools to display US and NC flags and to 
provide opportunity for students to recite the pledge on regular basis, preferably daily, but at least weekly. 
Encourages display of actual flags and encourages school authorities to solicit donations. If actual flags not 
available, permits use of "reasonable facsimile." Requires each local board of education to notify State Board of 
Education by December 31, 1995, of number of US flags donated and number of flags needed to provide one per 
classroom. Data to be reported to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee by March 31,1996. Requires 
portion of act mandating adoption of local policies to be implemented by August 1, 1996. 
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H 161. LOCAL TELEPHONE COMPETITION. Intro. 2/9/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. 
Adds provision stating that if a price regulation plan becomes effective before July 1, 1996, the Commission is 
authorized to permit the provision of local exchange or exchange access service by a competing local provider in 
the franchised area of the local exchange company. Adds statement that Commission's rules must include a 
consideration of whether and to what extent resale should be permitted. Establishes a 180-day limit for 
Commission to determine appropriate rates for interconnection, running from filing of petition, and a 90-day limit for 
issuing order denying or approving a proposed plan after initial approval with modifications. Adds provisions for 
notice and opportunity to be heard for application for alternative regulation. 


H 208. SCHOOL ACQUISITION/SEVERAL COUNTIES. Intro. 02/16/95. House action amends 2nd edition to add 
Edgecombe and Greene to the list of counties to whom the power to acquire property for use by their county 
boards of education is extended and changes bill title accordingly.

Adds to definition of licensable facility one that provides services for "two or more adults when 24-hour supervision 
is required," and adds provision that all nonhospital and social setting detoxification facilities must be licensed. 


H 458. DWI-ASSESSMENT ENHANCEMENT. Intro. 3/9/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Deletes requirement under previous version of GS 20-17.6(d) that persons with prior substance abuse 
assessments must schedule a substance abuse assessment within 60 days after DWI conviction to obtain a 
certificate. Adds requirement to GS 20-17.6(e) that prohibits from driving under any limited driving privilege 
anyone whose license has been suspended for failure to obtain a certificate within one year after conviction. 
Amends GS 20-179(g) and (h) to permit probation and, if GS 20-17.6(b) applies, to require the imposition of the 
conditions relating to assessment, treatment and education as a Levels One and Two punishment. Amends GS 
20-179(i), (j) and (k) to require, if GS 20-17.6(b) applies, the imposition of the conditions relating to assessment, 
treatment and education as a Levels Three, Four and Five punishment. Amend GS 20-179.4(c) to provide that if a 
person is ordered to attend an Alcohol and Drug Education Traffic School, the fee for supervised supervision of 
community service punishment is $50. Amends GS 122C-142.1(e) to provide that a person who has a substance 
abuse assessment conducted for the purpose of obtaining a certifi cate of completion will pay $50 to the assessing 
agency and $75 to a treatment facility or school. 


H 505. GASTONIA ASSESSMENT. Intro. 3/20/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Rewrites bill 
to make it applicable to the cities of Belmont and Mount Holly as well as Gastonia, and changes title accordingly.

Effective only in Burke county, extends the time for filing of lien from 180 
days to three years from the date ambulance service was provided.

S 518. WATERSHED ACT CHANGES. TO AMEND THE LAWS OF NORTH CAROLINA TO IMPROVE THE 
ADMINISTRATION OF THE WATER SUPPLY WATERSHED PROTECTION ACT. Amends GS 143-214.5 in 
various places to replace system where the State establishes minimum requirements binding on local 
governments, to one in which the State establishes "guidelines" and local governments have responsibility for 
establishing the requirements that apply in their jurisdictions. Projects must meet State minimum guidelines or 
local requirements, whichever are more stringent. Where multiple local governments have jurisdiction and cannot 
agree, the EMC is to assign the classification with the least stringent watershed management guidelines. 
Provides that State guidelines cannot prohibit local governments from (1) averaging development densities 
over the entire jurisdiction or watershed, whichever is less; (2) allowing stormwater control systems alternative to 
wet detention basins; (3) allowing accessory structures in buffer areas; (4) specifying buffer widths less stringent 
than the State's guidelines; or (5) including publicly owned lands or other undevelopable lands in calculating the 
allowable development density. Excludes from coverage property located more than two miles from the water 
supply waters to which the property drains. Provides that this section is not to be construed to allow the State to 
limit the "percent built-upon area" within watersheds or the development density of individual projects. Authorizes 
local governments to grant variances from local requirements in order to effect desireable social or economic 
goals, or if necessary to avoid adverse social or economic impacts. Repeals GS 143-214.6 (establishing state 
Watershed Protection Advisory Council) and GS 143-214.6A (e) (state enforcement procedures for local 
governments not in compliance with state requirements).

S 519. PURCHASES FROM BLIND/DISABLED. TO ENCOURAGE THE PURCHASE OF COMMODITIES AND 
SERVICES OFFERED BY BLIND AND BY SEVERELY DISABLED PERSONS. Adds new GS Ch.168, Art. 2A 
(Purchase of Goods and Services from Blind and From Severely Disabled Persons). Requires all purchases by a 
State agency, local government or public institution to be made from an agency of the State or from a nonprofit 
work center for the blind or the severely disabled, if the product is available from these sources. Establishes within 
the Dep't of Administration (DOA) the Advisory Committee for Purchase from the Blind and the Severely Disabled, 
to be comprised of the following: the Sec'y of the Dep't of Human Resources, the Sec'y of Administration, or their 
designees, and three public members appointed by the Governor. Directs the committee to advise DOA and the 
designated central nonprofit agency about the development and implementation of a State procurement program 
of selected commodities and services from qualified work centers serving the severely handicapped. Directs DOA 
to designate a central nonprofit agency to represent the work centers for the blind and severely disabled. Directs 
the agency to evaluate and recommend nonprofit work centers, to recommend to the committee and DOA 
commodities and services suitable for procurement from the centers, to recommend suitable prices to be paid, 
and to contract with the State, community colleges, or public schools to furnish commodities furnished by the work 
centers. Allows agency to charge fees to participating work centers in amounts approved by DOA. Gives 
purchases of goods made with inmate labor preference over purchases from nonprofit work centers. Effective Jan. 
1, 1996, and applies to contracts for which bids or offers are solicited on or after that date.

Declares that except in medical emergencies, consent is informed and voluntary only if it meets 
a number of criteria. First, the physician performing the abortion or the referring physician must orally inform the 
woman at least 24 hours before the abortion (1) who will perform the abortion; (2) the medical risks associated 
with the particular abortion procedure; (3) the probable gestational age of the unborn child at the time the abortion 
is to be performed; and (4) the medical risks associated with carrying the child to term. Allows this information to 
be provided by the physician by telephone without conducting tests or a physical examination. Second, the 
performing or referring physician or an agent of either physician must inform the woman at least 24 hours before 
the abortion (1) that medical assistance benefits may be available for prenatal care, childbirth, and neonatal care; 
(2) that the father is liable to assist in the support of the child, even if the father has offered to pay for the abortion; 
and (3) that the woman has the right to review certain printed materials (described below) that describe the unborn 
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child and list agencies which offer alternatives to abortion and that such materials be given to her at least 24 hours 
before the abortion or mailed to her 72 hours before the abortion by certified mail. Third, the woman must certify in 
writing, prior to the abortion, that the oral information above has been furnished her and that she has been 
informed of the opportunity to review the written information. Fourth, the physician performing the abortion or the 
physician's agent must receive a copy of the written certification. Also establishes procedures for informing the 
woman if it is the physician's judgment that an abortion is necessary to avert her death or that 24-hour delay will 
create serious risk of substantial and irreversible impairment of one of her major bodily functions. 

Requires the Department of Human Resources (DHR) to publish two types of written materials designed to 
inform the pregnant woman: (1) a set of geographically indexed materials intended to inform her of the services 
that public and private agencies may provide to assist her through pregnancy, upon childbirth and during the 
child's dependency, including adoption agencies, and (2) certain materials intended to inform the woman of the 
probable anatomical and physiological characteristics of the unborn child and various risks associated with 
abortion procedures. 

Requires DHR to prepare a reporting form for physicians that includes a copy of this law and also includes 
(1) statistics concerning the number of women informed by that physician under this law; (2) the number of women 
who obtained copies of the written information; (3) the number of women who obtained the abortion; and (4) the 
number of abortions performed when immediate action was required and use of the conventional methods of 
informing the woman was not required. Requires DHR to provide such forms to all licensed physicians by Dec. 1 
of each year and directs each physician involved in an abortion to submit reporting form by March 1 of each year 
following a calendar year in which any part of the bill was in effect. Imposes late fees of $500 for physicians who 
fail to submit reports within 30 days following due date. Requires DHR to publish a public report annually 
summarizing statistics. 

Makes any person who knowingly or recklessly performs or attempts to perform an abortion in violation of the 
bill guilty of a Class | felony. Makes any physician who knowingly or recklessly submits a false report guilty of a 
Class 1 misdemeanor. Authorizes a claim for actual and punitive damages for any woman upon whom an abortion 
was performed, the father, or the grandparent of the unborn child against the person anyone performing an 
abortion in knowing or reckless violation of the this bill. Authorizes similar claim by woman against anyone 
attempting to perform the abortion in violation of the bill. Also, authorizes 10 or more citizens to seek injunction if 
DHR fails to issue public report properly. Requires awarding of attorneys’ fees to plaintiff if plaintiff successful or to 
defendant if suit frivolous and brought in bad faith. If civil or criminal suit brought under this bill, requires court to 
rule whether anonymity of any woman upon whom abortion performed or attempted must be preserved from public 
disclosure and sets forth standards for doing so.

Statements and conduct during mediated settlement conferences are not subject 
to discovery and are inadmissible. Evidence otherwise discoverable is not inadmissible solely because it is presented or 
discussed in a mediated settlement conference. Mediators cannot be compelled to testify or produce evidence except in 
disciplinary or sanction proceedings or in juvenile or elder abuse cases. Does not restrict right to jury trial.

Amends 
GS 99B-4 (1) to delete requirement that the adequacy of the warning by prescription drug manufacturers be determined by 
the prescribing information made available by the manufacturer to the health care practitioner; and (2) to absolve the 
manufacturer or seller from liability in a product liability action if the user knew of or discovered a defect or dangerous 
condition and deliberately and voluntarily exposed himself or herself to the danger. 

Adds new GS 99B-5, which provides that a claimant may not prevail on a failure to give adequate warning or instruction 
claim unless (1) the inadequate warning or instruction created an unreasonably dangerous or defective condition at the time 
the product left the control of the manufacturer or seller and the manufacturer knew or should have known of the risk and (2) 
the failure to provide adequate warnings or instruction would cause harm of the type suffered by the claimant. Further 
provides that a manufacturer need not warn of open and obvious risks that are matters of common knowledge. Absent a 
USFDA specific requirement to the contrary, prescription drugs are not defective if the manufacturer provides adequate 
warning to a legally authorized person who prescribes or dispenses the drug. 

Adds new GS 99B-6, which provides that a claimant may not prevail on a negligent or defective design claim unless, 
at the time the product left the control of the manufacturer, a practical and feasible alternative design was available that would 
have prevented the harm. The claimant must demonstrate either of the following (1) when the product left the manufacturer, 
the foreseeable risks associated with its design or formulation exceeded the benefits associated with that design or 
formulation or (2) the product was more dangerous than an ordinary consumer would expect it to be. A prescription drug is 
not defective in design or formulation because some aspect of it is incapable of being made safe given the technical, 
scientific and medical knowledge at the time the product left the manufacturer, if the manufacturer provides adequate warning 
and instruction.

TRUST FUND AND THE NATURAL HERITAGE TRUST FUND. Amends GS 105-228.30(b), dealing with distribution of 
proceeds of deed excise stamp tax, to provide as title indicates. Specifies that 75% of the funds remitted by each county to 
Dep't of Revenue under section are to be credited to Parks and Recreation Trust Fund established under GS 113-44.15 and 
25% to Natural Heritage Trust Fund established under GS 113-77.7 (under current law, 15% of funds are credited to latter 
Fund). Makes conforming amendments to GS 113-44.15(a) deleting statement expressing legislature's intent to dedicate 
such funds and adding reference to GS 105-228.30(b) monies. 

Amends GS 113-44.15(b) to change requirements for allocation and use of funds in Parks and Recreation Trust Fund, 
which are annually appropriated to Dep't of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources (DENR) beginning July 1, 1995. 
65% (now, 75%) is for State Parks System for specified purposes, and 30% (now, 20%) is for matching funds for local 
governmental units. Remaining allocation is unchanged. Adds provision specifying that of the funds appropriated to DENR 
from Trust Fund each year, no more that 3% may be used by DENR for operating expenses associated with managing capital 
improvements projects, acquiring land, and administration of local grants programs.

H 719. FOOD CONSUMPTION MATERIAL REPEAL. TO REPEAL CERTAIN PROVISIONS RELATING TO CERTAIN 
MATERIALS USED IN CONJUNCTION WITH FOOD CONSUMPTION. Repeals GS 130A-309.10(d)(2), which now prohibits, 
after Oct. 1, 1997, any person from distributing, selling, or offering for sale any polystyrene foam product used in conjunction 
with food for human consumption unless the Sec'y of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources certifies that at least 25% 


of such products are being recycled or unless the product itself contains at least 25% polystyrene derived from recycled 
products.

H 720. AMEND STRUCTURED SENTENCING. TO AMEND THE STRUCTURED SENTENCING ACT TO INCREASE THE 
PENALTIES FOR MOST FELONIES AND MISDEMEANORS, AMEND THE FELONY PRIOR RECORD LEVEL SCHEDULE, 
CHANGE THE TYPES OF ALTERNATIVE PENALTIES AVAILABLE AS INTERMEDIATE PUNISHMENTS, AMEND THE 
LIST OF AGGRAVATING MITIGATING FACTORS, AMEND THE CONDITIONS THAT MAY BE IMPOSED FOR POST- 
RELEASE SUPERVISION AND PROBATION, AND REPEAL PROBATION CASELOAD GOALS. 

The Structured Sentencing Act (SSA) enacted in 1993 and modified in the 1994 Extra Session went into effect Oct. 1, 
1994. It established guideline grids for sentencing for all crimes (except DWI), first-degree murder, and violation of disease 
control measures under GS 130A-125), in which a judge must choose sentences within a fairly narrow range depending on 
offender's offense of conviction and number and type of prior convictions. The SSA abolished discretionary parole and 
required actual service of the entire minimum prison term for felonies (and at least 87% of the entire term for misdemeanors); 
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also, it required life imprisonment without parole for some offenses and offenders. This bill makes a variety of changes in the 
SSA as indicated in the title, summarized as follows. 

Prior record level in felony sentencing. Amends GS 15A-1340.14 to increase number of points to 3 for committing 
offense while on probation/parole, serving a sentence of imprisonment, or on escape from serving a sentence (now, 1 point). 
Changes rule for counting multiple prior convictions in one court week or session: each conviction must be counted if the 
multiple convictions occurred during a single week of superior court (now, only the conviction with the highest point total is 
used) or a single session (day) of district court (now, only one of the convictions is used). 

Felony sentencing gnd. Amends GS 15A-1340.17 to extend mandatory life sentence without parole to Class B1 felonies, 
prior record level III through VI (now, only V and VI), and Class B2 felonies, prior record level III through VI (now, life without 
parole not authorized for B2). Authorizes active sentences (now, only intermediate or community punishments allowed) for 
Class Il, levels | and II, and Class |, levels, |, Il, and III. Makes active sentences mandatory (now, intermediate punishment 
also allowed) for following classes and levels: Class E Il, Class F III, Class G Ill and IV, Class H IV and V, and Class | V and 
VI. Increases the ranges for all minimum terms of imprisonment (with the exception of aggravated range for Class B1, Level | 
and Il). The proportional increases range from small (for example, the presumptive range for Class B1, Level | changed from 
192-240 to 208-240) to large (for example, the mitigated range for Class G, Level | changed from 8-10 to 18-20). 

Felony aggravating and mitigating circumstances. A judicial finding of these circumstances determines whether the 
judge sentences from the presumptive (middle), aggravated (high), or mitigated (low) range for a particular felony class and 
prior level. This bill amends GS 15A-1340.16 to clarify that the aggravating factor of committing the felony against a present 
or former law enforcement officer, correctional officer, judge, juror, prosecutor, witness, etc., applies to such officials or 
persons in this State, another state, or at the federal level. Removes as mitigating factors: (1) the defendant's age, immaturity, 
or limited mental capacity, (2) the victim was a voluntary participant in defendant's conduct, (3) there was an extenuating 
relationship between defendant and victim (but retains strong provocation by victim), (4) the defendant accepts responsibility 
for criminal conduct, (5) defendant supports his family, (6) defendant has a support system in the community, (7) defendant 
has a positive employment history or is gainfully employed, and (8) defendant has a good treatment prognosis and workable 
treatment plan. Provides that mitigating factor of aiding in apprehension of another felon or testifying truthfully in another 
felony case may be considered only on motion of prosecutor. Voluntary acknowledgment of wrongdoing to law enforcement 
officer allowed only if it occurs before arrest. Limits mitigating factor of completion of alcohol or drug treatment program to 
sentencing for offenses that involve only drugs or alcohol. 

Misdemeanor sentencing gnd and consecutive sentences. The misdemeanor sentencing grid in GS 15A-1340.23 
applies to all misdemeanors except DWI and violation of disease control measures under GS 130A-25. This bill amends GS 
15A-1340.23 to allow intermediate or active punishment for Class 1, 2, and 3 misdemeanors, Level | (now, community 
punishment only), and to allow active punishment for Class 2 and 3, Level II (now, community or intermediate only). Thus, this 
bill would allow active punishment for any misdemeanor covered by the SSA. Removes option of community punishment for 
Class 1, 2, and 3, Level III (leaving active and intermediate as the options). Increases ranges in active terms for all 
misdemeanors covered by grid. For example, Class 3, Level | raised from 1-10 days to 1-30 days; Class | Level Ill from 1-120 
days to 6-12 months. Amends GS 15A-1340.22 to delete provision that where court imposes consecutive terms of 
imprisonment for two or more Class 1 or 2 misdemeanors, the cumulative term may not exceed twice the maximum term 
authorized for the most serious offense (result is that the cumulative term, as in felony sentencing, would be the sum of ail the 
consecutive misdemeanor terms). ‘ 

Probation. Amends GS 15A-1340.11 to remove the following as conditions that make probation qualify as an 
intermediate punishment: electronic monitoring, intensive probation supervision, and assignment to a day-reporting center. 
Amends GS 15A-1343.2(c) to delete language stating goal of reducing average probation officer caseloads to 90 for 
community punishment and 60 for intermediate punishment. Raises maximum term of probation as follows: misdemeanants' 
community punishment 24 months (now, 18); misdemeanants' intermediate punishment 36 months (now, 24); felons’ 
community punishment 5 years (now, 30 months); felon's intermediate punishment five years (now, 36 months). Amends GS 
15A-1343.2(e) and (f) to add electronic monitoring as a condition whose imposition the sentencing court may delegate to the 
probation officer where the sentence is a community punishment; removes this condition from one that the officer may impose 
where the sentence is an intermediate punishment. 

Post-release supervision. Amends GS 15A-1368.4(e) to revise authorized conditions of post-release supervision: 
supervisee may be required to (1) report to a supervision officer at "any" time and in "any" manner (now, "reasonable" time 
and manner); (2) permit officer to visit supervisee at "all" (now, "reasonable") times; (3) answer "all" (now, "all reasonable") 
inquiries by officer; and (4) submit to "all" (now, "reasonable") times to searches of his person for purposes related to post- 
release supervision. Deletes language forbidding imposition of search requirement that would otherwise be unlawful. 

Revision of statutory penalties for various offenses. Amends GS 90-95(h) to raise mandatory minimum and maximum 
terms of imprisonment for drug trafficking offenses. For example, for 50-100 Ibs. of marijuana, raises minimum to 35 months 
(now, 25) and maximum to 60 (now, 30); for 28 grams or more of opiates, raises minimum to 250 months (now, 225) and 
maximum to 400 (now, 279). Amends GS 90-95(h)(5), which now allows departure from drug trafficking mandatory minimum if 
judge finds offender has rendered. substantial assistance to prosecution of accomplices, to permit departure only if 
prosecuting attorney makes motion to this effect. Upgrades punishment class of various other offenses, for example: 
subversive activities, H to G (GS 14-12); performing an abortion, H to F (GS 14-44): first-degree arson, D to C (GS 14-58): 
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escaping from prison or jail while serving felony sentence, | to E (GS 14-256); and felonious abuse of child under 16 involving 
serious physical injury, E to D (GS 14-318.4).  _

H 721. EMERGENCY VEHICLE TAX EXEMPTIONS. TO EXEMPT FROM THE HIGHWAY USE TAX FIRE TRUCKS AND 
RESCUE VEHICLES OWNED BY VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENTS AND VOLUNTEER RESCUE SQUADS. Amends GS 
105-187.6(a) to exempt from highway use tax volunteer fire departments or rescue squads that are not part of a local 
government, have no more than two paid employees, and are exempt from State income tax. Vehicles covered by the 
exemption are fire trucks, pump trucks, tanker trucks or ladder trucks, and four-wheel drive vehicles intended to be mounted 
with a water tank and hose for forest fire fighting. Makes technical changes. Effective July 1, 1995.

SENATE BILLS 


S 24. REFOCUS SCHOOL TESTING ON BASICS. Intro. 2/26/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Prohibits 
the State Board of Education from adopting new tests until it receives the report on standards and a system of assessment 
from the NC Education Standards and Accountability Comm'n. Deletes portion of original bill that would have repealed GS 
143A-48, which transferred the Textbook Comm'n to Dep't Public Instruction. 


S 56. ANTIQUATED LAWS REPEALED. Intro. 1/26/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Deletes section 
repealing GS 72-31 (county license tax for roadhouses). 


S 65. REGULATE CHECK CASHING. Intro. 1/26/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Adds definition of 
"cashing" as providing currency or its equivalent, but does not include sale of travelers checks and foreign denomination 
payment instruments. Provides that a person licensed under the Money Transmitters Act is exempt from the licensing 
requirements of this act but subject to other requirements. Changes allowable fees to 3% (was 2%) of face amount of 
government issued checks and 12% (was 10%) of face amount of personal checks. Deletes from list of prohibited acts the 
cashing of items in excess of $2,500, and allows checks to be held for 7 days instead of 3 before they are deposited. 
Changes effective date to Oct. 1, 1995. 


S 99. SCHOOL FLEXIBILITY/ACCOUNTABILITY. Intro. 2/1/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition with bill 
entitled TO GRANT ADDITIONAL MANAGEMENT FLEXIBILITY TO LOCAL BOARDS OF EDUCATION, TO ASSESS THE 
RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN EXPENDITURES FOR PUBLIC SCHOOLS AND STUDENT PERFORMANCE, AND TO MAKE 
CONFORMING STATUTORY CHANGES. Committee substitute substantially revises funding categories listed in original bill. 
New list includes the following 11 allotments: Central Office Administration; Classroom Teachers; Exceptional Children; At- 
Risk Student Services/Alternative Schools; Staff Development; Noninstructional Support Personnel; Instructional 
Supplies/Equipment; School Building Administration; Instructional Support Personnel; Teacher Assistants; and Uniform 
Education Reporting System. 

Rewrites most of instructions in original bill concerning the new allotments; includes similar provisions and adds several 
new requirements for State Board of Education (SBE). Among new provisions, requires SBE to establish a timeline to 
implement the new allotments so that they are fully implemented by beginning of 1996-97 school year. Also, for 1995-96 
fiscal year, SBE may allocate Intervention/Prevention funds and Safe School funds to local school administrative units (local 
units) on a grant basis; respective grant statutes (GS Ch. 115C, Art. 16, Part 8, and GS 115C-418) are repealed effective 
June 10, 1996. Other provisions deal with funding allotment for Central Office Administration; SBE adoption of policies to 
establish purposes for which consolidated funds within each new allotment may be used; and allotments that do not require 
waivers. Amends provision concerning use of funds allocated for school psychologists, etc. for other purposes. 

Analysis that must be provided to Director of Budget by SBE under bill is to relate each of Board's requests for 
expansion funds to anticipated changes in student performance (underlined word added). Deletes amendment to GS 115C- 
301(b) that specified that SBE rules were to encourage local school boards to use instructional personnel funds and to permit 
them to use noninstructional support personnel funds to reduce class size. 

Rewrites bill's revisions to GS 115C-238.6(a). Deletes present law's requirement that waiver may be granted by SBE 
only on the recommendation of the State Superintendent.

Adds 
provisions requiring State Board to act promptly on waiver requests under section; prohibiting SBE from permitting funds 
under any allotment category other than Central Office Administration to be used for central office administrators; and 
requiring local school boards to provide maximum flexibility in the use of funds to individual schools to encourage them to 
accomplish their individual schools’ goals. Requires regular review of waivers granted (version in original bill did not specify 
frequency of review). 
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Deletes original bill's provision labeled “Fiscal Accountability," and requirement that SBE consider changes in student 
performance assessment system and examine methods of relating public school expenditures to improvements in student 
performance. 

Section of committee substitute entitled "Conforming Statutory Changes" includes amendments to the following sections 
of GS Ch. 115C in addition to some of those already mentioned: -81(e)(3) and (e)(4); -81(3)(5); -206; -207; -208; -209; - 
238.2(b)(4); -272(b)(1); -285(a)(1); -302(a)(1); -302(a)(2); -316(a)(1); and -318. Repeals GS 115C-128.5, "Flexible funding." 
Specifies payment rates for substitute teachers and deductions in salaries for teachers on leave who require a deduction in 
salary for substitute pay.

S 558. EXPEDITE EVICTION/DRUG OFFENDERS. TO PROVIDE FOR EXPEDITED EVICTION OF PERSONS ENGAGED 
IN DRUG-RELATED CRIMINAL ACTIVITY AND OTHER CRIMINAL ACTIVITY THAT THREATENS THE HEALTH, SAFETY, 
OR PEACEFUL ENJOYMENT OF RENTAL PROPERTY. Creates a new Article 7 in GS Ch. 42 to establish a cause of action 
in district court to remove tenants or other persons from leased or residential premises where: (1) criminal activity has 
occurred on or within the individual rental unit; (2) the unit was used in any way in furtherance of or to promote criminal 
activity; (3) the tenant, any members of the household or any guest engages in criminal activity on or in the immediate vicinity 
of the premises; (4) the tenant allows a person back into to the unit knowing that the person has been removed under this 
Article; or (5) the tenant fails to notify law enforcement or the landlord immediately upon hearing that such a person has 
returned or reentered the unit. Does not require that a criminal prosecution be commenced or, if commenced, that there be a 
conviction. Lack of conviction does not preclude civil action, but conviction is conclusive proof of criminal activity. Provides 
for complete eviction (removal of tenant and all members of the household) and partial eviction (removal of specified 
persons). Also authorizes a conditional eviction order directed at a tenant and making it an express condition of the tenancy 
that the tenant cannot allow a person who is the subject of a partial eviction to return or reenter the premises. 

Affirmative defense to complete eviction is allowed if the tenant did not know or have reason to know of the criminal 
activity or that the tenant had done everything that could be reasonably expected to prevent the commission of the criminal 
activity, such as requesting the landlord to remove the offending person's name from the lease, report prior criminal activity to 
the police, seeking assistance from social service or counseling agencies, or church or religious organizations, and denying 
permission, if feasible, for the person to reside in the unit. Provides exemption in cases where eviction would be a serious 
injustice, the prevention of which overrides the need to protect the rights, safety, and health of the other residents. Expedited 
summary ejectment proceedings apply where complaint is filed as a small claim. Landlord's collection of rent with knowledge 
of illegal acts does not bar action.

S 559. HOUSING AUTHORITY CHARGES. TO INCREASE THE PENALTIES FOR A DRUG OFFENSE THAT OCCURS INA 
DRUG-FREE PUBLIC HOUSING ZONE, TO PROVIDE THAT ACCEPTANCE OF RENT BY A HOUSING AUTHORITY !S 
NOT A WAIVER OF DEFAULT, AND TO AUTHORIZE HOUSING AUTHORITIES TO GOVERN ENTRY UPON HOUSING 
AUTHORITY. Adds new GS 90-95(e)(10) to make it a Class E felony for any person 21 years of age or older to manufacture, 
sell, or deliver a controlled substance, or possess it with intent to do so on property owned, leased, or managed by a housing 
authority or within 300 feet of such property, if the person is not a lawful resident of the property. Excepts the transfer of less 
than five grams of marijuana if no remuneration. Effective Dec. 1, 1995, and applies to offenses committed on and after that 
date. Adds GS 157-29(d) to provide that if a housing authority receives or accepts rent, with or without knowledge of a prior 
default or failure by the tenant, it does not constitute a waiver of that default or failure unless the authority agrees in writing to

S 572. SMALL BUSINESS SURETY BONDS. TO PROVIDE FOR SURETY BONDS FOR SMALL BUSINESSES THAT 
CONTRACT WITH GOVERNMENTAL AGENCIES. Creates the North Carolina Small Business Development Authority in the 
Dep't of Administration to assist small businesses that are unable to obtain adequate surety bonds in order to undertake 
contracts with governmental agencies. Authorizes the Authority to guarantee a surety for losses incurred under bid bonds, 
payment bonds, or performance bonds, or to execute such bonds itself. Limits guarantees to the lesser of 90% of losses or 
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$900,000, and limits direct bonding by the Authority to $500,000 (except no limit if bond is funded by grants). Applies to 
contracts in which a majority of the funding is provided by federal government, a state government, a local government, or a 
utility regulated by NC Utilities Comm'n. To qualify for assistance, a business must meet all of the following requirements: (1) 
must be an individual, or controlled by individuals, of good moral character; (2) must have reputation for financial 
responsibility; (3) must be resident of NC or incorporated in NC and have its principal place of business in NC; and (4) must 
be unable to obtain adequate bonding on reasonable terms through authorized surety company. To obtain a bond, the 
business must certify that (1) a bond is required for it to bid on the contract or serve as a subcontractor, (2) it cannot obtain a 
bond on reasonable terms without assistance, and (3) it will not subcontract more than 75% of the contract. To provide 
assistance, the Authority must determine that the contract for which a bond is sought has a substantial economic impact. 
Spells out application procedures. : 

Establishes the Authority with nine members: two appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of Speaker, two 
appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of President Pro Tem., two appointed by Governor, Sec'y of 
Administration (or designee), Sec'y of Commerce (or designee), and Comm'r of Insurance (or designee). Appointed members 
serve staggered four-year terms and serve without pay but are entitled to per diem and expenses provided for State officers 
and employees generally. 

Creates the Small Business Surety Bond Fund as a special, nonreverting revenue fund. Credits to the Fund any funds 
appropriated to it, funds withheld from-the contract payment in an amount determined by the Authority, any premiums or other 
monies received with respect to bonding assistance, proceeds from disposition of Authority's property or contracts, and 
Fund's investment income. Provides that total amount of guarantees and bonds executed may not exceed 90% of money held 
in the Fund; that Authority may not pledge any other money for payment of a loss or bond; and that no action by Authority will 
pledge the taxing power or faith and credit of the State. 

Appropriates from General Fund to Dep't of Administration $500,000 for 1995-96 to be deposited in the Fund. Directs 
Sec'y of Administration to coordinate with Comm'r of Insurance in obtaining coverage for the Fund from a licensed insurance 
company. 

Makes false statements or reports in connection with applications for assistance a Class 2 misdemeanor, subject to fine 
up to $1,000 or imprisonment up to six months or both.

HOUSE BILLS . 


H 729. PUNITIVE DAMAGES IN CIVIL ACTIONS. TO ESTABLISH STANDARDS AND PROCEDURES FOR THE 
RECOVERY OF PUNITIVE DAMAGES IN CIVIL ACTIONS. Creates a new GS Ch. 1D which limits recovery of punitive 
damages to cases in which the defendant is liable for compensatory damages and where one of three aggravating factors 
caused the claimant's injury: (1) fraud; (2) malice; or (3) willful conduct (which does not include gross negligence). Also limits 
amount of punitive damage award to three times the amount of compensatory damages (which must be separately 
determined by the trier of fact) or $250,000, whichever is greater. States that the purpose of punitive damages is to punish 
the defendant for egregiously wrongful acts and to deter others from committing similar wrongful acts. Act applies to all 
Claims for punitive damages, regardless of the basis (statutory, common-law, equitable) of the action. Requires the court to 
determine the portion of the award to be used to pay the claimant's reasonable attorney's fees and the rest is to be forwarded 
to the State Treasurer for deposit in the General Fund. 

Prohibits the award of punitive damages if they have previously been awarded against the defendant by any court 
resulting from the same act or course of conduct unless there is new evidence of aggravating factors which indicates that the 
culpability is greater in degree and kind than represented in the previous award. Also prohibits punitive damage award where 
conduct or product is subject to and approved by various listed state and federal regulatory requirements, unless the claimant 
proves that they were not substantially complied with, or that material was withheld or misrepresented in obtaining approval, 
or that an official was bribed to obtain approval. Bill lists factors to be considered in determining the amount of punitive 
damages and provides that the trier of fact shall not consider evidence of the defendant's net worth, gross or net revenues, or 
any other indicia of wealth or ability to pay, nor that the State may receive a portion of the award. 

Makes conforming change in GS 28A-18-2(b) (damages recoverable in wrongful death actions). Effective October 1, 
1995 and applies to any civil actions arising on or after that date.

H 730. FRIVOLOUS MALPRACTICE ACTIONS. TO PREVENT FRIVOLOUS MALPRACTICE ACTIONS BY REQUIRING 
THAT EXPERT WITNESSES IN MEDICAL MALPRACTICE CASES HAVE APPROPRIATE QUALIFICATIONS TO TESTIFY 
ON THE STANDARD OF CARE AT ISSUE AND TO REQUIRE EXPERT WITNESS REVIEW AS A CONDITION OF FILING A 
MALPRACTICE ACTION. Rewrites GS 8C-1, Rule 702, to prohibit anyone from giving testimony in a medical malpractice 
action on the appropriate standard of health care unless the person is a licensed health care provider and meets the following 
criteria: (1) the witness is a specialist in the same specialty as the defendant, and if the defendant is a specialist who is board 
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certified or otherwise certified by a specialty care group, the witness must be a specialist who is similarly certified, and (2) the 
witness must have devoted at least an average of 20 hours per week to the active clinical practice of the same health 
specialty as the defendant and, if the defendant is a specialist, the active clinical practice of that specialty. Adds new GS 1A- 
1, Rule 9j to provide that a complaint alleging medical negligence in failing to comply with the applicable standard of care 
must be dismissed unless either (1) the pleading asserts that the medical care has been reviewed by a qualified expert 
witness willing to testify that the procedure did not comply with the applicable standard of care or (2) the pleading alleges 
facts establishing negligence under the doctrine of res ipsa loquitur. Effective Oct. 1, 1995, an applies to actions filed on or 
after that date.

H 731. COLLATERAL SOURCE EVIDENCE. TO PREVENT DOUBLE RECOVERIES IN PROPERTY DAMAGE, PERSONAL 
INJURY, AND WRONGFUL DEATH ACTIONS BY ALLOWING EVIDENCE OF OTHER SOURCES OF RECOVERY. Adds 
new Rule 413 to GS 8C, art. 4 (Evidence Code) to provide that in those actions cited in title, the court must allow into 
evidence proof of (1) collateral source payments; (2) the amount of money required to be repaid as a result of the collateral 
source payments received; and (3) the costs to the party of receiving such payments. Defines collateral source payment to 
mean payments related to the injury, disability, or death made to the plaintiff, or on plaintiffs behalf under (1) a government 
income disability or workers’ compensation act or similar program; (2) health, accident, sickness, or automobile accident 
insurance or liability insurance providing health benefits or income disability coverage; or (3) a contract to provide, pay for, or 
reimburse hospital ,medical, dental, or other health care services. Excludes from "collateral source payment" life insurance 
benefits, social security payments, and or pension payments. Effective October 1, 1995, and applies to actions filed on or 
after that date.

Amends GS 120-4.11 to make 
members of the General Assembly eligible for unconditional participation in the legislative retirement system if they served on 
and after June 15, 1983, but before Jan. 1, 1995 (now, requires only that they serve on or after June 15, 1983). Effective 
Jan. 1, 1995.

H 733. DISCIPLINARY CONTROL OF JUVENILES. TO ALLOW LAW-ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS TO TAKE PHYSICAL 
CUSTODY OF JUVENILES SIXTEEN AND SEVENTEEN YEARS OF AGE WHO ARE BEYOND THE DISCIPLINARY 
CONTROL OF THEIR PARENTS AND ABSENT FROM HOME. Adds new provisions to GS 7A-571 and -572 to allow law- 
enforcement officer to take physical custody without a court order of a juvenile who is 16 or 17 years of age, at-the request of 
juvenile’s parent, guardian, or custodian (parent, etc.) if there are reasonable grounds to believe the juvenile is beyond the 
disciplinary control of parent, etc. and has been absent from the home without permission for 48 consecutive hours. Person 
who takes juvenile into custody is to return juvenile to the custody of parent, etc., or notify parent, etc., that juvenile has been 
taken into custody unless there are reasonable grounds to believe the juvenile is abused, neglected, or dependent and would 
be injured if returned to parent, etc.'s custody. In such a case, person is to follow other procedures specified in statutes. 
Makes conforming amendments to cited statutes and to GS 122C-421(a). Effective Oct. 1, 1995; applies to physical custody 
exercised on or after that date.

H 734. REDUCE TAX ON NONPRESCRIPTION DRUGS. TO REPEAL THE FOUR PERCENT STATE SALES AND USE TAX 
ON NONPRESCRIPTION MEDICINES. Amends tax laws as title indicates. Defines nonprescription drugs as the followings 
products if they can be sold legaily without a prescription: (1) a compound used for prevention, diagnosis, mitigation, or 
treatment of human disease or disorder; (2) a test kit intended for the diagnosis of human disease or disorder; or (3) a 
compound intended for human consumption for the preservation of health. Does not include cosmetics or toiletries, even if 
they contain medical ingredients. Makes technical changes and changes in laws governing local option sales tax, including 
Mecklenburg local act, to make the exemption to State sales and use tax only. Effective July 1, 1995 and applies to sales 
made on or after that date.

OFFICIAL WHO MAY SET CONDITIONS OF PRETRIAL RELEASE FOR CRIMES OF DOMESTIC VIOLENCE. Changes 
each of the following misdemeanor penalties, notwithstanding the misdemeanor sanction grid and provisions of GS 15A- 
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1340.23, so that person convicted may be sentenced to an active term of imprisonment not to exceed 24 months if the victim 
is a current or former spouse or cohabitant. Adds new GS 14-33(c) to so provide if a defendant is convicted of a simple 
assault, a simple assault and battery, participating in a simple affray, or, in the course of these, inflicts or attempts to inflict 
serious injury, uses a deadly weapon, or assaults a female. Amends GS 14-134.3 to so provide if a defendant is convicted of 
domestic criminal trespass. Amends GS 14-277.1(b) to so provide if a defendant is convicted of communicating threats. 
Amends GS 15A-534.1 to require that the judicial official who determines the conditions of pretrial release for these crimes of 
domestic violence be a judge. Changes in sentencing become effective Dec. 1, 1995, and apply to offenses committed on or 
after that date.

Amends GS 53B-5 to add option, where information may be obtained 
under court order or subpoena, that copy and specified notice be mailed to the customer's last known address. Amends GS 
53B-8 to authorize a financial institution or its officer, employee, or agent to notify a government authority that it has 
information relevant to a possible violation of the law. The information must be limited to a description of the suspected illegal 
activity and the name or other identifying information about the person or entity involved. Provides immunity under state law 
from liability to the customer for information so provided or for failure to notify the customer of the disclosure.

H 737. DIVIDE DIST. CT./PROS. DIST. 30. TO DIVIDE DISTRICT COURT DISTRICT 30 AND PROSECUTORIAL DISTRICT 
30 INTO DISTRICTS 30A AND 30B. Amends GS 7A-133 to divide the 30th District Court District into districts 30A and 30B 
so that two judgeships are established for 30A (Cherokee , Clay, Graham, Macon, and Swain Counties) and two are 
established for 30B (Haywood and Jackson Counties). Directs that the 30A judgeships must be filled by the district court 
judges from District 30 who reside in Cherokee and Swain Counties. Directs that the term of the judge residing in Cherokee 
expires in December of 1996 and that judge's successor must be elected in the 1996 generai election. The term of the judge 
residing in Swain expires in December of 1998, and the successor must be elected in the 1998 general election. Directs that 
the 30B judgeships must be filled by the district judges from current district 30 who reside in Haywood County. The term of 
one of them expires in December of 1996 and the successor elected in 1996. The term of the other expires in 1998 in 
December of 1998 and the successor elected in 1998.

Directs that 
the three ass't D.A. positions established for 30B must be filled by three ass't D.A.'s currently serving Haywood and Jackson 
Counties in current District 30. Appropriates from the General Fund to the Judicial Dep't $239,499 for fiscal 1995-96 and 
$186,051 for fiscal 1996-97 to implement the bill. Effective Oct. 1, 1995, but most substantive sections of bill effective on that 
date or the date upon which those sections are approved under section 5 of the Voting Rights Act of 1965, whichever is later.

H 739. SIMPLIFY HIGHER ED. CREDIT TRANSFER. TO SIMPLIFY THE TRANSFER OF CREDIT BETWEEN NORTH 
CAROLINA INSTITUTIONS OF HIGHER EDUCATION. Directs State Board of Community Colleges and UNC Board of 
Govemors to develop plan for transfer of credit between community colleges and between community colleges and UNC 
institutions. Requires preliminary report to General Assembly by January 1, 1996. States intent of General Assembly to 
review the plan and to enact a plan before July 1, 1996. If General Assembly does not enact such a pian by that time, 
provides that (1) all community colleges shall accept all associate degree course credits and one-year diploma course credits 
from community colleges accredited by Southern Ass'n of Colleges & Schools, and (2) UNC institutions shall accept all 
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course credits in associate degree programs in arts, science, and fine arts from accredited community colleges. Also directs 
State Board of Community Colleges to implement a common course numbering system for all programs and a definition of 
competencies associated with each course.

H 740. FACILITATE ACADEMIC CREDIT TRANSFER. TO FACILITATE THE TRANSFER OF ACADEMIC CREDIT FROM 
COMMUNITY COLLEGE PROGRAMS TO FOUR-YEAR COLLEGE PROGRAMS. GS 115D-41 now sets enrollment limits on 
community college transfer programs, but permits the State Board of Community Colleges to grant exceptions. This bill 
repeals these limits and adds new provisions as follows. Requires the State Board to develop appropriate criteria and 
standards to regulate college transfer programs, which must require (1) programs must meet accreditation standards of 
Southern Ass'n of Colleges & Schools, (2) college must have an articulation agreement with a four-year college or university 
for acceptance of its college transfer courses, (3) college must disclose to students when they register for college transfer 
courses the terms of the articulation agreements. Requires State Board to report annually to General Assembly on 
compliance of colleges with these requirements, and directs UNC Board of Governors to report to each college and to the 
State Board on the academic performance of that college's transfer students; if State Board finds that a college's transfer 
students are not consistently performing adequately at a four-year college, it shall review the college's transfer program and 
determine what steps are needed to remedy the problem. State Board must report annually to General Assembly on-such 
reports and what it is doing about them. Also amends GS 115D-5(a) to require State Board to require all colleges to meet 
faculty credential requirements of Southern Ass'n. Effective September 1, 1995.

H 741. MEDICAL RECORD FEES (=S 545). TO CHANGE THE STATUTORY CAP ON CHARGES FOR PROCESSING 
MEDICAL RECORD COPY REQUESTS. Amends GS 90-411 to change fee from $.50 per page with minimum fee of $10 to 
fee not to exceed $15 for search and retrieval, $1 per page_for copies madé from paper, and $2 per page for copies made 
from microfilm, plus actual postage and shipping fees and sales tax, if applicable. Deletes provision placing charges for 
reports related to Workers Comp. claims under rules of Industrial Commission. Prohibits any charge if request is made by the 
patient or patient's health care provider for purpose of providing medical care, and states that the law does not limit patient's 
inspection or copying of his or her medical records in any legally permissible manner other than as provided in this section.

H 742. CONSTRUCTION BIDDING AND PROCEDURES. TO REPEAL THE SUNSET CONCERNING GOVERNMENT 
CONSTRUCTION CONTRACTS, TO INCREASE THE THRESHOLD DOLLAR AMOUNTS, TO PROVIDE ADDITIONAL 
MEANS TO DISQUALIFY A NONPERFORMING CONTRACTOR, TO PROVIDE FOR AN EXPEDITER, AND TO PROVIDE 
FOR A UNIFORM SYSTEM OF CONSTRUCTION AND ADMINISTRATION. Repeals sunset provision of SL 1989, Ch. 480 
with the effect of continuing the single-prime contracting option and minority business enterprise provisions of GS 143-128 
authorized in that act. Increases threshold at which separate prime bidding is required in that statute from $100,000 to 
$300,000 and the estimated cost of work that may be included in another separate prime contract from $10,000 to $25,000. 
Authorizes the unit to assign responsibility for "expediting" to one responsible and reliable entity, which may be one of the 
prime contractors. Requires approval of awarding authority upon showing of "good cause” for single prime contractor to 
substitute subcontractors listed on original bid. 

Increases threshold for formal bidding of construction and repair work under GS 143-129 from $50,000 to $100,000. 
Authorizes governing body to reject a bid if the bidder has demonstrated a lack of quality or performance during the past year 
in performing a contract for that unit, and authorizes disqualification of a bidder from bidding for a definite length of time not to 
exceed 3 years if the contractor failed to perform satisfactorily on past or current contracts with that unit. Unit must provide 
notice and appeal process and must describe the procedure by which contractors may seek requalification. Repeal of sunset 
is effective upon ratification and other changes in statutes become effective October 1, 1995.

H 743. NO FIREARM/DOMESTIC VIOLENCE ORDER-2. TO STRENGTHEN THE DOMESTIC VIOLENCE LAW BY 
REQUIRING A DOMESTIC VIOLENCE ORDER TO BE ACCESSIBLE BY COMPUTER AND TO MAKE IT A CLASS H 
FELONY FOR ANY PERSON SUBJECT TO A DOMESTIC VIOLENCE ORDER TO PURCHASE ANY FIREARM OR FOR A 
PERSON TO SELL OR GIVE A FIREARM TO A PERSON SUBJECT TO A DOMESTIC VIOLENCE ORDER. Amends GS 
50B-3 to authorize the court to include in a domestic violence protective order a prohibition against a party purchasing a 
firearm for a fixed period of time. Directs Administrative Office of the Courts to provide for immediately entry of domestic 
orders including any prohibition against purchase of firearms in computerized records and provide 24-hour access to 
magistrates and law enforcement personnel. Adds GS 14-269.8 making it a Class H felony for any person to purchase or 
attempt to purchase any firearm in contravention of the terms of a domestic violence order, and also for anyone to sell or give 
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a firearm to such a person in contravention of such an order, if the person knows or reasonably should know about the terms 
of the order. Effective October 1, 1995; applies to offenses committed on or after that date.

H 744. UNATTENDED PATIENT PENALTY. TO REQUIRE THAT A DOMICILIARY CARE FACILITY FOUND ON ; 
INSPECTION TO HAVE LEFT A PATIENT UNATTENDED TO HAVE LICENSE REVOKED AND TO BE PLACED UNDER 
TEMPORARY MANAGEMENT PENDING ANY APPEAL. Adds GS 131D-2.1 as title indicates. Effective October 1, 1995; 
applies to revocation procedures because of inspections occurring on or after that date.

(nursing homes) for violations of laws or regulations that create substantial risk or death or serious physical harm is now not 
less than $250 nor more than $5,000. This bill increases the penalty to not less than $1,000 nor more than $10,000. Effective 
October 1, 1995; applies to violations occurring on or after that date.
